WASHINGTON, June 23. — Unerpected fireworks developed at the public 
hearing this week on the labor provisions of the radio code held before the Radio 
Code Authority, Denuty Administrator William P. Farnsworth presiding. They came 
when demands, made on behalf of actors and presented by Charles Wood, of the 
Labor Advisory Board, were presented governing wages and working conditions of 


actors and calling for the abolition of network artists bureaus. 


actors was a surprise to certain members 
for the technicians’ code provisions only. 


Demands for actors were prepared by 
Paul N. Turner, Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion counsel; Frank Gillmore, Equity 
president; Alfred Harding, editor of 
Equity Magazine, and Mrs. Emily Holt, 
assistant to Turner and special CA rep- 
resentative for actors. Included in the 
demands were wage scales, limited re- 
hearsal periods for all classes of stations, 
save those which have a card rate of 
less than $100 per hour. 


Mrs. Holt recommended that the pro- 
Visions governing actors be included in 
the code at this hearing, with the proviso 
that if they were found in need of change 
they be amended later on, possibly when 
the results of the actors’ questionnaire 
had been detailed. James W. Baldwin, 
executive director of the CA for broad- 
casters, fought the inclusion of talent in 
this hearins. He claimed that notice of 
the hearing preciuded any other angies 
but technicians. fle was supported by 
Phil G. Loucks, managing director of the 
National Association of Broadcasters. Re- 
newed protests eventuated when Farns- 
worth expressed regret that Baldwin and

Progressive Group Wins Over 


Shermanin Local 306 Meeting 


Gains abolition of job of “chief organizer”—cuts 10 
per cent assessment in half—-strike committee of 15 
with Basson at head—closed ballot next aim 


NEW YORK, June 25.—Harry Sherman, who succeeded Sam Kaplan as presi- 
dent of Local 306 of the IATSE, took a beating from the reform element of his 
union Wednesday when they forced him to relinquish his extra title of “Chief Or- 
ganizer” at $18,200 a year. The reform element, led by the “progressive group,” 


forced thru three motions by a unanimous vote. 


The group says this is only the 


beginning of its fight to rebuild the prestige of the union. The meeting was the 
first since the return cf the local’s delegates to the convention. Sherman opened 


by volunteering his own set of reforms. 
His “seven-point program” included: re- 
vising the constitution, reducing his 
salary as “chief organizer,” a closed ballot 
at meetings, reducing salaries of officers, 
appointing a strike committee of three 
and reducing the 10 per cent assessment 
to 5 per cent. 

Sherman asked a special meeting to 
consider his program, but the member- 
ship demanded immediate action. Wil- 
liam Paster moved the abolJition of the 
“chief organizer” job. Then Al Golden- 
burg moved the 10 per cent assessment be 
cut in half and later that a Strike Com- 
mittee of 15 be appointed to devise means 
of winning back houses and organizing 
new ones. All three motions were passed. 
Joe Basson was appointed temporary 
chairman of the strike committee. 

The “progressive group” says the next 
reform will be the closed ballot, this: to 
enable members to vote without coercion.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Ralph White- 
head, secretary of the American Federa- 
tion of Actors, leaves tomorrow for De- 
troit, where he will attempt to organize 
the first of several Midwest AFA 
branches. He says he is already armed 
with confidential reports on the beer 
garden, night club and vaudeville situa- 
tion in each city and that he has already 
set up nuclei of AFA members in each 
spot. 

- Whitehead claims the Detroit situa- 
tion is bad. There are, he says, about 
100 beer gardens running floor shows 
one night and up. One to three acts are 
used. The better spots pay $30 for a 
single and $60 for a team a week, while 
the smaller one-nighters pay $350 to 
$5 a single and $7 to $10 a team. Agents 
get 10 and sometimes 20 per cent com- 
mission on these coffee-and-cake sal- 
aries. Most small vaude houses don’t 
pay code. One booker “pays code” by 
making acts double into a second vaude 
theater, playing four shows in ali for 
the code minimum of $7.50 a day. 


As for vhe Detroit Entertainers’ Asso- 
ciation, which is attempting to control 
the beer gardens and which clashed with 
the AFA over AFL jurisdiction last week. 
Whitehead says he will contact DEA of- 
ficials when in Detroit. 


From Detroit Whitehead expects to hit 
Chicago. He has been in close commu- 
nication with four local actor groups— 
the Club Artists’ Protective Association, 
the Performers’ Club of America, the 
Professional Entertainers’ Club and the 
new Entertainers’ Protective Association. 
The AFA may offer to absorb these 
groups. 

After Chicago will come Milwaukee. 
Whitehead has been working in with 
Roy Bernier, president of the Entertain- 
ment Artists’ Association there. Bernier 
had applied for an AFL charter from the 
Federated Trades Council of Milwaukee, 
but was referred to the AFA. He is 
now enrolling 50 members as a pre- 
requisite for setting up an AFA branch. 

Whitehead says he may also stop off 
in Cleveland, where the local Federa- 
tion of Labor has been trying to organ- 
ize club, beer garden and cafe perform- 
ers for the AFA, and in Toronto, where 
a group of performers have asked for 
an AFA charter. 

Rallies will probably be held in each 
city and branch representatives ap- 
pointed. 


Patent Suit To Be 
Held Until October 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—A stay of 
the Supreme Court decision in favor of 
RCA, AT&T and the DeForest Radio 
Company was granted this week by Jus- 
tice Cardozo, setting back again this in- 
volved court battle and holding up the 
ultimate decision until October, when 
the Supreme Court reconvenes. On May 
21 the court held that Dr. Lee DeForest 
had invented the “feed-back circuit” and 
the “audion oscillator,” upholding RCA’s 
contentions. RCA is suing Radio En- 
gineering Laboratories for patent in- 
fringement. 

The May 21 decision reversed a prior 
decision, of the Second Circuit Court of 
Appeals, favoring the defendants. In 
the defense, Radio Labs admitted the 
patents to be valid. but charged that 
Major Edwin H. Armstrong was the in- 
ventor and not DeForest. The stay was 
the result of a petition filed by the de- 
fendants.

Paine Plays MPPA’s Trump Card; 
Nonsigners’ Names To Go to FTC 


NEW YORK, June 25—John G. 
Paine, chairman of the board of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association, 
played a trump card today in an effort 
to bring into the fold the few remain- 


ing music publishers who have not yet 
signed the non-bribery pledge, which 


also prohibits the paying for special ar- 
rangements of any kind whatsoever. 

Paine has announced to the music 
men that he will co-operate with the 
Federal Trade Commission if its local 
representatives see fit to take a hand in 
the matter of radio artists and orchestra 
leaders accepting gratuities in any man- 
ner and that he will send in the names 
of those not signing the pledge to the 
FTC. Thus the FTC will have on hand 
the music men’s names who are apt to 
become a party to an unfair trade prac- 
tice, and in the event any of those who 
have not signed the pledge are found 
to have bribed anyone for obtaining a 
plug on the air or otherwise, the PTC 
can take any action it sees fit. 

The advantage now is obviously with 
the music men who have signed the 
pledge. In the event that any of the 
signees are brought up on charges they 
will at least be in the hands of members 
of their own industry. In the event 
that a nonpledgee is brought up on 
charges by the FTC because the MPPA 
has no jurisdiction, then the resultant 
investigation is bound to go hard with 
the publisher if found guilty. As mat- 


ters now stand it is a choice between 
the industry being policed within itself 
or by the federal authorities. 

It is expected that any publisher with 
ccmmon sense will place his possible 
future slipups in the hands of fellow 
publishers rather than run afoul of 
government agents. In the event of an 
FTC action against a publisher being 
successfully prosecuted, the music man 
will probably be enjoined from such 
further practices and upon again being 
sought out as an offender is liable to a 
fine and jail sentence.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Hottest local competition ever to have been experienced 


is in the cards this fall for the independent stations. 


Some of the outlets which 


have never before entered the situation on a serious scale ere priming themselves 
for the season, while all the others are working on building themselves up. To 
make matters a little more competitive, the new station in the rush for business 
is WNEW, Newark, which, opening last February, is headed towards its first fall 
radio season. Added to the picture is WMCA, under new management and with a 


regional network already functioning. 
WMCA has already started on its way to 
improve its program quality, while for 
practically the first time in its history, 
a full-fledged, first-class sales staff has 
been organized. In addition js the net- 
work, and attempts hy George Storer, 
president thereof, to increuse the power 
of the various stations. Reputedly a re- 
quest for better lung power has been 
filed for WMCA, while last. week saw an 
application filed before the Federal Radio 
Commission to increase the power of 
WOL, the Washington, D.C., ABS station. 
This was granted. WOL has been boosted, 
by this okeh, from 100 to 250 watts. 


Hearst Outlet Busy 


WINS, the Hearst station operated by 
the American Radio News Corporation, 
has likewise entered the picture and is 
out for some real biz. FRC has just 
granted this cne permission to go from 
500 watts night time to one kilowatt day 
and night. Perscnnl of the station has 
been changed ir conformity with the 
hopes of prosperity. WHN hzs previously 
solidified its position and as was pub- 
lished recentlv, is going after dough. 
WNYC, the city »wned station. may, pcs- 
sibly, figure in the developments. J. 
David Stern, publisher of Th» New York 
Posi, has filed a request to take over the 
station, while Storer is said to have his 
eyes on it as well. It’s a practical cer- 
tainty that the city is going to give up 
the station bv January 1 and if it is 
taken over by other operators, will figure 
commercially. At oresent Mayor LaGuar- 
dia has banned the sale of time on 
WNYC. 

WOR remains the acknowledged leader 
of the stations hereabcuts. At the same 
time the Bamberger-Macy station is in 
excellent position to answer any claims 
from the other indies. This is cn two 
frorts. Firstly, she station is going to 
60,000 watts this fall, equaling any of 
the other major network stations here- 
abouts 'n strength. Further, WOR can 
meet any network possibilities, with its 
Radio Quality Group and hookups with 
western stations and the Yankee net- 
work, now in force on a time exchange 
basis. 

In the meantime. it looks as though 
both WOR and WMCA may get overflow 
network business, thru the inability of 
NBC and CBS to handle all the advertis- 
ing money that will be around this fall. 


Galli-Curci Superb 
In Guest Appearance 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Mme. Amelita 
Galli-Curci appeared on this week’s 
Contented Hour program at the NBC 
studios here and was acclaimed by 
music critics and public alike as still 4 
superb songstress. 

Appearing as guest artist, Galli-Curci 
sang Brahms’ Weigenlied; Lo, Hear the 
Gentle Lark; Arditt’s Parla Valse and, to 
her own piano accompaniment, Home, 
Sweet Home, all with a beauty of tone 
and a sureness of technique that en- 
thralled her audience. 


Lopez To Quit St. Regis: 
Freddy Martin Is Signed 

NEW YORK, June 25.—Freddy Martin 
and orchestra have been signed for the 
St. Regis Hotel feaglades, opening there 
July 9 for 15 weeks, with hotel holding 
an option for 16 additional. Band will 
have an NBC wire. 

Vincent Lopez going out gives rise 
to the possibility of the long-standing 
agreement between the hotel and Lopez 
being finally abrogated and Lopez once 
more becoming a free lance. St. Regis 
has been going thru a financial quibble 
of late. 


Tony Wons All Set 
For Switch to NBC 


NEW YORK, June 23.—Tony Wons, 
Icng a CBS feature, definitely moves 
over to NBC on July 26, sponsor and ali. 
Sponsor is Johnson’s Wax, which is mak- 
ing the shift. Present plans call for a 
Sunday evening program, as well as 
Wons’ Scrapbook, always a morning fea- 
ture. Surrounding talent layout is not 
set, but for the audition included Roy 
Shields’ Orchestra; Gina Vanna, singer, 
and Audrey Coll. Whether the program 
will come from Chicago or New York 
remains unsettled. 

Wons has another commercial pending 
which would reunite him with Morton 
Downey Sponsor in this case is Na- 
tional Silverware. 


Vaude Dates Ready for 
“Voice of Experience”

370 feet above sea level. New sta- 
tion will have a wave length of 
1,030 or 1,050 kilocycles and have 
1,000 watt strength. Operation will 
be by the Canadian Radio Broad- 
casting Commission. 


92% of Listeners 
Favored the Fight 


NEW YORK, June 23.—According to a 
survey made for Ruthrauff & Ryan, Inc.. 
agency handling the B. F. Goodrich 
Rubber Company account, 92.12 per cent 
of all radios tuned in on the night of 
the Baer-Carnera fight were set on one 
of the stations carrying the blow-by- 
blow description of the slaughter. Sur- 
vey was the basis of rough estimate that 
a possible 40,000,000 people comprised 
the Goodrich audience at the time in 
cuestion, all of whom got a load of the 
half-dozen plugs for the Goodrich tires 
as well as the credits allotted to the 
Kraft-Phenix Cheese Corporation, for 
giving up its time on one of the two 
NBC networks used. 

Foundation for the figures quoted 
above came about when the ad agency 
gave a rush order at 4 p.m. on the day 
before the fight to the Ross Federal 
Service, Inc., which in turn got its ma- 
chinery in motion and sent in its report 
the morning after the bout. RFS made 
its survey in seven important cities cross 
ccuntry to San Francisco between 10:05- 
10:35 p.m., EDST. This time of course 
was four hours earlier on the Coast for 
instance. 

In all approximately 800 phone calls 
were made by RPS representatives and 
the average ran in one city, as an ex- 
ample: Seventy-eight phone calls were 
made; 72 had radios; 60 had them tuned 
in on the fight, and one was listening to 
a local concert. Survey was not expen- 


* sive, the returns costing about 25 cents 


apiece (for the 800 phone calls). Good- 
rich Company figures that it did okeh 
on the broadcast proposition even if 
only a good part of the estimated 40,- 
000,000 listeners actually were tuned in. 
Especially when taking into considera- 
tion its programs during the weeks be- 
fore the fight which were brought to a 
close the day before the actual bout.

Lord & Piieian Lead the 1934. 
Accounts, Altho ‘Luckies’ Are Off 


NEW YORK, June 25.—The Pepsodent 
Company lead the radio advertisers for 
the 1933-’34 season, specifically the first 
four months of 1934. Standard Brands, 
Inc., is again second, while General Mo- 
tors moved into third position. Most 
abrupt drop was taken by the American 
Tobacco Company as against the past 
several seasons due to its curtailment of 
the Lucky Strike hours, altho its spon- 
sorship of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany programs held it up well during 
the balance of 1933. 

The Pepsodent account, having led the 
national advertisers in radio expendi- 
tures for the first four months of 1934, 
again gives the lead to the Lord & 
Thomas ad agency, with J. Walter 
Thompson Company taking second place 
with Standard Brands as its best radio 
account. Campbell - Ewald Company 
leaped into third place with its General 
Motors account. Newell-Emmett agency. 
handling Chesterfield cigarets (Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Company), has fourth 
position.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Following out an 
idea of a member of its advertising and 
sales promotion department, NBC set up 
a voting machine, similar to that used 
at political elections, at the Adver- 
tising Federation of America Convention 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania, asking the 
delegates to vote on several questions. 
This resulted in a decision by NBC to 
install one or more machines at its ex- 
hibit in the RCA Electric Hall at the 
Chicago World's Pair, with the hope of 
obtaining valuable information thru a 
vote on a series of questions by the 
daily visitors. 

Machines will be installed and plan 
worked out in co-operation with the 
Automatic Voting Machine Company. 
NBC sales promotion head, E. P. H. 
James, believes that the voting machines 
can be developed for research purposes 
of commercial organizations. If satis- 
factory results are obtained in Chicago, 
there is the possibility of installing the 
machine in studios catering to invited 
persons and cther audiences by way of 
garnering info that may be used by 
either the broadcaster or sponsor. 

Among the questions asked at the 
AFA Convention were: “Do you believe 
in having radios in agency business of- 
fices?”; “How does your company’s 1934 
business compare with 1933?” and 
“What do you think of the voting ma- 
chine idea for getting facts and opinions 
at conventions, exhibitions or other 
large gatherings?” Results of the “vote” 
are now being tabulated, and NBC is 
anxious to find out how the AFA dele- 
gates went for the idea. Insofar as 
the Chicago machines are concerned 
NBC officials, believe there is the possi- 
bility of over a million “votes” 
registered by visitors to the booths.

Mrs. Holt claimed this hearing to be 
the proper place for artists’ code pro- 
visions (other than musicians) on the 
grounds that Articles 3, 4 and 5, con- 
cerning iabor and studio employees, were 
on the table. An attempt was made to 
pess the buck to sponsors, on the grounds 
they employed actors mustly on com- 
mercials. Mrs. Holt stated, in answer 
thereto, that it weuld ke “utterly im- 
possible for employer-sponsovs to get to- 
gether. It was pointed out that actors, 
on the air, had no protection whatsoever 
under the NRA due to the delay in for- 
mulating their code. Some of the de-

Advisory Board, and concerning actors are 
briefly outlined below. The most im- 
portant, however, concerned artists bu- 
reaus and read: 


Artist Provisions 


“No commission to be paid by artist 
to any subsidiary or affiliated artists or 
program bureau of any network or inde- 
pendent station or to any person, part- 
nership or corporation unless they are 
in sole business of representing artists 
and have ro connection with any net- 
work, independent station or advertising 
agency, either direct or indirect; and in 
no event shall a commission be paid to 
any agent or representative who receives 
a lump sum for a program of artists em- 
ployed or selected by said individual or 
agency.” 

Another highlight came when Mrs. 
Holt pointed out that altho the code for 
radio had been signed September 27, 1933, 
nothing had been done about actors. It 
was charged that even with the queslion- 
naire, which remains unmailed and not 
yet okehed, in its present form, proper 
information for the full protection of 
actors remains unobtainable. Upshot of 
this end of things was that Deputy Com- 
missioner Farnsworth accepted the de- 
mands for further reference to the CA 
in conference. When the questionnaire 
will go out remains unsettled, since no 
one seems willing to give a final ap- 
proval. 


The technicians’ end of things wasn’t 
minus fireworks, by any shot. Baldwin 
read a statement and brought out that 
from July 1, 1933, to December 16, 1933, 
technicians’ employment upped 11.9 per 
cent; weekly hours dropped 9.8 per cent; 
weekly pay rolls Jumped 21.1 per cent; 
weekly wage rate went up 8.26 per cent 
and other points concerning working con- 
ditions, He recommended that no labor 
provision changes concerning technicians 
be made. Edward D Bierritz, speaking 
for the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, offered a lengthy argu- 
ment in behalf of his group. He charged, 
amongst other things, that wage and 
hour conditions were not amenable to 
NRA and recommended various changes, 
as well as suggesting the collective har- 
gaining code phases be lived up to. Bald- 
win asserted, in answering various argu- 
ments presented by Bierritz, that testi- 
mony as might allege improper action be 
referred to the Nationai Labor Board as 
the proper appeal source. 

Farnsworth sustained this and said no 
specific complaints against individual 
stations could be made at the hearing. 


WLS’ New York Office 


NEW YORK, June 23.—Glenn 
Snyder, , Seton manager of WLS. 
Chicago, has announced the opening 
of a New York office for the station. 

Location is to be at 25@ Park ave- 
nue and Graham A. Robertson wiil 
be in charge. Prior to —— WLS 
as Eastern representative, Roberit- 
son was a food products distributor 
in the Southwest and with “Hol- 
land’s Magazine.” 


Other phases touched on at the hearing 
inclused the company union thing, when 
P. I. Merryman, of the NBC group, and 
Harry Spears, of the CBS union, testified. 


Specifically, the Labor Advisory Board 
recommended maximum hours for tech- 
nicians of 35 per week; minimum wages 
of $44 for clear channel or high-powered 
stations; $33 for low-powered or part-time 
stations, and $22 for stations other than 
these Other employees. less skilled, are 
down for $16 minimum. 


Figures obtained from Media Records, 
of New York, showed that gross revenues 
of the two principal networks, during the 
period from December, 1933, to May, 1934, 
marked an increase of 38.5 per cent over 
the 1932-1933 period This was brought 
out in connection with the demand for 
higher technicians’ pay. 


Minimum Table 


The table appended herewith gives an 
indication of the demands made on be- 
half of actors. Similar tables were pre- 
sented for Class B stations ($280-%400 
hourly card rate) and Class C stations 
($100-$280 rate). In the case of Class B 
stations, hour programs pay $40 and $60 
before and after 6 p.m., respectively, while 
the same time for Class C is $7.50 and 
$10. This concerns commercials only. 
In all cases pro rata figures are given 
for fractions of hours and less pay is 
called for for sustaining programs. Other 
provisions covered rebroadcasts, extra re- 
hearsals, doubling and pay for auditions. 
The network artists bureau has long 
been a rankli factor to radio artists, 
but it is felt that asking the abolition 
thereof is a big hunk to bite off.

Pattie, of NBC, Gives the Public 
Utility Group an Earful at AFA 


NEW YORK, June 23.—One of the bet- 
ter speeches delivered before the dele- 
gates of the Advertising Federation of 
America at the 30th Annual Convention 
held earlier in the week at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, was made by Pattie Field, 
of the National Broadcasting Company's 
statistical department. Miss Field ad- 
dressed the Public Utilities Group and 
advised her hearers that in their partic- 
ular case they should go in for institu- 
tional advertising, one of entertainment 
for the whole family. The commercial 
credit, she said in part, should be de- 
signed to create good will and a better 
understanding rather than direct sales. 
Daytime talks also, to the housewife 
should be included if the budget per- 
mitted. Also, she said that such a cam- 
paign should have a newspaper tieup. 

She also revealed in course of her talk 
that NBC is at present making a careful 
analysis of the actual coverage of the 
87 stations associated with the organiza- 
tion and when results of this study are 
available to the advertiser he will know 
the comparative value of radio in each 
county in the U. S. 

Also mentioned was the survey just 
completed for NBC by the Market Re- 
search Corporation, which made a study 
of the listening habits of people thru- 
out the entire day. The purpose of this 
survey was to find who is Istening, the 


wife alone. the children, or the entire 
family. If the radio if not in use—the 
survey attempts to find out why not— 
whether because of the housewife’s work, 
because the programs are not to her lik- 
ing or for any other reason. This info 
when available is expected to give the 
advertiser an idea of the best hour for a 
talk with the housewife or a message 
to the entire family. 

Exclusive of her remarks pertinent to 
the public utility group, Miss Pattie, 
who was the first woman to be a U. 8S. 
vice-consul, gave a short resume of 
radio background and other relevant de- 
tails.

Harry Hershfield 


Reviewed Thursday, 7:30-7:45 p.m. 
Style— Commentator. Sponsor — Hearn 
Department Stores, Inc. Station—WOR 
(Newark). 


Commercial aspect of this program 
must be chalked up strictly in favor 
of the wonders of repeal. Old established 
N. Y. house buys time on a department 
store owned station to plug, of all things, 
its liquor department. During the era 
of prohibition Hearn’s did not believe in 
carrying a drug department, and a head- 
ache tablet was not in stock, much less 
liquor on prescription. Having long 
since installed its liquor store and mak- 
ing a go of it, Hearn’s passes up all of 
its 1,001 departments to etherize its re- 
tail alky stocks. Surprise right off 
the bat was the usual announcement 
that the program was not intended for 
such States as prohibit the sale of alco- 
holic beverages. There followed a few 
bars by a hot trio, presumably on a 
record, and the first credit was to the 
effect that your grandmother used to 
go to Hearn’s for her linens, etc. Next 
was the credit for the quality and bar- 
gains in its retail liquor stocks. 

Harry Hershfield, w.-k. cartoonist, 
humorist and emsee, has been doing a 
different sort of program of late on WOR 
as a sustaining feature. In this respect 
he did not lean too heavily on the hu- 
morous side as he did on the straight 
commentator angle, calling it One Man’s 
Opinion. It is this same style of pro- 
gram that he is now using. Hershfield 
cleverly mixes his comments on news 
with his own ideas on the subject in 
question as well as an occasional story. 
His stuff is mostly of the human-inter- 
est type, altho he may go from the 73d 
Congress to the triumph of Sophie 
Tucker in London and quoting a recent 
letter from her. Soph left these shores 
discouraged and expected to play her 
two weeks out and come home, only to 
wind up a terrific hit and remain indefi- 
nitely. 

Closing credit for Hearn’s welcomed 
opinions on the program from listeners, 
as well as callers to its liquor store. Ads 
in daily papers were mentioned as 
sources of bargain notices, while the 
thrift and quality at the store was a 
matter of Hearn’s record. Program is 
also heard on Tuesday evenings. 

Hershfield in his current role is some- 
what of a revelation as to seriousness, 
considering his philosophical bent, altho 
noted as a laugh getter. M. H. S.

Lavender and Old Lace 


Reviewed Tuesday, 8-8:30 p.m. Style 
—Soloists, vocat group and orchestra. 
Sponsor—Sterling Products, Inc. Sta- 
tion—WABC (CBS network). 

Blackett-Sample-Hummert Agency, al- 
ways more or less partial to the CBS 
chain, finally swings it Bayer aspirin 
half hour from NBC to precede its Phil- 
lips Dental Magnesia program so that 
Sterling Products command a full hour 
of time and in a position, if necessary, 
to use one set of talent for both or more 
products, 1n the manner of Bristol-Myers 
with its Ipana tooth paste and Sal 
Hepatica. The consolidation possibility 
is ever there, altho Abe Lyman is not 
the one to be on the short end provided 
he still has his block of Sterling Prod- 
ucts stock. The Lavender and Old Lace 
title, however, was not really used in 
connection with the long-standing NBC 
Sunday night programs, but rather for 
ventures into the spot broadcasting 
realm. 

Same theme is carried out with pretty 
much the same artists in the Gus 
Haenschen Orchestra: Frank Munn, 
tenor; Muriel Wilson, soprano; a male 
trio, helping on the vocals and an oc- 
casional bit by itself; Alfredo and 
Gomez, instrumentalists, and Bertrand 
Hirsch. violin soloist. Haenschen, of 
course, knows his music, and his string 
ensemble is always up to snuff, while 
his selections are never faulty. Thus in- 
stead of being a straight lush proposi- 
tion, the songs are well chosen and bal- 
anced. A sample program includes 
among the songs “you know and love”: 
How Can I Leave Thee?, The Rose of 
Traleen, Hirsch works on a tango, or- 
chestra does Tales From Vienna Woods, 
Somewhere a Voice Is Calling, a Victor 
Herbert selection from The Red Mill and 
the trio on its own Kentucky Babe. 


Munn and Wilson make as fine a team 
of its kind as available. 
Credits for Bayer’s aspirin are de- 


livered in a positive style and program 
itself dedicated as “a national tribute to 
America’s druggists.” 

Announcer holds off for nearly 15 
minutes before handing out the first 
blast, which is not a poor feature. This 
pertains to the ill judgment in buying 
unknown drugs as to quality and bring- 
ing them into the home. Genuine Baver 
trade-mark is stressed, and toward the 
close the fast-dissolving type of product 
which goes to work at once is mentioned, 
as well as the fact that it did not harm 
the heart. All selections were an- 
nounced in poetic style by the an- 
nouncer, who just misses laying it on 
too thick and does make a good con- 
tinuity job of it. M. H. S. 


“Broadway” 


Reviewed Tuesday evening, 10-10:15 
o’clock. Style—Narrator, soloists and or- 
chestra. Sustaining, on WMCA (Ameri- 
car, Broadcasting System). 

A not particularly distinguished 
musical-semi-dramatic half-hour spot on 
revamped WMCA. Idea behind the pro- 
gram is, seemingly, to tear away some 
of the tinsel that still remains asso- 
ciated with Broadway. There may be 
some tinsel there, but it’s strictly as a 
shroud. Program is paced too slowly, 
particularly when Jack Douglas. the nar- 
rator, takes the stand. He tells a story 
about Broadway, its heartbreaks, etc., 
and on this show chose the case of the 
young lass who “eloped” with a barfly 
bogus count and whose story was de- 
tailed in all local dailies at great length 
last week. This again seems poor judg- 
ment. Listeners to this type program, 
one would think, would be far more in- 
clined to hear “inside stories” than yarns 
that have been plastered all over the 
daily papers. 

Bob Harding’s Orchestra supplies the 
musical background for two singers, 
Jane Clifton is a moderately so-so stylist. 
Other is Billy Milier, who altho billed 
as a tenor, seemed to be in a lower pitch 
than that, at least to this reviewer. Both 
singers, however, ere okek and held at- 
tention. Gene Stafford writes the pro- 
gram. J.P. 


Helen Kane 


Reviewed Thursday evening, 8-9 p.m. 
Style—Singing and sketch. Sponsor— 
Standard Brands, Inc. Station—-WEAF 
(NBC network). 


Helen Kane, during the past few 
weeks, has very successfully “booped” 
back to her former ranking position as 
one of the top stylistic chanters. On 
this Vallee program she was featured 
in two spots, at the opening, where she 
did several numbers with which she 
was associated in the past, and at 
the end of the hour partook in a sketch, 
The Trial of Helen Kane. This is a bur- 
lesque of the recent lawsuit started by 
the booper against Paramount and Max 
Fleischer charging theft of her style for 
talking cartoon use. 

Sketch is funny, ringing in mock at- 
torneys, judges, court crier and the like. 
Some of the -business that adds to the 
laughs when seen on the floor of the 
Hollywood Restaurant couldn't be 
planted over the radio. Nevertheless, it 
got over neatly. 

No reason at all why Helen Kane 
shouldn’t hold down commercial of her 
own. J.P. 


Radio Receiver Firms

Tom Noonan Is First 
ABS Chain Commercial 


NEW YORK, June 23.—What is re- 
ported as being the first network com- 
mercial signed for the fall by the 
recently formed American Broadcasting 
System (WMCA) will bring Tom Noonan 
and his mission to the air for Adams 
Hats. Same sponsor bought Noonan 
this past season, but on WMCA only.

Accordingly, a 
cheaper network, such as laid out by 
ABS, is being watched closely as being 
next in line.

Opera Company. She will be heard 
with the NBC Symphony Orchestra, di- 
rected by Frank Black, Tuesdays, 9:30- 
10 p.m., on WJZ network, beginning 
July 10. 


WOR To Try ‘Voter’ 
On N. Y. Audiences 


NEW YORK, June 30.—A test of the 
radio voting machine as it applies to a 
metropolitan area will be undertaken 
shortly by Dr. Neville Hopkins over WOR. 
This time the test will be made in 
Greater New York. The last time — 
which was the first—the test was lim- 
ited to a small section of New Jersey. 

Exact date when the New York City 
test will be made hasn’t been set. Ar- 
rangement is for approval or disapproval 
to be registered by increasing or decreas- 
ing current in use at the time, the dif- 
ference noted by charts at the power 
houses co-operating. The Wew York Edi- 
son Company has agreed to work with 
WOR in the test. 

Production on radio voting machines 
is to begin this fall. At the same time 
several large radio manufacturers have 
indicated a desire to incorporate the ap- 
paratus in their fall models, Philco and 
Emerson being two. It is also expected 
that WOR will get exclusive indie use 
of the machine for a year, having co- 
operated considerably in perfecting it.

In order to punctuate the writer's 
enthusiasm and admiration of the lady 
concerned in this song there is no con- 
cession to slowness in either the verse or 
chorus. As we heard it played by its 
creator it was a case of speed from start 
to finish, altho the portion of the 
melody devoted to the so-called vamp 
requested a slight letup in the tempo. 
This to our mind it as it should be if 
the real values of the number are to 
brought out. The expression “Oooh!” 
following the initial four lines places 
an unmistakable emphasis anent the 
heroine’s charm. If it was the original 
intention to clarify this viewpoint the 
purpose has been well defined. She is 
described as a beauty, a wax doll, with 
adorning hair, curls, teeth of pearl and 
other natural blandishments that might 
have caused poets to pause in their 
muse in search of some inspirational 
gem. 

No matter what her fate might be as 
far as universal popularity is con- 
cerned, folks when listening to her 
praises will also have to watch their 
step. That is to say, they will invol- 
untarily want to pace along with her 
because the melody suggests a lively 
dance, which, after all, is a commercial 
angle publishers seek and which counts 
most in the end.

“Old Bowery” Idea 
Big Hit in Denver 


DENVER, June 23.—Louis Hellborn, 
long-time manager of the Orpheum 
Theater and later of the Denham, has 
apparently hit upon just what the doc- 
tor ordered for Denver night club fans. 
He has originated “‘The Old Town Hall” 
and is presenting every night melo- 
drama of the ages gone by. 


He started with Ten Nights in a Bar- 
room and ran it three weeks. Putting 
on Uncle Tom’s Cabin, that lasted only 
two weeks because it was too highbrow 
and the folks would listen to it. What 
he wanted was for his patrons to have 
@ good time, to cheer, hiss and boo. so 
he switched to The Villain Still Pursued 
Her. or Dot, the Miner’s Daughter. The 
crowd now does plenty of cheering, etc., 
and the production gives indications of 
running indefinitely. 


The spot is an old-time Turneverin 
Hall in West Denver. Society folk think 
they’re slumming and taking their lives 
in their hands to visit the place, and 
get a big kick out of it. 

The tariff started at 50 cents, but 
Hellborn soon boosted it to 75 cents, ex- 
cepting Saturday and Sunday nights, 
when it is $1. This had no effect on the 
crowds unless to make them larger. The 
first Saturday night after the price was 
boosted Hellborn had four policemen to 
keep the crowd in line. He turned away 
more than 500 and for two blocks the 
streets were packed solid. 

Considerable local talent is used in 
the cast, altho several are professionals. 
Specialties are used between acts. Sing- 
ing waiters are featured and Les Stan- 
ton’s Volunteer Firemen’s Band fur- 
nishes the music. Dancing for 15 min- 
utes is allowed between acts and after 
the show for as long as the crowd re- 
mains. 

Seating is with chairs around tables, 
and one row around the balcony.

License Entertainment Mers. 


Introduced Tuesday—expected to become final in the 

fall—fee is $100 annually and a $2,000 bond—a semi-

NEW YORK, June 25.—A local law to license 1nd regulate entertainment man- 
agers and their employees will be introduced to the Board of Aldermen tomorrow. 
It was to have been introduced last Tuesday. but got lost in the shuffle. Originally 
suggested by Chauncey Levy, attorney for the EMA, and approved by License Com- 
missioner Paul Moss and the Aléermanic Committee on License Survey. After being 
introduced the bill goes to the Committee on Lecal Laws for approval before the 


Board votes on it. 
action on it probably will not be had 
until the fall as the Municipal Assembly 
adjourns July 10. 

In this proposed law an entertainment 
manager is defined as “a person who 
selis. produces, supplies, presents or fur- 
nishes entertainment, other than his 
own services, at any function, banquet 
or social affair for hire or pay.” An en- 
tertainer is “any entertainer, singer, 
dancer, actor, stage performer, musician, 
lecturer or their agents, managers or 
personal representatives.” 

The law specifies that a license must 
be procured frcm the commissioner. Ap- 
Pplicant must state what he’s been doing 
the last five years and must submit af- 
fidavits as to his being of good moral 
character and repute. In cases of part- 
nerships and corporations at least one 
member of the firm must observe these 
requirements. 

These licenses would expire on May 1 
of each year and the fee would be #100 
annually. A semi-annual license for No- 
vember 1 to April 30 would be issued for 
$65. A $2,000 bond is required to be 
posted. 

Licensee would be duty bound to pay 
performers within 20 days after per- 
formances unless waived; to notify per- 
formers in writing about engagements: 
must not charge a registration fee or 
commission to an entertainer, and must 
not participate in any shows of an ob- 
scene nature. 

Any violation by a licensee or a re- 
fusal to comply with any provision 
would mean, upon conviction, punish- 
ment by a fine of not more than $250 
or imprisonment not exceeding 30 days, 
or both. 

The law is to take effect immediately, 
if passed. 


Weiss in Detroit 


License Squabble 


DETROIT, June 23—A warrant for 
the arrest of Lou Weiss, New York 
booker, is held by John H. Marolf, 
Michigan deputy administrator of pri- 
vate employment agencies, charging 
*Weiss with operating an employment 
agency without paying for a Michigan 
license. This is the second aggressive 
action taken by Marolf in his war on 
unlicensed agents. 

Weiss was recently taken in custody 
here on charges preferred by six girls 
booked for the Penthouse Night Club, 
but was released and left town imme- 
diately after. Marolf threatens his ar- 
rest. should he return, unless a license 
is taken out. 

The girls are June Winters, Claire 
Winters, Marjorie Allen, Marie Rowe, 
Frances Maurel and Lynne Adrienne. 
They were booked for five weeks, but 
were dismissed at the end of a week. 
Ted Lipsitz, club owner, at first refused 
to pay off. He finally paid transporta- 
tion expense out of town for the girls, 
in settlement of a threatened suit for 
damages.

AFA Hits Trick 
Vaude Contracts 


Whitehead exposes trick 
contract clauses to Moss— 
asks equitable contract

NEW YORK, June 23.—Trick clauses 
in vaude and club contracts were point- 
ed out to the License Department by the 
American Federation of Actors this week. 
Ralph Whitehead, secretary of the AFA, 
saw Commissioner Paul Moss Monday 
afternoon. He submitted a list of con- 
tract clauses which he considers unfair 
to the actor. They have been taken 
from contracts currently issued by the 
circuits and indie bookers. 


Among the clauses under fire by the 
AFA are: 1. Five per cent for the book- 
er. 2. The act plays “at any other the- 
ater or place designated by the man- 
ager.” 3. “This contract can be can- 
celed after the first show by the man- 
ager.” 4. Cancellation of contract, or 
reduction of salary by 50 per cent, if the 
tact played in that city within the last 
six, 12 or even 24 months. 6. Extra 
shows to be given “Election Night, New 
Year’s Eve or any other holiday” with- 
out extra compensation. 6. Theater will 
pay act pro-rata for shows actually 
played if vaude is discontinued in case 
of fire, etc., and “any cause beyond the 
control of the manager.” 7. Acts must 
Play in afterpiece or special numbers as 
directed by manager. 8. Manager can 
withhold act’s salary in whole or in part 
if the act is being sued for copyright, 
etc. 9. If act’s music is soiled, the man- 
ager can obtain other music and deduct 
cost from act’s salary. 10. Contract can- 
celable if house changes policy. 11. Act 
must play elsewhere without extra pay 
if theater does not play Sunday vaude. 
12. Manager can cancel act after any 
performance, without pay, if the act 
played under any other name elsewhere 


_or if it has changed its routine. 


These are among the most common 
contract clauses that are unfair from 
the actor viewpoint, Whitehead told 
Moss. One clause, found in a contract 
issued by a club booker, reads: “It is 
expressly understood that the payment 
by the agent or agency is wholly de- 
pendent upon the receipt of money from 
the club, restaurant, theater, fair com- 
mittee, etc, by the agent named 
above.”

The Roxy has one of the best stage 
shows in weeks, due chiefly to the ef- 
forts of Eddie Peabody, held over to 
headline for a second week, and to a 
nicely thought-out and effective finale 
that brings most of the acts back on 
the stage. Peabody emsees this week 
and does a nice job of it, marred only 
by a slight tendency to overblurb the 
acts he introduces. It’s better to under- 
praise than to overpraise a performer 
before the customers have had a chance 
to judge for themselves. Peobody’s in- 
fectuous personality, however, gets 
across excellently in his introductions 
and he makes the show a sort of family 
party, precisely the right attitude for 
the Roxy’s family trade. 

And when he goes into his own act 
late in the show he’s immense. He 
sticks entirely to the banjo this week, 
but he rattles it to a show-stop, with 
the customers refusing to let him off. 
Leads off with Rhapsody in Blue no 
less, goes into St. Lowis Blues and then 
asks for requests, doing a standout job 
of Carioca. He finally does a number 
with Bill Van, the banjoist from the 
band, in which they switch finger- 
boards, the stunt Eddie used to do with 
Rudy Vallee at the Hollywood. He 
brought down the house. 

And aside from the headliner the show 
is well above average. Betty Jane 
Cooper and the Lathrop Brothers con- 
tribute their familiar and excellent 
dance turn, also working in nicely with 
the Gae Foster Girls in the opening 

. The Three Arkansas Travelers, 
kid hillbillies, do fine work with their 
folk numbers, the lad (Buddy Durham, 
according to Peabody's announcement) 
being a grand little performer and his 
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two sisters being pretty and extremely 
capable kids. Bill Thorn, from radio, 
sings Wagon Wheels and Ol’ Man River 
in a splendid bass that has real quality. 
This was his stage debut and he was 
visibly nervous at the first show opening 
day. He has, however, a very pleasant 
and unassuming stage personality (un- 
usual in male singers), and the quality 
of his voice obviates the need of nerv- 
ousness before any audience.

NEW YORK, June 23.—The special meeting of the council of the Actors’ Equity 
Association, called to consider the “cuts-and-concessions” resolution read at the 
annual meeting June 1 by George Heller, came to no definite decision on the reso- 
lution, but reported progress. The resolution has to do with regulation of salary 
cuts, in an effort to protect acfors who are forced to take them. The method of 
protection, as outlined. came 1m for discussion, with different viewpoints represented, 
The main question hinged on hcw the powers would be exercised if they were put in

force. The resolution, as read by Heller 
at the annual meeting, provided that 
before a manager be allowed a pay cut 
for his cast, he would have to show his 
books to Equity, and prove that the de- 
sired cut was necessary to keep the show 
on the boards. Then, if the cut were 
granted and the show later increased its 
grosses above the bare running expenses, 
the cast would get the cut returned. 


The resolution grew out of the Sailor, 
Beware! salary cut war, which raged at 
the Lyceum this spring. In that engage- 
ment several members of the cast were 
given their notices. The cast stood to- 
gether, however, and threatened to re- 
sign en masse unless the discharged play- 
ers were allowed to remain. They stayed. 


The resolution is an effort to prevent 
the onus of refusing a cut from falling 
on the shoulders of any one or two mem- 
bers of a cast. It puts the burden of de- 
cision upon the organization itself, and 
in addition it safeguards the entire sys- 
tem of pay cuts and keeps them from 
becoming a managerial dodge to lower 
salaries unnecessarily. Under the resolu- 
tion, any player accepting a pay cut with- 
out the organization’s okeh would be 
liable to suspension. 


Various changes were suggested at the 
council meeting Monday, and all sugges- 
tions were gathered together tn an effort 
to straighten out the difficulties. The 
tentative conclusions drawn from that 
compilation are now being sent out to all 
council members for their consideration, 
altho it is likely that further changes 
will be made when the resolution comes 
up for final consideration. 


Final consideration is scheduled forthe , 


council meeting on July 3. 


Meanwhile, the ballots have not yet 
been sent out on the referendum to be 
taken on the first amendment proposed at 
the annual meeting. The proposed 
amendment provides that all members 
who hold excused cards and are not more 
than a year behind in their dues be al- 
lowed to vote. The written ballot taken 
at the meeting ended in a tie vote and 
the council therefore decided on the refer- 
endum. 


However, at its regular meeting the 
council voted that the ballots be sent out 
not later than July 31. They have al- 
ready been drawn up and approved. The 
council also set a stop-vote date, after 
which no ballots will be counted. It is 
August 21, and all ballots must be re- 
turned before then. 


Holman Pulls a Garbo 


PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—Philly and 
New Yerk newshawks and cameramen 
who journeyed to the Hedgerow Theater 
in Rose Valley to see Libby Holman make 
her return to the stage in Sierra’s Spring 
in Autumn Saturday night found the 
lady in the midst of a Garbo act. 

She refused to talk to interviewers or 
to have her picture taken, and as a re- 
sult photographers were barred at the 
door by State police and members of the 
company. During the performance no 
one was permitted to leave the theater 
gates, and all the windows and the doors 
were shuttered to prevent cameramen 
from sneaking a picture. The net result 
was squawks from the customers, de- 
prived of the fresh air of Rose Valley, 
which is such a draw in the summer 
time, and a general panning of Hedge- 
row’s secrecy campaign in the papers. 

On the 30th Libby is to play a more 
important part in Sherwood Anderson's 
Winesburg, Ohio—her role in Spring in 
Autumn was that of a maid—and she is 
scheduled for a lead in the return to the 
repertory of Pirandello’s Six Characters 
in Search of an Author. 


Morgan-Fagan Case 
Stull Waits Trial 


NEW YORK, June 23.—The hearing on 
the claims filed by Myron C. Fagan 
against Helen Morgan and the claims 
filed by Helen Morgan against Myron C. 
Fagan was officially transferred to 
Equity’s Coast office by the council at 
its meeting Tuesday. It is, however, 
quite possible that the hearing will 
eventually be retransferred back to New 
York. In any case no decision can be 
expected for some time, unless Miss 
Morgan and Fagan change their plans. 

The dispute arose over the Coast pro- 
duction of Fagan’s Memory, in which 
Miss Morgan made her legit debut in the 
star role.

The council therefore 
took action at its meeting Tuesday, 
transferring the case to the Coast, where 
witnesses could be heard in person. 
Meanwhile, however, Fagan is reported

FRO OUT FRONT | 


By Eugene Burr 


A couple of months ago, if you remember that far back, this column suggested 
that its readers (both of them) take their pencils and their courage in their hands 
and compile lists of the 10 best plays of all time. The 10 best, it was understood, 
could be collected from actual attendance at theaters or from reading. That was 
because, with the theater in its present state, actual attendance would have ex- 
cluded the entire younger generation, except in and about New York. 

Since then replies have come in, to a number far more than expected--tho 
their compilation was no full week’s work either. And the results have been in 
many cases surprising. The scattering, of course, was tremendous—as was only 
to be expected in so general a field. Only a few plays received any really sizable 
number of votes, and perhaps that may explain one or two of tne unexpected 
results. To list the entire table of returns is, of course, impossible, but some of 
the more interesting angles can be mentioned. 


For one thing, there was the snubbing of Shakespeare. His plays were men- 
tioned seldom, and even then the vote was chiefly confined to Hamlet, Macbeth 
and The Merchant of Venice. This corner, naively steeped in tradition, had figured 
that Hamlet would be a walkaway in the final vote. As a matter of fact, Hamlet 
was far from that, finishing sixth or seventh on the list. And the winner—ancther 
surprise, but a pleesant one—was Rostand’s Cuvrano de Bergerac. Cyrano, of 
course, was figured high among the contenders (it happens to be this reporter’s 
favorite play), but there was no suspicion of its actual strength. Cyrano was near 
the top of almost every list submitted. Mr. Walter Hampden has done his work well. 


For another thing, there was the strong showing made by two plays which 
didn’t seem to have a chance, Benn Levy’s Mrs. Moonlight and Andreyev’s He Who 
Gets Slapped. He, with its sentiment and grand theatrical melodrama. was figured 
as anathema to the serious pseudo-Russians. As a matter of fact, it finished better 
than any other Muscovite play, beating out those idols of the tateliizgentsia, The 
Cherry Orchard, The Lower Depths, The Sea Gull, The Three Sisters and the rest. 

As for Mrs. Moonlight, if the legend is true that Mr. Levy wrcte it as a whimsy 
to end all whimsies, he is due for a great disappointment. For Mrs. Moonlight 
(at least according to the vote) seems set to take the head of the whimsy class, 
beating out all the Bartie entries except the immortal Peter Pan. Barrie ran up 
a sizable vote, but it was scattered, with The Little Minister, A Kiss for Cinderella 
and Alice Sit-by-the-Fire figuring strongly. As for Mr. A. A. Milne, he was repre- 
sented by only one vote—and that was for The Great Brozopp, which to this re- 
porter’s knowledge has not yet heen produced in America. 

In the Barrie-whimsy class, of course, Miss Maude Adams was the outstanding 
personality, receiving particular mention in connection with practically every 
one of the Barrie plays. Miss Edith Barrett, hcwever, received frequent special 
mention in connection with Mrs. Moonlight, which would seem tc/bring up the 
question of whether she is Miss Adams’ legitimate successor in the school of senti- 
ment. Miss Barrett in Mrs. Moonlight, however, is one thing; and Miss Barrett

Mitchell Denies 
Closed Shop Bid 


Savs all ATAM wants is 

equitable contract — de-

NEW YORK, June 23.— Theodore 
Mitchell, president of the Association of 
Theatrical Agents and Managers, this 
week <dlenied that the ATAM had ap- 
proached the League of New York The- 
aters asking for a closed shop for 
ATAM members in press agenting and 
company managing jobs in legit. In the 
contract submitted to the League for 
approval were sections providing for the 
employment of members of the union 
by all legit productions; but Mitchell 
denies that a closed shop was contem- 
plated, saying that the organization 
asked only for an equitable contract 
providing necessary protection to its 
members. The ATAM is affiliated with 
the AFL, holding complete jurisdiction 
in its field. 


“I assure you that all ATAM has 
ever asked of the League of New York 
Theaters,” said Mitchell yesterday, “is 
the right to discuss an equitable con- 
tract that will safeguard all agents and 
managers who work for wages in the 
legitimate theaters, under the same 
rights and privileges that are granted 
other union affiliates of the American 
Federation of Labor working in the 
same theaters under contracts which 
secure them the protection we seek. 


“The revival of the time-worn protest 
against company or house - managers 
being eligible to membership in our 
union is obviously a desperate ‘last 
stand’ on the part of whoever seeks to 
hide behind that claim. This matter 
was effectively disposed of some years 
back by William Green, president of the 
AFL. When a committee of producers 
raised this point President Green re- 
plied directly and to the point, stating 
that the organization was not in the 
habit of issuing charters without a 
thoro investigation of the standing of 
the charter seekers. He said that, 
owing to the unique nature of their 
work, a special and very careful exami- 
nation of the claim set forth by the 
Association of Theatrical Agents and 
Managers was ordered before they were 
organized. We passed that ordeal with 
flying colors and the charter was granted. 
This sets at rest any fears as to our 
rights to add these workers to our list 
of members. 


“Any company or house manager who 
has since joined our organization can 
truthfully tell you that there is noth- 
ing in our by-laws or code of ethics 
that detracts in the slightest from the 
sense of loyalty we insist our members 
should devote to their employers’ 
cause. Experience has proven that we 
are a help to them by our affiliations. 


“Our present position is simple and 
clear. Resulting from a canvas of our 
profession, we have filed with NRA in 
Washington a list of signatures that 
embraces fully 90 per cent of the work- 
ers known in the profession as advance 
agents, press representatives, company 
and house managers, collectively grouped 
in our charter as ‘employees in the front 
of the house.” The capable men and 
women have suffered severely in the past 
because they were never properly or- 
ganized for their mutual protection. 

“To secure the possible benefits of 
bargaining collectively under the New 
Deal these signators went on record as 
naming the ATAM as their representa- 
poe to carry on collective bargaining for 

em.

Extensions or excused cards do not ex- 
cuse members from the payment of 
dues. The card is issued to members 
who are unemployed and unable to pay 
their dues; it eliminates the payment 
of the 25 cents a month delinquency 
fine and entitles the member to the 
services of the employment department.

A grand troupe of stock actors opened 
Monday night at the Ritz in a play 
called Her Majesty, the Widow, acting it 
for all they were worth—and all it was 
worth too, which wasn’t much. They 
managed to bring forth an amusing if 
innocuous evening in the theater, and 
that is greatly to their credit. They got 
practically no help from John Charles 
Brownell, the author. 

If you didn’t know that Mr. Brownell 
was a real person (he also wrote The 
Nut Farm, a much better play) you’d 
think he was a Hollywocd mimeograph 
machine under an assumed name. Stock 
,and silly situations are told in dull and 
undistinguished dialog, with not much 
reason for any of it. Once or twice the 
Piece manages to achieve moments of 
good theatrical tear-jerking (but chiefly 
thu the acting), and in its second act it 
gets lowdown and as full of burlesque as 
the Republic Theater—but funny. Out- 
side of that there is nothing except 
what’s contributed by the cast. 

Jane Seymour is widowed and about 
to take up again with the first love of 
her youth, now a famous violinist, a 
man she has kept on loving thruout her 
loveless marriage. Her son, Robert, at 
the same time takes up with a some- 
what dubious lady, turning down the 
stage’s coyest ingenue to do so. In an 
effort to set the matter straight Jane 
invites both girls to the house at the 
same time, along with her own old 
flame. And Mr. Brownell, stretching 
the long arm of coincidence from here 


to the Hollywood film files, makes Rob- 
ert’s shady lady recognize in Jane’s 
former sweetheart the near-defendant in 
one of her breach-of-promise suits. 

From then on, of course, it’s all clear 
sailing. the only complications being 
those injected by Mr. Brownell to fur- 
nish a bit of fun and two more acts. 
The shady lady leaves, disgruntled. in 
the end; Jane falls into the arms of her 
philandering fiddler, and Robert falls 
into the arms of the stage’s coyest in- 
genue. 

Pauline Frederick is starred as Jane. 
She overaccentuates some detail—but at 
least she overaccentuates in the right 
direction. She’s a trouper—a grand 
trouper, worth a theaterful of whisperng 
juveniles or personality-mad ingenues. 
And, incidentally, her direction squeezes 
out every ounce of meat that the play 
has in it—and then some. 

Charles Mitchell Harris is excellent as 
the fiddler, playing with ease, assurance, 
a fine sense of values and a sly humor. 
Isobel Withers, as the shady lady, 
resolutely resists all temptations to imi- 
tate Mae West, making of the stock 
siren a really believable character, sensi- 
bly playing down the lurid aspects of the 
role and doing a fine and unexpected 
job—unexpected because almost any- 
body else would have made the role a 
hunk of redlight horseplay. Thomas 
Beck is good-looking, charming and able 
as Robert, and Laurette Bullivant turns 
the stage’s coyest ingenue ftnto a really 
pleasant young lady. She has to work 
with terrible lines, but she does her 
work well. 

Grayce Hampton plays a dreadful, 
overzealous serving wench as well as 
the part could be played, and Frederick 
Bell makes a nice comedy impression 
in the role of a bounding second ju- 
venile. Alexander Campbell appears 
briefly and effectively as a family friend. 

The set is cheap and gaudy, much in 
the manner of the play. Perhaps it’s 
the same one used on the show's long 
tour, which took it out for almost a year 
before ending up in New York. 

The evening rests in the hands of the 
players. They’re grand stock troupers, 
every one of them, and they smash the 
show across. Not one of them is bad— 
and it’s so easy to be bad in a very bad 
play of this particular type.

Meanwhile, the Actors’ Emergency As- 
sociation, the organization formed by 
those in the relief project, met last night 
in the Union Church and protested the 
use of amateurs in the Department of 
Public Welfare’s new floating theater 
plan. The plari incorporates the pres- 
entation of plays in public playgrounds 
and the like, with trucks used as stages. 
Evening performances will be given by 
professional actors receiving relief, but 
it is planned to have the afternoon per- 
formances played by amateurs, who will 
receive no pay for their appearances. 
The Emergency Association wants all 
jobs to go to needy professionals.

Hays’ Delegates Rush to Cincy 
Meet With Self-Cleanup Proposal 


Committee of Catholic Bishops approves proposal on 
an “‘on trial”? basis—Joseph I. Breen to become virtual 
“Czar of Movie Morals” July 1

CINCINNATI, June 23.—The Motion Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America (Hays office), thru its authorized representatives, Martin Quigley, pub- 
lisher of the Motion Picture Herald, and Joseph I. Breen, Hollywood, Hays’ assistant, 
now stands pledged to a definite course of action within its own ranks, calling for 


intelligent censorship and elimination of dirt and salaciousness in films 


The pro- 


posal for self-purification was presentea here Thursday before a meeting of the 
committee of Roman Cathole Bishops, called by Archbishop John T. McNicholas, 


originator of the League of Decency, a 
campaign of protest that has resulted 
in a movement so sweepingly national in 
character that the Hollywood biggies re- 
considered their intention to create a 
“war chest” to combat the movement and 
hastily sent on their representatives in 
an effort to effect a “compromise with 
dignity.” * 

In general effect and substance the 
proposal. which is scheduled to go into 
effect July 1, calls for abandonment of 
the Producers’ Jury and the placing of 
final authority in the hands of the in- 
dustry’s Code Administration, a board 
of directors composed of the heads of the 
various producing companies making up 
the MPPDA. This board is now set up 
as the court of final resort in ironing out 
any disputes that may zrise between the 
producers and the Code Administration. 

Joseph I. Breen, as one cf Hays’ chief 
assistants, has already been exerting some 
censorship over films before their re- 
lease. But his efforts have frequently 
been nullified thru being overruled too 
often by the now defunct Producers’ Jury. 
Hereafter Breen's authority will be con- 
siderably enhanced, for appeals against 
his decisions, in whole or in part, can 
only be taken before the board of di- 
rectors, composed of the heads of the 
associated companies. This board must 
be called whenever an objecting producer 
may want to present an appeal. But the 
company heads must arrange a meeting 
date in New York at such time as will be 
convenient for at least a majority to at- 
tend. Considering the very probable re- 
sulting postponement of releases, delays 
in production, distribution problems and 
financial complications, it becomes cvi- 
dent, even to the casual observer, that 
Mr. Breen is now in a very fair way to 
exercise the actual power to which he has 
held post and title for some time. As 
Mr. Preen is a strong Catholic, it is held 
that both the powers that have been the 
principal objectors and the industry are 
more than willing to give the new setup 
a fair and impartial trial. 


To Continue Vigilance 


The Committee of Bishops in placing 
their stamp of approval on the proposal 
of the Hays minions indicated, however 
that protestations of good intentions 
with regard tc the future elimination of 
morally “off-color” films was no reason 
why they should not continue their un- 
failire opposition to “evil motion pic- 
cures.” They therefore approved a “Coune 
cil of the League of Decency,” the ap- 
pointment of a committee of priests and 
the aggressive continuation of the 
church’s war on individual pictures now 
showing and considered as violating the 
standard of decency raised. 

At the same time the committee de- 
clared itself as hopeful that the MPPDA 
will achieve the desired results in its 
renewed efforts at self-purgement and 
that this effort will be followed by a 
definite moral improvement in the pic- 
tures shown. The committee indicated 
that in this manner it hoped to be re- 
lueved of “what otherwise will be the 
imperative necessity of continuing in- 
definiteiy and even of extending the 
campaign of protests.” 


Statement Excerpts 


The following are excerpts from the 
formal statement of the results of the 
conference. as given out by Archbishop 
MeNicholas: 

“There has been no wish to harm nor 
destroy the motion picture business. But 
the evil character of portions of many 
motion pictures, and the low standards 
of some motion pictures, have forced the

Commercials Show 
Pickup in Detroit 


DETROIT, June 23.—A big pickup in 
commercial film production was re- 
ported this week by R. L. Miller, of 
Wilding Picture Productions. Five im- 
portant commercials are now in course 
of production, with two more started. 
Leading those now under way is Death 
Cheaters’ Holiday, a Plymouth Motor 
Company feature, using noted race 
track drivers, including Barney Oldfield, 
Billy Arnold, Harry Hartz and Red 
Shafer, and film actors, including Al St. 
Johns and Don McBride. The film is 
said to contain a high percentage of 
entertainment value and features safety 
rather than advertising directly. 

A second automotive feature, The 
Test Supreme, produced for Firestone, 
also covers the race track, giving the 
story of the Indianapolis marathon since 
1909. The historical shots are the work 
of an Indianapolis cameraman who has 
made the film records for 25 years. 


Other features in production include 
one for Standard Oil Company of Ohio, 
showing the education of its service sta- 
tion employees; Timed to a Second, for 
Hudson Motor Car Company, with 
Lowell Thomas speaking, giving the 
story of the factory processes; and a film 
addressed to doctors, prepared for Wag- 
ner’s Vichy Water of Cincinnati. 


Movie-Sandwich Out 


MEMPHIS, June 23.—What looked 
like a swell idea to Manager Charles 
Mensing proved to be dud when 
John Law stepped in last Sunday. 
Mensing advertised that he would 
sell sandwiches and beer in his lobby 
on Sunday and to those making a 
purchase would go the privilege of 
seeing a picture. 

All went well and the theater was 
jammed when _ Inspector eg 
Hewlett escorted Mr. Mensing to the 
bastile, where a $50 bond was 
posted. Mensing will fight the case. 


Sparks Circuit Is 


Sued for $500,000 


ATLANTA, June 23.—With the filing of 
suits totaling $500,000 by John J. Gil- 
looly, motion picture operator of St. 
Petersburg, Pla., against the Sparks ‘Thea- 
ters, Inc. E. J. Sparks und a group of nine 
moticn picture distributors, the “war” 
between independent theater owners and 
managers in Florida and the Sparks in- 
terests has taken on a more serious aspect 
and may cost somebody some ea! money. 

In the suits, one of which, for $450,000, 
is directed against Sparks and the dis- 
tributors in the Atlanta Federal Court, 
and the other in the Atlanta city court, 
Gillooly alleges that distributors and pro- 
ducers of motion pictures compelled him 
to accept contracts for motion picture 
films after they had been shown by the 
Sparks theaters in St. Petersburg without 
protection as to the delivery of first, 
second and third-run pictures, thereby 
forcing him to abandon the operation of 
his business in the Plorida city. 

He charges operation in restraint of 
trade and monopoly against contracting 
in business, and, in addition, in the 
second suit for $50,000, that he was “held 
up to ridicule and charged with the crime 
of false swearing” in his efforts to con- 
tinue in business. 

The two suits come as a climax to a 
controversy between the independents in 
St. Petersburg and the Sparks theater in- 
terests which is of long standing. The 
Sparks Theaters, Inc., which operate 
about 50 theaters thruout the State, want 
a “wide” zoning period, while independ- 
ents on the other hand want a shorter 
zoning period. 


Chi Grievance Cases . 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Ten cases were 
disposed of this week by the Grievance 
Board of the local Motion Picture Code 
Authority and all were complaints about 
premature advertising, either by program, 
plugger, posters, cards or newspapers. 
Cases heard were Crystal vs. Harmony; 
American vs. Century; Biograph vs. 
Little Paramount; West End and Byrd 
vs. Austin; Davis vs. Rosewood; Center 
vs. Rosewood; West End vs. Lucille; 
Pantheon vs. Bryn Mawr; Pantheon vs. 
De Luxe, and Crystal vs. Vision, all of 
Chicago. 

In each case the violators were 
warned to cease and desist, their acts 
being contrary to the fair competition 
clause in the code. 


Southern California Will Ban 
Doubles; Independents To Fight 


HOLLYWOOD, June 23.—The local 
clearance and zoning board has taken 
the matter of double bills out of the 
hands of the distributors and exhibitors 
and placed a ban on duals beginning 
with the 1934-35 season. The ban covers 
Los Angeles territory and Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The decisicn is important inasmuch 
as it places the matter of doubles in 
the hands of the boards and should the 
decision be upheld by the Code Author- 
ity in New York it looks like the end of 
doubles thruout the country. 

It is not considered likely that all of 
the exhibitors will take the decision 
quietly. This also goes for the inde- 


pendent producers whose bookings come 
largely from houses playing doubles. 
There is every reason to believe that 
should the Code Authority okeh the de- 
cision it will be carried to the courts 
for a final decision. 

The majors, headed by Louis Mayer, 
of Metro, have fought the doubles con- 
sistently, altho no action was taken at 
the recent sales meetings of the various 
companies. 

The board also clamped the lid on 
5-cent admissions. In enforcing the 
rule the board ruled that any exhibitor 
violating it will have his product with- 
held until 365 days after pictures have 
shown in first-run houses. 


Allied To Abandon 


Production Plans 


NEW YORK, June 23.—Allied States 
has definitely decided against entering 
the production field. Allied found it 
was unable to deliver sufficient inde- 
pendent buying power to finance pro- 
duction and has decided to await 
further developments. 

There was a difference of opinion 
among the Allied members as to the 
logic of producing. One member claimed 
that he was as opposed to theater own- 
ers entering the producing field as he 
was to producers entering the exhibition 
phase. ‘ 


Philadelphia Feels 


Effects of Boycott 

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—The second 
week of the Catholic boycott increased 
the hardships of the movie men. as last 
Sunday, in most of the churches, the 
priests amplified the original reading of 
Cardinal Dougherty’s letter with full ex- 
planations and the start of the pledge 
card campaicn. 

Principal sufferers are the neighbor- 
hood houses, tho the downtown trade is 
also feeling the ban. 

Other denominations swung in line 
this weck with approbation of the Catho- 
lic stand. At the Dre«el Institute com- 
mencement exercises, Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man warmly commended Carcinal 
Dougherty’s action and declared the mo- 
tion picture industry “the most glaring 
example of what uncontrolled imagina- 
tion can do.” At the baccalaureate ser- 
mon for the same college, the Rev. Dr. D. 
Wilmot Gateson said: “I honor Cardinal 
Dougherty because he has taken so bolc 
a step as to ask Catholics to ban all 
motior pictures until there is a change 
for the better.” He also stated, however, 
“I think a modification so as to ban only 
bad pictures would be wise.” 

At the first open meeting of the newly 
formed Independent Exhibitors’ Protec- 
tive Association, a resoluticn was passed 
condemning salacious pictures aud call- 
ing on Hollywood producers to “clean 
up.” The meeting was warned ny Sidney 
Samuelson, president of Allied, that the 
wrong sort of pictures were the “result 
of dirty commercial methods which must 
be cleaned up.”

— Sol Rosen- 
blatt has appointed a new board to confer 
with film producers recarding the rela- 
tion between the actors and producers.

Erpi To Pay WB 
$2,500,000 Cash 


NEW YORK, June 23.—In a joint an- 
nouncement issued this week, Electrical 
Research Products and Warner Bros.’ 
Pictures state that Erpi has agreed to 
Pay Warners $2,500,000 in cash; $1,300,- 
000 in negotiable promissory notes and 
an amount not to exceed $200,000 payable 
on certain contingencies. 

This will close the long-drawn-out 
court action between the two companies. 
The action was brought about in an effort 
on the part of Warners for an adjustment 
on royalties licensing. 

The agreement disposes of all arbitra- 
tion and all litigation between the parties 
and provides that Warners shall remain 
a licensee of Erpi. 


Richey To Straighten 
Zoning in Grand Rapids 


DETROIT, June 23.—Henderson M. 
Richey, general manager of Allied 
Theaters of Michigan, went to Grand 
Rapids this week to deal personally with 
the problems of exhibitors in that city. 
His first meeting was to be with the 
independents, to work out a plan for 
zoning the city, possibly based upon the 
plan now being agitated in Detroit. 

In addition, Richey was to meet with 
a group of local church, school. and 
other leaders who have been advocating 
censorship, either thru national affilia- 
tion or local censorship. Exhibitors 
generally have been opposed to any ex- 
tension of local censorship bodies. 


Long Beach Shelves 
Drastic Censorship 


LONG BEACH, Calif., June 23.—A 
censorship ordinance promoted by the 
local churches and which would have 
provided local censorship for motion 
pictures, was tabled by the city council 
this week at the request of the Church 
Federation, with the church group 
claiming that they would get together 
with the exhibitors on their reforms. 

Ordinance as drafted would have 
been the most drastic censorship law in 
the nation. It would have provided for 
a board of three, to act without pay, to 
view every type of amusement and re- 
port to the city manager whether or not 
such display should be permitted to 
continue or not. 

Under the law the following would 
not be permitted: Use of habit-forming 
drugs shown in pictures; lewdly or im- 
morally suggestive bedroom scenes; 
criminal actions ending successfully; 
prolonged love scenes; gambling made 
alluring; any sex problem handled so as 
to arouse a desire to indulge in a like 
action; offensive or obscene conduct, ex- 
posure of human forms; infidelity, and 
a dozen or more others. The review 
board of three would be all-powerful to 
judge the above scenes. 


Penn. Censors Hold Up 


Permit for “Dr. Monica” 

PITTSBURGH, June 23.—On a last- 
minute decision the Pennsylvania Board 
of Censors decided to hold back Dr. 
Monica, which was to open at the Stanley 
yesterday. This move will cost Warner 
Brothers a pretty penny, since for the 
first time in the history of this chain 
theater painting of huge signs was a part 
of the exploitation of the film. Dates 
and catchlines will have to be repainted 
when and if the movie is passed. 


B&K Remodeling Apollo 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Balaban & Katz 
have started alterations on the Apoilo 
Theater, which they recently acquired 
on a 10-year lease. The plans for re- 
modeling call for a new front, the 
rebuilding of the lobby, changing of 
stairways and the installation of new 
sound equipment and cooling plant. 
Decorations will be semi-modern and 
about $50,000 will be expended. House 
will probably reopen the first of August. 


Tri-Egorn Upheld 

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—The validity 
of the “ fly-wheel” patent owned by Amer- 
ican Tri-Egorn was upheld in the United 
States District Court of Appeals this woek 
in a decision which sustained the previous 
decision of the District Court for the Mid- 
dle District of Pennsylvania. 

Defendants in the case were the Altoona 
Publix Theaters, Inc.; Wilmer & Vin- 
cent Corporation and the Locust Street 
Realty Company, tho the defense was un- 
dertaken by RCA Photophone Company. 
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gislation . 


The last session of Congress passed no legislation di- 
rected at the motion picture business. We wish we could 
feel the same way about the next session, but it looks to 
us as tho the picture industry is going to come in for some 
rough treatment when the legislators meet. 


First of all the hue and cry of the national boycott is 
focusing attention on pictures as never before. Poli- 
ticians are watching the growing sentiment against Holly- 
wood and it looks like a nice football. The political season 
is at hand and fences must be built, therefore it is not un- 
likely that many weak sisters will promise anything to get 
the vote of the boycotting citizens. 


We will not be surprised to see a bill pass Congress 
next session for government supervision of pictures. It 
is in the air and looks unavoidable. Just what shape it 
will take is a question, but there are those who would hog- 
tie the picture industry for political ends. 


There is little doubt but what block booking will 
either be abolished or greatly modified. Exhibitors have 
been telling their patrons that it is impossible to obtain 
clean pictures while block booking exists and it has not 
fallen on deaf ears. Whether or not block booking is to 
blame, it affords an opportunity to aspiring politicians to 
break into the limelight. 


We can reasonably expect a form of federal censor- 
ship. It is well known that persons of influence in Wash- 


_ ington are thoroly disgusted with the type of pictures pro- 


duced last season and are in full sympathy with anything 
that will raise the moral tone. Also, the voices of more 
than 5,000,000 people are not to be ignored. 


Should Congress start action against pictures, it is a 
foregone conclusion that most States will follow suit. We 
believe that should federal censorship fail to materialize, 
almost every State will draw up censorship laws that will 
all but kill originality and entertainment in films. 


There is no need to go into who is responsible for the 
state of affairs. We all know the answer. We do not 
believe that between now and the next meeting of Con- 
gress anything can be done by the major producers to 
counteract the national resentment against the unclean 
films. We believe the move has gone too far to overcome. 
It looks as tho the only thing the producers can do is to 
honestly try to make clean pictures and win back some of 
the good will they have lost thru smugness. 


There is no doubt the producers are learning a lesson 
from the present boycott and will, in the future, heed the 
words of the populace and be governed accordingly. 


It is going to prove a costly lesson, but in the mean- 
time the innocent exhibitor must take it on the chin with 
the guilty producers. It was ever thus!

NEW YORK, June 23.—At a hearing of a reorganization plan for the Fox 
Metropolitan Theaters this week, Warners and Loew joined forces and made an 


offer to the bondholders of $4,000,000 for the chain of houses. 


If the offer is 


accepted, and there is every reason to believe it will be, it will make available 
to the bondholders an additional $1,500,000 in cash now held by the Irving Trust 
Company, receivers. This would mean that the bondholders of $13,000,000 would 
receive 42 cents on the dollar for their holdings. The bid of the Warner-Loew in- 


terests came as a surprise, for it has teen 
thought that the two companies would 
bid against each other for the properties. 
This was the only bid made at the meet- 
ing this week. David Kahn, attorney, who 
told the court some time ago that he 
was prepared to bid $3,000,000, did not 
appear. It is understcod he was repre- 
senting Walter Reade, Joseph Plunkett 
and Frank V. Storrs. 

If the deal goes thru as expected, it 
is understood that Ioew’s will take all 
the Met houses in New York and Brook- 
lyn and Warners will get all the New 
Jersey spots. 

There are 79 theater leaseholds, aver- 
aging 16 years, and eight freehold houses 
in the group. 

Most of the houses in the chain are 
naborhoods and have a change twice or 
three times weekly. This would cal! for 
all of the product of both Warner and 
Metro and would necessitate buying out- 
side product to fill out the schedules. 

The bondholders asked for two weeks 
in which to study the situation, but the 
leading holders are said to look with 
favor on the purchase, and to most ob- 
servers it ‘s all settled but transferring 
the properties. 


Eight Mich. Houses 


Close for Summer 


DETROIT, June 23.—Wholesale closing 
of eight Michigan theaters was reported 
this week thru the Detroit Film Board 
of Trade. Most of the houses are in the 
larger towns and indicate merely a nor- 
mal dropping of summer business, Sev- 
eral of the houses are the larger stands 
on the Butterfield Theaters Circuit and 
are supported by other houses of the 
same circuit in each city. 

The houses closing this week are the 
Gladmer, Lansing; Rex. Jackson; Majes- 
tic, Grand Rapids; Desmond, Port Huron; 
State, East Lansing; Martha Washing- 
ton, Ypsilanti; Croswell, Adrian, and the 
Post at Battle Creek. 

To offset these the Butterfield Circuit 
reopened the Capitol Theater at Jackson, 
which has been closed. 

The Lolonial Theater at Cassopolis has 
been renamed the Gem Theater. 


Louisiana May Drop 
10% Tax Legislation 


NEW ORLEANS, June 23.—It is alto- 
gether possible that the measure now 
before the State Legislature levying a 
10 per cent gross tax on all amusements 
in the State of Louisiana will either be 
withdrawn or the ways and means com- 
mittee to whom it has been referred 
will report unfavorably. 

The fight on the bill is being waged 
by the night club industry, which is, 
and has been, drawing heavily from 
legitimate amusements, notably the mo- 
tion picture industry. A citizen can 
take his lady to a motion picture the- 
ater and escape with less than a dollar 
overhead—much less. At a night club 
a 10-dollar bill locks like a dime. That 
is the reason the night clubbers are 
making such a desperate battle. 


Jitney Tickets Out 
PITTSBURGH, June 23.—The case of 
the Rialto Theater against the Pearl 
Theater was decided in favor of the com- 
plainant bv the local grievance board at 
its meeting this week. The former 
charzed its competitor with selling chil- 
dren’s tickets for 5cents. A clause in the 
Pearl picture contract states that the 
minimum price must be 10 cents. 


Kuykendall Passes 
Buck on Trailers 


NEW YORK, June 23—In reply to 
many personal inquiries by phone, letter 
and telegraph regarding the position of 
the Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America as to the proposal of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer making trailers, Ed Kuy- 
kendall, president of the Motion Picture 
Theaters Owners of America, sent out 
wires this week, to the various units and 
affiliates of the MPTOA, requesting that 
they voice their sentiments on this issue 
direct to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 

Kuykendall takes the position that this 
problem is purely one of local autonomy 
and that each unit should render its own 
decision in the matter. 

The National Convention of the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of America in 
Los Angeles in a meeting with the Pro- 
ducers deplored the fact that Metro con- 
templated the making of these trailers. 
The opposition was based on the fact 
that trailers bookings are facilitated by 
being handled thru one medium and that 
trailers can be bought more economicallv 
in this way.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Reports reach- 
ing here from all parts of the country re- 
garding the picture boycott are not en- 
couraging to either the producer or ex- 
hibitor. They show an entire nation up 
in arms and every church denomination 
armed to fight to a finish. 


The following cities give an idea as to 
the extent of the movement: 

PHILADELPHIA — Directors of the 
Priladelph‘a Federation of Churches gave 
their approval of the purposes of the 
League of Decency and called upon all 
ministers in the city to urge members 
to remain away from theaters showing 
unclean films. 

HARTFORD, Conn.—The Hartford Fed- 
eration of Churches went on record this 
week as favoring a national boycott on 
theaters showing salacious films. All 
church members are called upon to back 
up the boycott. 

CLEVELAND.—Fourteen Northern Ohio 
ccunties have taken the pledge of the 
League of Decency to shun unclean films. 
More than 50,000 have signed pledges 
here. 

WERNERSVILLE, Pa. — The Central 
Conference of American Rabbis in session 
here acted to join the movement against 
salacious motion pictures. Rabbis will 
ask their congregations to act with other 
denominations in an effort to stamp out 
the evil. 

KANSAS CITY.—The Right Reverend 
John T. Cantwell, official observer of the 
League of Decency, anrounced here that 
unless pictures are cleaned up drastic 
action will be taken by the next Congress. 

YOUNGSTOWN, O.—Pledges to stay 
away from “all motion pictures except 
those which do not offend decency and 
Christian morality” were signed Sunday 
by more than 4,500 Youngstown Cath- 
olics, and thousands more are expected 
to be signed next Sunday. The pledges 
of membership in the “League of De- 
cency” were given out by pastors at the 
request of Rev. Joseph Schrembs, bishop 
of Cleveland. 


PORTLAND, Ore —The Catholic Church 
with its age-old doctrines “stunds like a 
beacon light in the midst of a depression- 
darkened world,” said Mrs. Harry Le- 
Berge, vice-president of the National 
Council of Catholic Women, at a special 
luncheon in honor of Archbishop Edw. D. 
Howard. “The purification of the movies 
presents a challenge to our Catholic 
women that is worthy of their best 
thought and action.” 


NFW ORLEANS.—Motion pictures were 
harshly criticized before the weekly meet- 
ing of the Baptist Ministers’ conference 
by A. E. Tibbs, professor of religions edu- 
cation at the Baptist Bible Institute. Dr. 
Tibbs discussed “Our Movie-Made Chil- 
dren,” a survey of morals and moticn 
pictures by Henry James Forman, editor. 
The book, he says, calls the films “aphro- 
disiacs and crime instigators.” 

SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Several hundred 
Protestant churches, baring together 
under the title of Indiaua Council on 
Christian Education, have co-operated 
with the Roman Catholic churches in a 
campaign against immoral motion pic- 
tures. The council helds its 70th conven- 
tion in this city last week. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky.—Commendation of 
the League of Decency and protest 
against the practice of “block booking” 
in the motion picture industry were made 
at a session of the 132d Synod of Ken- 
tucky of the Presbyterian Church of the 
Unted States of America. 

PITTSBURGH.—The Pittsburgh Bap- 
tist Association meeting here Jast weck 
indorsed the resolution on offensive mo- 
tion pictures adopted by the Northern 
Ba;-*.st Convention in Rochester, N. Y., 
on May 20. These resolutions pointed out 
that much of the influence of the mo- 
tion pictures, “one of the most potent 
educational influences of our time .. . is 
now being exerted for evil rather than for 
good, endangering the moral and spirit-

Phony Previews 


HOLLYWOOD, June 23. — The death 
knell to fake and bogus feature picture 
previews was sounded this week, when the 
Los Angeles NRA Code and Zoning Board 
ruled that exchanges must discontinue 
selling new releases to theaters for ad- 
vertiset studio previews. The board fur- 
ther ruled that a minimum admission 
price of 55 cents must be charged for 
every seat in the house when a preview 
is conducted. 

Another ruling of the board concern- 
ing 5-cent shows will, in effect, kill this 
evil in the Los Angeles section. The 
board has decided that 365 days must 
expire after downtown showing before the 
picture is released for showing under 10 
cents. Further decisions on clearance for 
*he various priced houses are as follows: 
For houses charging 40 cents or more 
picture product will be made available 21 
days after downtown showings; for 
houses charging 30 and 35 cents, 35 days 
must lapse; for 25-cent houses, 49 days 
must lapse; for 20-cent houses, 77 days 
must lapse; for 10-cent houses, 182 days, 
and for 5-cent houses, 365 days.

DENVER, June 23.—Because of numer- 
ous protests from  subsequent-run 
houses the zoning and clearance board 
“has set up a new protection for the 
city of Denver. It also includes In the 
Denver zone the Gothic at Englewood, 
a suburb, and the Grand at Littleton, 
10 miles out. 

The zoning and clearance schedule 
recognizes the right of an exhibitor to 
run double bills, but penalizes him in 
the protection. Such pictures lose half 
of their admission price protection.

Tent Rep Field 
On the Upgrade 


The tent repertoire field is took- 
ing up these days and it won’t be 
many more moons until it is really 
back on its feet again. It made some 
headway last year and this season 
we find that it has picked up again. 
Today there are more tent reps 
orerating thruout the country than 
there have heen for several years, 
and it is not improbable that a few 
more will take to the road within 
the next several weeks. 

In a list of these shows at oresent 
we find that we have 91 in number, 
which indicates that the field really 
has picked up. Among these are a 
few that haven’t been on the read 
for a year or two. While it is true 
that there are any number of smail 
companies in this list, it shows that 
they have faith in the business and 
eventually will branch out into 
larger organizations. 

From reports many of the shows 
have been doing very well, consider- 
ing weather conditions. One show in 
particular, Harley Sadler’s, has had 
an exceptionally good season thus 
far. We predict that with shows 
getting the breaks, that they will 
fare better in 1934 than for the last 
several years.

HREE years ago, almost to the very 
day this chronicle is being written, 
the total equipment of a chau- 

tauqua company was offered for sale. 
There were five complete outfits in very 
good condition. The original cost was 
approximately $25,000 and the equip- 
ment was offered for sale for $5,500. 
The public had lost interest in chau- 
tauquas. 


With very little altering, these outfits 
would make excellent equipment - for 
tent stock companies. So the writer 
immediately called upon the president 
of his (the president’s) bank and put a 
Proposition before him to put up the 
equipment for part of the money. The 
president was a pretty nice sort of-a 
fellow—for a banker—but he turned 
down the proposition. 

The banker liked tent repertoire 
shows, too. In fact, they were about the 
only shows in the flesh that he ever 
attended, but as a business proposition, 
such as lending money to the manager 
of one of them, there was nothing doing. 

In his own words, his reason was: 
“Stock companies are done. It’s too bad, 
but the talking pictures have arrived in 
all of the tent-show towns, including 
the very smallest, and then there were 
the miniature golf courses opening 
everywhere, attracting hundreds.” In 
fact, this banker had an interest in the 
new course just two blocks away from 
the bank. 


The writer departed from the nice 
new brick and marble bank in silence 
and proceeded along Main street till he 
came to the beautiful new miniature 
golf course, just opened with an invest- 
ment of $6,000. And @ add to the 
tough luck, the course was located on 
the one and only desirable tent-show 
lot in town. There were 30 people play- 
ing golf and 15 more waiting for an 
opportunity. Funny how bankers are 
able to figure out all of these things. 

DIALOG | 

The foregoing prolog really has very 
little to do with this article excepting 
the fact that any article concerning tent 
shows gets off to a better start when 
there is a bank and money mentioned. 
It sort of adds class and weight to the 
story. But from now on there will be 
very little said about banks, bankers or 
money. and the writer will stick to the 
original subject, that of tent shows, 
with which, no doubt, most of the man- 
agers are better acquainted. Purther- 
more, the rest of the article will be less 
“high-brow” and will consist of phrases 
and words with which Iam more familiar. 
It may not be quite so easy to read, but it 
will be a whole lot easier to write. And 
it will be for your protection, because 
if you find more than a very few words 
consisting of over three or four syllables 
you will know that the story has been 
tampered with. 

Despite the fact that tented repertoire 
companies are continually encountering 
every sort of opposition, fair and un- 
fair, they continue to thrive. By fair 
opposition is meant the usual other 
amusements, such as theaters, parks, 


picture exhibitors are almost solely re- 
sponsible for the prohibitive taxes in the 
cities, and in a great many cases the 
county and State. 


Fortunately for a great number of 
tent shows, these exhibitors have not 
been able to influence the States, except 
in a few localities, as they have the 
towns and cities. And where the State 
and county taxes are reasonable, even 
with a prohibitive city license the 
shows are not in such bad shape. This 
writer knows from personal experience 
that tent shows appearing year after 
year in the same towns can put their 
tents out of the city limits and enough 
customers will attend to make the pic- 
ture exhibitor rush to the mayor and 
see what can be done about it. So 
with all the opposition tent shows have 
flourished in the past, are doing so now 
and no doubt will continue to do so 
long after the little “city dads” who 
are afraid of the big bad wolf have 
passed on and their bones have en- 
riched Mother Earth with the fertilizer 
of which they are composed. 


The gentlemen who conduct the busi- 
ness and make the laws for the States 
and counties are beginning to wake up. 
Only this past week I received the in- 
formation on good authority that 
Fiorida at the meeting of the next 
Legislature will repeal the present pro- 
hibitive license in that State. Perhaps 
the other few unreasonable States will 
follow suit, not so much from the fact 
that there is any great desire on the 
part of the lawmakers to aid the tent 
shows, but because Mr. and Mrs. Public 
are taking a hand. 


SB 


There is no branch of the show busi- 
ness in which a certain class of amuse- 
ment seekers are as much interested as 
in the tent repertoire game. It is some 
inexplainable thing about these stock 
companies that makes them the very 
apex of interest to this certain class of 
people, and, I might add, a very good 
class. This same interest has been dis- 
played for the last 20-odd years to my 
personal knowledge and I dare say will 
continue to be shown as long as dra- 
matic performances are given in tents 
and will probably increase in proportion 
to the opposition presented by those 
whose interests lie in another direction. 

Such loyalty is typical of tented reper- 
toire companies annually visiting estab- 
lished territories and attracting more 
paid admissions each year than all the 
“legitimate” Broadway -produetions can 
muster. There is not one of these com- 
panies but which has thousands upon 
thousands of friends and boosters re- 
maining loydl from one season to 
another. 

The two foregoing paragraphs furnish 
no information to the managers because 
they already know of this loyalty, but 
they lead up to the point toward which 
I am headed, and that is a simple state- 
ment which is none other than this: 
Loyalty towards tent stock companies is 
increasing yearly. This is not a random 
statement, but is made only after con- 
siderable effort by the writer to ascer- 
tain the truth. The following letter 
from Major H. O. Yardley, author of 
The American Black Chamber and other 
novels, is unsolicited evidence of the 
public’s interest in tent shows. I'll give 
it to you despite the fact that this 
bird makes an unkind crack about 
repeating plays. 

March 13, 1934, 

Dear John: 


Heard you yere in town and called the 
Tavern but couldn’t get you. Am leav- 
ing for Washington toright and may not 
get back before you leave. 

This is just a reminder that I want to 
use your tent show for the background of 
my next novel. So be sure and let me 
know when you play Linton and I'll be a 
visitor for a week. 

I believe that by using the tent show a 
double interest will be created for the

seldom goes inside of a theater except 
when he is in New York, but never 
misses an opportunity to witness tent 
performances. He sits by himself, buys 
prize candy, stays for the concerts and 
calls the straight man in the bits “The 
Scolder.” All of which makes him just 
one of the average customers who 
pay for their admission at the ticket 
box, stopping long enough at the en- 
trance to ask the ticket taker if it’s 
going to rain and if the tent leaks, and 
after receiving the answer “no” to both 
questions hurries on to his favorite seat, 
probably a reserve, since “blues” are 
becoming scarcer and scarcer; in fact, 
almost obsolete. And there’s a reason 
for that. With the falling off of busi- 
ness during the last couple of years 
something had to be cut, and there's 
nothing easier that I know of to cut 
out than a few lengths of “blues.”

Now for the unkind remarks which 
are offered in the nature of a tip, or I 
might say a warning which may or may 
not be of interest to perhaps 50 per 
cent of the managers. And the next 
paragraph or two may get me in 
“dutch” with the newly secretly organ- 
ized protective association of play- 
wrights and brand me as a double- 
crosser. But there it is again—tent- 
show loyalty—and at heart I'm a tent- 
show manager. 


A condition has arisen during the last 
two or three years whereby a great num- 
ber of responsible managers have se- 
cured in one way or another scripts and 
neglected to pay royalty or get permis- 
sion to play them. And now comes this 
organization with the sole intention 
(according to the letter on my desk) of 
arresting, breaking, suing—in fact, doing 
everything to the managers with the 
possible exception of hanging. They 
have a well-arranged scheme to use a 
telegraph company to report on every 
show in every town. I haven’t joined 
this organization yet and probably won't 
if any of them happen to read this 
article. However, if I do or I don’t 
join I hope they will not make any 
special investigation concerning last 
season, because if they do I'm afraid it 
may leave me in what is known as “the 
Nine Hole.” 


This organization’s excuse for not 
bothering companies last season and the 
season before is, quoting from its last 
letter, “business was such that the costs 
of the lawsuits would probably be more 
than the amount collectable.” So these 
birds evidently feel that this coming 
season will be more profitable to tent- 
show managers. Some of these fellows 
are pretty bright, considering their pro- 
fession, so their opinion might be worth 
something. Take it or leave it. 


Anyhow whether business conditions 
are good or bad you may take it from 
me there will be the usual number of 
respectful and most highly respected 
“pavilion theaters,” “summer theaters,” 
“garden theaters,” “canvas theaters,” 
“mammoth waterproof theaters,” etc., 
en tour, and regardless of their “high- 
hat” names, if you happen to overhear 
Miss Jones ask Miss Brown where she is 
going, you will hear Miss Brown reply, 
“To the tent show.” And it’s a two-to-

ERY definite movements are 
on foot within the ranks of 
the leading theatrical unions 

that will undoubtedly result, be- 
fore most of us realize it, in a com- 
pletely changed labor map. These 
internal eruptions are typical of 
the general] trend in the world to- 
Gay. Incurable optimists point to 
all of this as tangible signs of bet- 
ter days to come; yet there are 
those who claim they are calling 
a spade a spade when they say 
that theatrical unionism will have 
to clean house completely if it is 
going to survive. They add that 
the cleaning up must be done by 
the higher-ups; not by those who 
are in the rebel category. To us 
who have been watching from the 
sidelines it is all very interesting. 
It is even encouraging. 

Things before were too serene 
on the surface to warrant any well- 
founded belief that the problems 
between employer and employee 
will eventually be ironed out. 
Now that the unions are having 
internal hemorrhages they are at 
least being stirred from their 
lethargy. They are thinking about 
the outside world, too, while hav- 
ing their own houses cleaned up 
and one of the results of this gen- 
eral eruption might be the formu- 
lation of a definite plan, worked 
cut in conjunction with managers, 
te put the living stage back on its 
feet. Without this result every- 
thing that is being done—so far 
as show business is concerned— 
doesn’t amount to a tinker’s dam. 


N the subject of theatrical 
unions one can well be heart- 
ened by the revival of activity 

in the Association of Theatrical 
Agents and Managers. This group, 
which has complete American 
Federation of Labor jurisdiction 
over press agents and company 
managers in the amusement field, 
died a peaceful death, apparently, 
shortly after its formation. But 
in the last several months it has 
undergone a phenomenal renas- 
cence. It is not by any means 
concentrating its attack on the 
alleged company union, the The- 
atrical Press Representatives of 
America; the bucking of the 
TPROA is merely an interesting 
incident in its organization cam- 
paign. From our point of ob- 
servation the ATAM is in the 
hands,: at last, of men who know 
what they are doing and where 
they are going. Technically there 
is nothing to stop them. Even the 
talked-of radio press agents’ union 
will have to tie in with the ATAM 
before obtaining any kind of 
recognition from the AFL. This 
because of the ATAM’s complete 


jurisdiction over its field. 
a 


Press agents, advance men and 


managers can by themselves do 
more than any other single group 
to bring back the legitimate thea- 
ter. Theirs is the fascinating craft 
that has in the past made and 
broken shows, depending on the 
handling of their jobs by the 
denizens of management and press 
agentry. Organized effort by the 
ATAM can, if properly harnessed, 
awaken the public to the gems 
of wholesome, genuine amuse- 
ment that lie hidden under the 
dust of neglect. If the ATAM 
shuts out the self-seekers, crack- 
pots and parlor reds it will get 
somewhere. Hal Olver, who has 
been chosen to head the press re- 
lations committee of the group, 
knows his business and he can 
well be trusted to lead the issues 
of his movement thru the wilder- 
ness of misunderstanding and de- 
structive propaganda fostered by 
individuals who don’t know on 
which side their bread is buttered. 


N this day and age when hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
are spent to produce feature 

films for a three or four-day run 
in the average picture house it is 
interesting to record that the 
Carnera-Baer fight film, involving 
trifling expense and occupying 
less than one-fourth of the run- 
ning time of the average reel 
show, is mopping up. It has been 
playing mostly on week stands, 
carrying features along with it 
and, due to its unusually high 
rental cost, wiping out for a spell 
the double and triple-feature poli- 
cies. Many theaters report long- 
established house records being 
broken. Of course, this phenome- 
non is explained by the unusual 
interest in the Carnera-Baer bout, 
but it is also an indication of the 
public’s great interest in timely 
iilms. 

Newspapers cash in daily thru 
their timeliness. The stage and 
screen, however, have been lag- 
ging behind with several notable 
exceptions. The screen’s news- 
reel, from the standpoint of time- 
liness, has been inadequate. Oc- 
casionally a social problem film 
gets a good play; also films based 
on recent events, and usually 
poorly presented. With all of the 
feverish activity in Hollywood on 
shooting films that can wait this 
streamlined production machine 
can be utilized in getting out pro- 
Auctions that are as timely as to- 
morrow morning’s paper being 
sold this afternoon. It can be 
done, and once one of the major 
outfits starts, like the sheep that 
they are, the others will swiftly 
fall in line. a 

HOW business! An inept designation 
for something that is anything but a 
business. Take box-office champions 

in films. Yesterday a player in shorts; 
today a star featured over established 
“names.” Shirley Temple, the latest film 
sensation, is obviously the synthesis of a 
lovely personality and good direction. But 
she was that same personality in comedy 
shorts. Which lesds one to conclude that 
it’s direction that put her where she is. 
For how long no sensible observer would 
dare to predict.

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Why a Successful Walkathon-Marathon 


By EDDIE GILMARTIN 


OW that marathons and walkathons 
have passed the craze stage inas- 
much as there is very little or no 

virgin territory, the great question is: 
What is going to come of it? Will it 
Gie or will it be accepted as an American 
institution, as an entertaining and 
popular form of divertissement in the 
amusement realm? We do know that 
fans are legion and certainly the day is 
gone when the promoter has trouble 
getting contestants. 


First let me say to park managers, 
those who manage auditoriums or, in 
fact, anyone that might be contem- 
plating bringing a walkathon or mara- 
thon to their town, don't be misled into 
letting any hangers-on sell you the idea 
that they know what it is all about. 
Not to tie up with some recognized per- 
son to stage the event almost spells ruin 
right from the start. Many ex-em- 
ployees think they know it all, but there 
are many angles and connections that 
go to make a show successful. 


Of course, the usual thing is to find 
the spot with good local conditions, and 
then the question is: Should you use 
mostly local contestants or make the 
majority of the field out-of-towners? 
That is a ticklish question, as it has 
been history that in some spots local 
fields have worked out to advantage, 
but in most cases NO. The locals drop 
cut, and with each dropping out you 
lose about 100 to 200 fans who had 
made that local their favorite, and with 
the favorite gone they lose interest and 
cannot take another into their hearts. 
So I suggest more out-of-towners for 
the successful show. 


SH cS 


The reason many promoters get off on 
the wrong foot is they class marathons 
and walkathons as strictly a sport and 
immediately start soliciting the sporting 
element. That is the first mistake for 
two reasons: First, it is not the sport- 
ing element that supports a marathon 
or a walkathon; secondly, when working 
along those lines it results in bringing 
in at late hours a very undesirable ele- 
ment, and that means trouble, which 
ends up as a reflection not only on 
some particular show, but on the whole 
game. 

Don’t fool yourself. It is not the 
sporting element that supports a show; 
it is none other than Miss and Mrs. 
America. Sell your show to the house- 
wife and you are made. But once you 
do sell them and get them coming, show 
them that perfect decorum exists at all 
times, even if it costs you plenty to 
have the place properly patrolled, then 
keep the show clean and get rid of the 
hoodlums right from the starting gun 
and you are off on the right track.

The most successful shows sold en- 
durance mixed with a little entertain- 
ment and joyous nonsense, but unfor- 
tunately many promoters have changed 
that around and have made entertain- 
ment first and walkathon-marathon 
secondary. The oldest masters of cere- 
monies are the best money getters, but 
the wise guy who thinks that John 
Smith or his brother, possibly ex- 
dancers or ex-comics, can do better than 
the salesman develops, as he thinks, this 
type of emsee, figuring only the saving 
in salaries and forgetting the gate. 

Plenty of laughs for the first few 
weeks, the promoter sits back and smiles 
up his sleeve at the high-priced old- 
timer, but after the novelty of pie- 
throwing, shirt-tearing, water-spilling 
slapstick wears off the gate begins to 
slip and Mr. Promoter becomes panicky 
and puts out an SOS for a topnotch 
man. He is willing to pay any price, 
but it is too late; the show is on the 
skids and no one can save it. This 
false economy is what has caused most 
of the flops that have crowded the red 
column in the last two years. Thou- 
sands have been lost, men have gone 
broke, and still they go on. 

Mr. Promoter, for a successful show 
get yourself a topnotch man to handle 
the floor, and when he gets thru sell- 
ing endurance, just for diversion let 
him turn the floor over to the stooge 
emsees for a bit of entertainment and 
laughs. This will balance the show. 
Your show will click if you don’t try 
to ram an amateur show down the 
throats of your patrons 24 hours a day. 
Your fans who lay the money on the 
glass tray are the ones to be satisfied, 
not you. 


EDDIE GILMARTIN, better known 
to his host of friends as “Gil,” is a 
native of Chicago. After attending 
De Paul Uni- 
versity he was 
connected with 
the Chicago 
Board of Trade 
and later man- 
aged ballrooms 
—the Chicago 
Merry Garden 
and others. 
Never did any 
professional 
work until a 
few years ago 
when he took 
to marathons 
and walkathons. 
He has been featured with successful 
shows in Chicago, New York, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia and other leading 
cities. He caused Jack Curley’s fa- 
mous Golden Slipper Marathon Asso- 
ciation to become a reality and is 
rated as one of the best endurance 
show combination manager-radio- 
emsee men in the game. “Gil” has re- 
cently been in Jacksonville, Fla., han- 
dling a show for the Crockett-Mesle 
organization, and since its close has 
been in Mishawaka, Ind., with Tal- 
bott’s show. 


Those who have followed marathons 
and walkathons must bear in mind that 
millions of fans have been developed in 
past years and that much to their dis- 
gust many shows have departed from 
town leaving a bad taste. Don't forget 
there are more clean-minded people in 
the world than the other kind. These 
millions of people will support repeat 
shows if everything is on the up and up. 


SH sh 


It has been taken for granted that 
when a virgin-spot show is completed 
the town is finished. Many think the 
game has but another year to live, but 


that conversation was heard five years 
ago. Whether the game is going to sur- 
vive or not does not depend on the 
great American public, but on those who 
are affiliated with the game, and that 
goes for promoters, staff and con- 
testants. Keep the game clean and leave 
the town clean, not with the attitude 
that “Well, we are thru with it, let the 
next fellow worry.” This is your game. 
It would be a terrible mess if the thea- 
ter took that attitude. If the game has 
a chance to stay alive, help it live, don’t 
help kill it. The writer has seen second 
shows gross more money than the first. 


When departing from a town leave no 
debts—don't run out. You would not 
speculate in stocks if you couldn't pro- 
tect yourself against a fluctuating mar- 
ket. There you must meet those margin 
calls or be wiped out. Well, don’t start 
a show unless you can afford to do the 
same thing. You must be able to wait 
if necessary for the market or the show 
to turn your way. 


cH cH ot 


Another suggestion is: Don’t try to 
run a show without “air.” It is very 
seldom in the books for a show to be 
worth while without radio. On the 
other hand, don’t buy expensive time 
and then put an illiterate person at tne 
mike. If you do have “air,” still play 
the newspapers with both display adver. 
tising and publicity. Other mediums 
will bring in new business, but the “air’’ 
will keep up the momentum that you 
have gathered. 


The Billboard is to be complimented 
on establishing an Eudurance Show sec- 
tion. It will prove a great outlet for 
walkathon and marathon news. The 
display ads which can be placed are 
really the only means that we have to 
keep in touch with eacn other and a 
godsend to the man who is opening a 
show in reaching the proper people that 
go to'make up a working unit and for 
gathering together the proper con- 
testants that might fit in some particu- 
lar locality. Tnis is not a commercial 
plug. Heretofore it cost thousands of 
dollars to send out scouts and te:egrams, 
so take advantage of this section and 
save on the so-called front money. 

That’s that. See you anon, I hope.

the Great Beyond and cannot defend 
themselves against that element of 
scandalmongers. 

In the September 5, 1931, issue of 
The Billboard I called attention to the 
noticeable contributions of some new 
writers of show literature that seemed 
to have a mania for injecting into their 
stories of circus and Wild West that de- 
plorable libelous insinuation that cir- 
cuses of the past were owned and op- 
erated by men whose policy was: to 
gain wealth solely thru immoral prac- 
tices. and that they willingly permitted 
—¥ short change, the shell game, 
ewd shows and other evils. I called 
particular attention to a lengthy story 
that had been published in The Satur- 
day Evening Post under the title “Thé 
Grifting Isn’t So Good”; the writer of 
that article signed himself “An Ex- 
Grifter.” thereby showing that he was 
really ashamed to admit his identity. 

In the pre-convention issue of White 
Tops, published at Evansville, Ind., a 
two-line notice referred to a story titled 
The Show Business by Harry W. Cole. 
It simply called attention to the story 
as being a contribution to a small pub- 
lication, written by a member of the 
CFA. White Tops could have added in- 
terest and quandary for its readers by 
quoting the one paragraph of Mr. Cole's 
story, which in a sarcastic declaration 
accused W. W. Cole of openly, willingly 
and, with his indorsement, permitting 
the operation of grift under the top 
of his side show during the season of 
so much publicity over the exhibition 
of White Elephants, back in the ’80s. 
Included in the paragraph was the name 


of a Mr. Thompson, who was described 
as the official fixer for W. W. Cole. 

It is opportune to say that in all 
that lengthy list of circus owners who 
operated during the 19th century the 
name of W. W. Cole stands out as a 
shining star among exemplary owners 
and managers whose reputation was 
above reproach; whose employees hon- 
ored and praised him; whose thousands 
of patrons gave his show their indorse- 
ment, and thruout the United States, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand can 
be found in the files of the leading 
newspapers as praiseworthy notices as 
have ever been given to any traveling 
circus. 

The writing and publication of that 
defaming article is an insult to the good 
name of W. W. Cole and to the members 
of the profession who honor and revere 
the history of his circus career. There 
can be no alibi, excuse or pardonable 
relief of responsibility from thus de- 
faming the dead; if that writer cannot 
find material for human-interest stories 
in circus life without stooping to sar- 
castic slandering of popular members 
of the circus fraternity, it is certainly 
the duty of some living friend of the 
famous showman to tell readers of The 
Billboard these facts.

26, 1914, when the 8S. W. Brundage 
Shows arrived in Beloit, Wis., for their 
first appearance there. Merle Evans 
spoke of it to me on several occasions 
when he was still with the show, saying 
that he never saw such a crowd for 4 
band concert, that it was probably the 
largest crowd he would ever appear hbe- 
fore as a band director. 

The concert was in City Park and it 
was well advertised, the folks coming 
out that evening from the city and 
near-by communities in large numbers 
and filled the park and the streets 


about it. Merle was all in his glory, as 
he had a real good band and a large 
one. Just how large it was I will leave 
it up to Merle to state. I know the 
concert got us plenty of favorable com- 
ments and lots of publicity. 

That night in a cafe Merle remarked 
to me: “Mr. Clark, that crowd sure had 
me scared for a while. I never expected 
to stand up before such a gathering and 
direct a band. Sure had me nervous 
for a while.” 

Since then Merle has become accus- 
tomed to big crowds with the Ringling 
Bros.-Barnum & Bailey Circus and his 
many engagements at the Olympia in 
London, Eng., he forgetting all about 
his “stage fright” of 1914 at Beloit, Wis., 
so far as it affecting his nerves and 
the successful directing of his splendid 
musical organization.

Well, how about the moving picture 
theaters that get only a small percentage 
of the gross, the bulk of the receipts 
being sent to gigantic picture trusts in 
key cities? The actors and traveling 
performers at least spend their money 
in the towns. They patronize restau- 
rants, shops, hotels, etc., but the mov- 
ing picture actors on the screen do not 
spend a cent. Then consider how tent 
shows, circuses, carnivals and showboats 
bring people from towns and hamlets 
for miles around into their stores, 
restaurants, etc. 

Usually the managers of these local 
movie houses will let out a wail of op- 
position against traveling outfits and in 
many instances they have managed to 
get on the town council boards, thereby 
coercing their fellow members to levy 
high fees. ; 

The Blue Eagle regulates to a certain 
extent food prices so that gluttonous 
profiteers cannot gouge the public. Why 
should theatrical business be an isolated 
problem when hundreds of thousands 
get their livelihood from it. The 
troupers’ vote would be a tremendous 
factor if senators and other statesmen 
gave them support and got after some of 
these emall-town Neros. 

Let us hope that the APA and Equity 
look into this, for the Lord knows these 
small towns and cities, uncharitable 
mayors and uninterested citizens won't 
give it a thought. The only instance 
in which they will think of the per- 
formers is when they have had their 
homes swept by fire, their lands dev- 
astated by floods and other calamities. 
Then they'll accept funds realized by 
benefit performances, for milk funds for 
starving babies, etc., to lift them out of 
the hole. What a cock-eyed world some 
humans make of this old globe! Blue 
Eagle, spread your wings and do your 
stuff.

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When Agents Stepped Fast

ROTHERS, ads like that appeared in 
The Billboard in the good old days 
—15, 20, 30 years ago. Remember 

when you trekked the circuits, 40 weeks 
at a clip, up and down and across the 
country? Surely you do, if ever you 
were an advance agent. You may have 
started on Broadway and ended in 
Podunk or you may have been ditched 
or stranded in Vancouver, B. C., or 
Brunswick, Ga—in any event, you 
waited for The Billboard with its pages 
of want ads, and you wired and wrote 
and waited some more. If you were in 
or around Cincinnati you made straight 
for the Havlin Hotel, and the very first 
thing Tuesday noon you hurried around 
the corner to Opera place and got your 
copy of the old reliable before the ink 
was dry on its many pages. 


If you were among the eligible you 
journeyed out of New York ahead of 
one of the companies credited with a 
New York run in one of the 60 or 70 
theaters which housed the hits. You 
may have worked for one of the 10 or 12 
leading producers, whose road shows, 
running into the hundreds, toured their 
own or affiliated circuits. You may 
have been ahead of a show featuring a 
great name star, or at least a stellar 
cast of players, with the fine fortune 
to play an extended engagement in Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia or Boston, to be fol- 
lowed by week stands in other large 
cities. It might have been your lot to 
pilot a one-nighter thru the smaller 
cities, or perhaps you did your stuff 
ahead of one of the week-stand reper- 
toire companies, or maybe your route 
took you over the burlesque circuits. 
Whatever your sphere, you were an ad- 
vance agent—a vanguard, a courier 
spreading the tidings for the appearance 
of your troupe. 

There were many kinds of agents and 
all sorts of attractions. It seems to me 
there must have been hundreds of ad- 
vance agents working ahead of shows in 
the early part of this century and on 
up to the time the road-show theaters 
either folded or succumbed to the lure 
of the movies. With the vast number 
of touring companies, the numerous 
tent minstrel and dramatic shows, and 
with all the former great circuses, sure- 
ly hundreds of agents were profitably 
employed.

Today there is but a fraction of the 
former number of advance agents still 
in harness. The question arises: Where 
are all the former agents? I am aware 
that no few are managers or owners of 
theaters cr commercial posting plants, 
while others are perhaps buried in new 
lines of endeavor, their pas’ glories 
relegated to mere memories. Of course, 
many have checked out of their last ho- 
tel, hung their last one-sheet, tied their 
last bundle of paper or written their 
last side of publicity. 

Able, sagacious souls they were— 
keen, alert optimists—their tasks never 
quite completed. Mysterious, roving 
pilots of the fly-by-nights—here today 
and away tomorrow over the trails of 
the one-night stands. Agents all—their 
stock in trade a genial smile, flanked by 
a swanky benny and the checked suit, 
a rakish brown dicer and lemon-colored 
spats, and the inevitable horsehoe dia- 
mond pin (in hock during the layoffs) 
and other accouterments and sundry 


e. 

The press agents toured de luxe, two 
week ahead of the attractions. Dapper 
dandies they were, but more or less a 
temperamental lot, usually suffering 2 
dire malaise. A letter in the theater 
mail box ofttimes allayed their ruffled 
emotions and staved off the impending 
desire to take on a bender. They sel- 
dom crossed the thresholds of the bill- 
rooms, for the very good reason most of 
them were blissfully ignorant of the 
relative size of three-sheet to an eight- 
sheet. Six by fours were so much Greek 
to them. The names of city editors 
from Coast to Coast were on the tips 
of their loquacious tongues and choice 
bits of trade gossip flowed therefrom. 
The dirty work was left for the second 


* 
man and with the local manager, their 
I O U’s be taken up by the company 
manager if and when the troupe ar- 
rived. 

The former agents can regale their 
sons and grandsons with vivid tales of 
the days when agents stepped fast. How 
they braved the elements, got a Sunday 
showing, beat the other fellow to it, 
made the early morning trains long 
before daylight, slept on depot seats, 
laid over at remote junctions, stalled by 
train wrecks and floods, got a front- 
page story; frantically wired for expense 
money, vowing they’d not stir a step 
farther until it was forthcoming, and 
how they clamped down the dark alleys 
to the old stage doors and on down into 
the billrooms. 


Whether in Kankakee, Bowling Green, 
Belfast, Maine or sunny Tucson, theaters 
all had their billrooms. Tack cards 
frescoed the walls. Booth, Barrymore, 
Janis, Olcott, Nethersole, Cohan, Rose 
Sydell, Al G. Pield and yes, even the 
five Ringling brothers reposed in the 
gallery of one-sheets which adorned 
every billroom. By some quirk of cir- 
cumstance, billreoms were located in the 
most inaccessible of places; up or down, 
front or back, they were welcome hang- 
outs for the knights of the bill trunk, 
the tack hammer and the six high 
brush. If the magic button with the 
letters IABP&B emblazoned thereon was 
conspicuous on the agent’s coat or vest 
he was doubly welcome to the fold, for 
like as not he was a graduate of that 
great school of billing, the circus ad- 
vertising car. He was forthwith wined 
and dined in royal manner, paying his 
way with ducats. 

Often depot rooms were. 
pressed into service by resourceful 
agents. Here the agent laid out his pa- 
per between trains, quibbling with the 
local manager over the scale of prices, 
casually inquiring how Otis Skinner 
fared the previous Friday night, and 
finally agreeing on an Election Day 
matinee (matinees were a rarity in the 
old days except in the larger cities, 
then usually twice weekly). 

“Assuredly a New York cast—a solid 
carload of scenery! Have the stage clear 
of absolutely everything. We require 14 
men to take it in.” So saying, the agent 
departed on the 4:18 to do it all over 
again in the next stand. 
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Those city billrooms! The floors sagged 
with the weight of posting paper. Paper 
by the tons, and the smell of printing 
ink mingled with the odor of litho- 
graphic colors. Bins and stacks of 
stands—stands awaiting posting and 
some to never see the light of day— 
small wonder a man in New York made 
a fortune buying unused paper to sell 
to second-rate attractions at less than 
the original cost! Tack and window 
cards in towering piles, decks of dodgers, 
plateaus of heralds, folders, booklets, 
snipes and tonighters laid out upon 
white-pine tables or upon makeshift 
counters. Pots of paste and brushes for 
dating window work, tack hammers with 
magic tips, lithe, long sticks—six and 
eight-foot arms—ready for the lithogra- 
phers. Such was the big city billroom! 

Every up-and-coming city had a Grand 
Opera House—New York, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, Terre Haute, At- 
lanta, Pittsburgh, Syracuse, St. Louis, 
San Antonio; Tabor’s Grand in Denver, 
the show place of the West, and Erlich’s 
Grand in Shreveport, among many 
others. Truly, the Grands led the big 
parade of theater names, followed by 
those proud relics of ante-bellum days— 
the Academies. They were noted for their 
gracefully curving balconies, their slight- 
ly sloping stages and massive crystal 
chandeliers of the gas-light era. A real 
Academy of Music stood in New 
York; Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Richmond, 
Hagerstown, Buffalo, Scranton, Mobile 
and other cities had fine examples of 
this early type of showhouse. 

The Lyrics and Lyceums, scattered 
across the country, ran a closé second 
to the Grands and Academies. Then 
came a field of Parks, Gardens, Im- 
perials, Majestics, Standards, Palaces, 
Empires and Metropolitans, with an oc- 
casional Star, Columbia, People’s, Arcade 
and Arena, followed by a few stately Co- 
lonials, Nationals, Irvings, Washingtons, 
Lincolns, Jeffersons and LaFayettes. 

Hundreds of oddly named theater edi- 


fices, many of them with auditoriums 
on second and third floors, were spotted 
everywhere. The old agents knew them 
all, knew their keepers, their passwords 
and their legends. Many of the old 
theaters, justly famous as histrionic 
temples, are still standing, altho most 
have been dismantled or remodeled into 
modern theaters with increased seating 
capacity. The average road-show house 
seated about 1,500 people. Today thea- 
ters seating upwards of 5,000 people are 
not uncommon, the average holding 
around 2,500 persons. 
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The road-show seasons often ran 40 
weeks or more. AS many as five com- 
panies of one hit were sent en tour. 
Vaudeville, firmly established from Coast 
to Coast over several great circuits, of- 
fered engagements for standard acts by 
the thousands, their itineraries taking 
them on four-year tours without playing 
the same theater twice in all this time. 
Two noteworthy burlesque circuits, the 
Columbia and Empire, known respective- 
ly as the Eastern Wheel and the Western 
Wheel, offered routes of 40 weeks. The 
Stair & Havlin Circuit covered about 40 
week stands in the larger cities. The 
Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger domi- 
nated the circuits of legitimate theaters 
in all principal cities, with affiliations 
in smaller cities. Hundreds of tent 
shows took to the road in early spring 
and continued until late fall, usually 
closing in the Southland. 


Road-show attractions of high caliber 
were sent out by the Messrs. Shubert, 
Klaw & Erlanger, the FProhmans, Henry 
W. Savage, William A. Brady, Al H. 
Woods (earlier Sullivan, Harris & 
Woods), Milton Aborn, Werba & Leu- 
scher, George C. Tyler (Leiber & Com- 
pany), H. B. Harris, Nixon, Zimmerman 
& Nirdlinger, Plorenz Ziegfeld, David 
Belasco, Cohan & Harris, Gus Hill, Lef- 
fingwell & Bratton, Gaskill & MacVitty 
and LeCompte & Flescher, to name the 
leaders. 


The great minstrel companies of a dec- 
ade or two ago included the old fa- 
vorites: Primrose & Dockstader’s; Honey- 
boy Evans’ Minstrels, originally launched 
by Cohan & Harris; the Quinlan & Wall 
Imperial Minstrels, Nankeville’s Haveriy 
Minstrels, John W. Vogel’s Minstrels and 
later Lew Dockstader’s own show, Neil 
O’Brien’s Minstrels and the Lasses White 
Minstrels. Among the smaller troupes 
were Coburn’s, Guy Brothers’, De Rue 
Brothers’; Who, What and When Min- 
strels; Josh Daly’s, Sun Brothers’, Leon 
Washburn’s and Conroy Brothers’ Colos- 
sal Minstrels. 


Today, to my knowledge, we have but 
one lone minstrel troupe—the John Van 
Arnam show. It proudly carries the ban- 
ner of minstrelsy, travels on motor 
trucks and plays the year round thru- 
out the Fast and South. 

Withal, agents of attractions were a 
busy bunch of brigadiers! 
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The billers worked as second men 
ahead of the theatrical attractions and 
with the circuses during the summer 
months. Those brothers whose nostalgia 
for the wide-open spaces took them on 
summer tours hither and yon, aboard 
the red and gold chariots hitched to 
the fastest railroad trains, acted as ad- 
vance couriers for the great white-top 
aggregations—the mighty monarchs of 
the times—the Barnum & Bailey Circus, 
Ringling Bros.’ Circus, the Great Adam 
Forepaugh & Sells Bros.’ Circus, the Ben 
Wallace Circus, the John Robinson 10 
Big Shows, Martin Downs’ Cole Bros.’ 
World-Toured Shows, the Yankee Robin- 
son Circus, Buffalo Bill’s Wild West 
Combined With Pawnee Bill's Great Par 
East, the Norris & Rowe Circus, Walter 
L. Main’s Circus & Colonel Cummings’ 
Wild West Show, Tammen & Bonfils’ 
Sells-Floto Circus, Prank A. Robbins’ All- 
Feature Shows, the Sun Bros.’ Circus, 
the Gentry Bros.’ Circus, Howe’s Great 
London Circus & Van Amberg’s Wild 
Animal Show, the Sparks Circus. the 
Carl Hagenbeck Trained Wild Animal 
Circus (later combined with the Ben 
Wallace Circus) and Miller Bros. & Ar- 
lington’s 101 Ranch Wild West Show. 

Those billers were all doubly welcome 
to the old billrooms when they came 
along as agents or second men ahead of 
the theatrical attractions, for, let it be 


understood, they were scholars of such 
well-known professors of billing as Wil- 
liam C. St. Clair, dean of all opposition 
agents; Charles Snowhill, Nick Petit, 
Foster Burns, Edward C. Knupp, Jake 
Bensinger, Charles (Kid) Goodwin, John 
D. Carey, Paul W. Harrell, William Good- 
hardt, Thomas Daly and others less no- 
table, who thought only in terms of 
sheetage or excursion routes. 

It might well be said that the circus 
advertising car was the disciplinary 
school that turned out the Gilbys, 


Backels, Finks, Moyers, Bransons, 
Massies. Lees. Heads, Mallorys. Gott- 
leibs, Evanstons, Chauffins, Jarretts, 


Ludwigs, Maharas, Wheelers, Pritchards, 
Duggans, Kosters, Mattoxes, Morgans, 
Willards, Feltuses, Luces, Profits, Pol- 
kenhorns, Williamses and our Reichen- 
backs, metaphorically speaking.

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“HARD” MAYOR SAYS “NO” 


Against Circus 
In Pittsfield 


Sees no demand, yet he 
argues that this form of 


amusement hurts theaters 


t] 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., June 23.—Lovers 
of the circus in this city and vicinity 
will not have the privilege of enjoying 
one cf their favorite amusements unless 
the mayor and some other city officials 
change their attitudes. The mayor has 
refused to grant a permit for one of the 
most prominent and best circuses, 
Downie Bros., to exhibit here July 11. 

Circus enthusiasts make the point 
that thousands of people of this vicinity 
approve and enjoy such a change in 
their amusements by citing that the 
same show played here last year and 
gave afternoon and night performances 
to overflowing crowds. A long story on 
the incident appeared in The Berkshire 
Evening Eagle Monday, in which the 
mayor was quoted as saying: “There js 
no demand for a circus except from a 
few people who expect to benefit from 
the sale of certain merchandise. A cir- 
cus hurts our theaters.” 

The story in The Eagle also included, 
regarding Downie Bros.’ Circus: “The 
outfit, largest motorized circus on the 
ioad, travels on 100 trucks and has a 
personnel of 300 persons. The general 
manager is Charles Sparks. The general 
agent is Jerome T. Harriman. Mr. Har- 
riman said this morning that he had 
made his original application in May 
and that the mayor had replied by letter 
that he was going to allow no ‘small 
shows.’ He argued with the mayor Sat- 
urday morning that his outfit is not a 
“small show,’ but he declared the mayor 
said it was ‘no use to argue.’” 


“Texas Tomboy” 
With Gorman Bros. 


CINCINNATI, June 23.—Betsy Ross, 
known as the “Texas Tomboy,” was re- 
cently booked as the feature of the con- 
cert with Gorman Bros.’ Circus and 
with her father and mother and younger 
sister motored with a stunning new 
truck and trailer outfit from Hollywood 
to New York State to join the show.

STANLEY F. DAWSON. 
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Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


In the 99 years that the Barnum name 
has been identified with entertainment 
in its various branches, publicity for his 
shows and writers of literature have kept 
the name constantly in the public mind: 
yet with all that publicity there is much 
interesting data available in the records 
of his circus organizations suited to 
present-day use as human interest news. 
The circus seasons of 1875 to 1891 in- 
cluded a period in which a development 
of strong competition among circus own- 
ers resuited in the introduction of many 
innovations and unique offerings in 
parade, performance and menagerie by 
the resourceful Barnum and his asso- 
ciates. 


In 1875 the Barnum Universal Exposi- 
tion Company, with P. T. Barnum, presi- 
dent, sent out for the traveling seasor 
P. T. Barnum’s Great Roman Hippodrome. 
It featured a “Historical Revival of the 
Congress of Nations,” in which the hippo- 
drome races by elephants, camels and the 
“sports of ancient Greece and Rome” were 
given emphatic publicity in the show’s 
advertising. Leonchi’s Tribe of Wild In- 
dians and Mexican Rangers were featured 
in a race descriptive of “Indian Life, or 
Chase for a Wife.” In the newspaper ad- 
vertising a paragraph was devoted to ad- 
vertisinge The Life of P. T. Barnum, 
written by himself, reduced in price from 
$3.50 to $1.50, and a free admission ticket 
with every book purchased. 


Four years later the title of the show 
was P. T. Barnum’s New and Greatest 
Show on Earth. The 1879 season opened 
April 12 at American Institute, New York 
City. On April 28 the road season began 
with a week’s engagement in Brooklyn. 
Stamford, Conn., was the first one-day 
stand. Buffalo and Toronto each got two 
days in July. St. Louis was played the 
week of August 25, and Cincinnati four 
days in September. The season closed at 
New Brunswick, N. J.,October 18. It was 
a season in which female riders were an 
outstanding feature. Madam Eliza Dock- 
rill, Katie Stokes, Linda Jeal, Lizzie Mar- 
cellus and Emma Lake were each given 
prominence in the program as experts in 
their riding specialties. Carl Antony's 
Performing Stallions was a heavily ad- 
vertised feature. Signor Sebastian and 
son in their carrying act were the male 
equestrian number. At that period clowns 
were engaged on their reputation as talk- 
ing, singing, comedy or acrobatic special- 
ties, and their names appeared in the 
program accordingly. In Barnum’s 1879 
program the clowns were listed as follows: 
James Holloway, the great English clown; 
Charles Seeley grotescue clown; John 
Robinson, acrobatic clown: W. H. Stowe, 
Shakespearean clown. John Batchellor 
Was billed “champion double somer- 
saulter” in the leaps. 

Season of 1880 it was again P. T. Bar- 
num’s Greatest Show on Earth, and the 
New York engagement at the American 
Institute ran from April 8 to 24, and the 
show meved over to Brooklyn for the week 
of the 26th. Bridgeport was the first one- 
day stand. Boston got the week com- 
mencing May 10, and the next week stand 
was in Chicago, week ending June 5, 
Denver was plaved three days, August 
4-6; St. Louis week of August 30, and the 
itinerary included 24 Texas towns and 
cities, with the closing date November 6, 
at Washington, Mo. The clowns were 
again specifically named in the program: 
John Robinson as acrobatic clown, Charles 
McCarty as grotesque clown and W. H. 
Stowe, Shakespearean clown. Heavily ad- 
vertised and featured in the program 
Wes the high wire and cannon act, by 
Zazell, and Professor Farina was can- 
noneer. 

In the intervening 10 years, from close 
of 1880 season to opening of 1891 season, 
the changes were rapid and eventful. The 
great Cooper & Bailey Circus was con- 
solidated with Barnum, thus bringing to 
P. T. Barnum the managerial skill of 
James A. Bailey and the assets in valuable 
show property which he controlled. The 
title was changed to Barnum, Bailey & 
Hutchison, and for the Jumbo seasons. 
1882-1885. was a succession of ‘financial 
records in circus operation. Adam Fore- 
paugh was the hated and feared rival of 
the “Greatest Show on Earth,” and kept 
its owners guessing what his fertile mind 
would give the public as new attractions 
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HARRY CAREY. movie star (re- 
member him in “Trader Horn” and 
other features?}, featured this season 


with Barnett Bros.’ Circus, and Wil- 
liam Hamilton, one of the owners of 
the circus. 


each season during the ’80s. Death 
claimed Mr. Forepaugh early in 1890. 
James A. Bailey secured control: of the 
Forepaugh circus property and use of the 
show title. Season of 1891 Barnum & 
Bailey’s Greatest Show on Earth gave 
Nero, or the Destruction of Rome, with 
Imre Kiralfy director and producer. Ad- 
vertised 1,200 performers, 400 horses, 33 
chariots and 100 sensational and novel 
displays, with “admission to everything 
50 cents.”

Last train out of town before midnight 
en route to Wallace, Ida., and 163 miles 
over a slow mountain railroad.

Home of Harper Joy, 
president Circus Fans’ Association, who 
was absent—at Norwich, Conn., attend- 
ing annual convention. The Lions 
(Lions’ Club) howled here, and due to 
the efforts of Louis Davenport, owner 
Davenport Hotel, and his manager, Guy 
Toombs, and Harper Joy, orphans in the 
city attended the matinee. They pur- 
chased hundreds of tickets for the little 
unfortunates thru the energetic Lions’ 
Club. A great day’s business. Missoula, 
Mont., next. Night show only billed and 
an overflow crowd. Not unusual to see 
patrons who have journeyed 150 miles to 
see this big Western circus in these 
parts. Montana’s capital city, Helena, 
followed. This is one town you don't 
have any trouble finding a lot in. Plenty 
of wide-open space, and did they spread 
out the show’s 22 tents! Elizabeth 
Hanneford Clarke is scoring with a real 
old-fashioned ladies’ principal act with 
tarltan skirts, and jumps thru hoops 
and over banners. Keeping up the fam- 
ily traditions. J. B. Austin, general 
agent, is making his headquarters at 
Mount Royal, Montreal, Que. Ed Max- 
well and Karl Knudson are the two 
energetic local contractors ahead, Pros- 
perity must be back. Bernie Head re- 
ceived a letter from his father, owner 
of a Hot Springs, Ark., billposting plant, 
stating he has turned down as much 
work recently as he has on the boards. 
When this is read the show will be mak- 
ing the high spots of Wyoming and 
South Dakota.

OKLAHOMA CITY, June 23.—Since 
there is no continuity to this article, it 
may be fitting to change the masthead 
from “Sawdust” to “Shavings,” as it has 
to do with random observations gleaned 
while visiting the one and only Jess 
Adkins, manager of Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Circus, some weeks ago at St. Louis. A 
mere drive of 585 miles is nothing com- 
pared with the hospitality Mr. Adkins 
puts out, and if I knew one-half as much 
about circuses as Adkins does I would 
own one myself, and if I knew three- 
quarters as much as the likable Jess I 
would buy the whole blamed outfit. Truly 
a born executive, gentleman and only 
circus man ever to become president of 
‘he high-hatted Rotary Club anywhere. 
That will be enough about Jess. He is 
the main feature of Hagenbeck-Wallace, 
and that is our reason for beginning 
with him. 


The circus has a performance in which 
any person who loves the big top will 
revel. A much larger show than last sea- 
son; in fact, the largest Hagenbeck-Wal- 
lace ever had. Traveling in two sections, 
the “Second Largest” puffs into town 
acting and looking like a circus looked in 
the “good old days.” Of course, the H-W 
did have some 60 cars about 1915, but 
those cars were the old wooden 50 and 
60-foot type long obselete and kindling 
wood compared with the present-day 72- 
foot steel whoppers. In looking over the 
staff, it reminded one of the old Sells- 
Floto days. Henry Brown, John Ebberly, 
Jack Bigger and wife; “Waxie” and 
Charlie, “The Anvil Marvel.” Then there 
were such thoro department heads as 
Emery Stiles, Charlie Luckey and Bill 
Cronin. Small wonder that H-W gets up 
and going! 

Ralph Clauson is the legal adjuster, and 
what an adjuster. A-woman broke a heel 
off her shoe and threatened a damage 
suit. Cool, collected, smart and clever, 
Ralph talked to her about her old-home 
town. while “Waxie” hammered the heel 
back on the shoe. Threatened suit dis- 
missed and the lady thought Ralph “a 
perfectly lovely man.” Some guys get all 
the breaks. 

Then there is he of the Giraffe-Neck 
Woman note, Mister Barry. I never could 
figure out just what he did but assume 
he does something. Carries an enormous 
bunch of programs around constantly, 
alternates between patting Giraffe-Neck 
Woman and the stripped automobile 
chassis and talks about advertising. By 
the looks of the programs, he must be 2 
“dilly.” Truly, the mystery man of 
Hagenbeck-Wallace. 

An outstanding feature of H-W is the 
courtesy, which is evident everywhere. 
Even the veteran 24-hcur men, Messrs. 
Hoffman and Beard, “mister” each other, 
and when 24-hour men “mister” each 
other—that’s news! Al Dean runs the 
cookhouse, and how he runs that cook- 
house! Give him an hour and a half and 
those many hundreds of folks simply de- 
vour everything in sight, and get 
“seconds” if they wish. 

Much has been said about the perform- 
ance. It is outstanding and equally en- 
joyable. Clyde Beatty, Codonas, Chric- 
tiani Troupe, Bombayo and Agnes Doss 
paralyze the audience time and again, 
and there should be a law against takin’ 
such chances with their lives. Jerome, 
Shipley, Griebling and a host of other 
great clowns wow the customers off the 
pretty blue planks and grand-stand chairs, 
while Eddie Woeckener (he of the un- 
spellable moniker) waves a baton, also 
his arms and head, while directing a cir- 
cusy circus band. The works of the great 
music masters went into the ash can and 
real circus music is emitted thereof. 

The parade! That’s sumthin’! The 
owners of Hagendeck-Wallace are to be 
congratulated. They apparently gave 
Adkins everything he wished, including 
the famous old 4-Paw Sells No. 1 carved 
band wagon and. equally famous old 
Barnum & Bailey Carillon—bell wagon 
to you. That parade will bring thousands 
to the show and caused even old St. Louis 
to recall the “good old days,” and—why 
did I jump 585 miles to see Hagenbeck- 
Wallace? That parade was worth the 
journey. It is as great as the circus itself: 
See if I'm not right.

The Pool 


Whirl

This department has long waged a 
battle for freedom of bathing apparel 
for swimmers. The writer could never 
see why operators of pools prohibited 
shirtless swimming for men, and much 
has been written here about the subject. 

It’s inspiring, then, to see a newspaper 
like The New York Daily Mirror take up 
the campaign against unjust condemna- 
tion of trunk swimming for males. That 
tab is currently running a series of arti- 
cles on the controversial issue and in 
conjunction is taking a poll of its 
readers on the question. Each day with 
the stories there is printed a so-called 
beach ballot in which it asks its readers: 
“In your opinion is the wearing of top- 
less bathing suits by men on public 
beaches a violation of the standards of 
decency and modesty?” The daily also 
invites detailed written opinions of out- 
standing magistrates in New York. 


It may interest pool men to learn that 
by a vote of 610 to 40, the first returns 
of The Mirror beach ballot declare “that 
a man with a rolled-down bathing top 
is not an unholy spectacle, does not of- 
fend esthetic senses and is in no way 
immodest,” to quote that paper’s story. 
I wonder how those stubborn pool men, 
who, at the national convention of pool 
owners in New York City two years ago, 
went on record as being very much 
against shirtless swimming of any kind, 
feel when they read of such an over- 
whelming one-sided opinion of the pub- 
lic. 


There will be many pool operators, I 
know, who will shrug their shoulders 
and say The Mirror voting doesn’t mean 
a thing. My patrons like it better if I 
prohibit such practices.” 

But again I ask: Do the patrons object 
to trunk swimming? I don’t think so. 
And The Mirror votes are proving that. 
And the accuracy of the public senti- 
ment of that publication can’t be be- 
littled when you realize that the paper 
is actually the fastest-growing daily in 
New York City, catering to just the type 
persons who frequent public pools. 

Furthermore, there is no doubt what- 
soever that more persons are becoming 
“shirtless swimming conscious” as each 
day goes by. The largest bathing suit 
manufacturers are staging nation-wide 
campaigns on trunks and “wickies” for 
men and there’s hardly a big city paper 
that doesn’t run a daily ad by some 
company on the value of “shirtless 
swimming.” 

Hence, it’s only a matter of time when 
nearly every man will do his swimming 
sans a top. It stands to reason then, 
as I’ve pointed out many times before, 
that pools which insist on barring such 
swimmers are losing out on 2 great deal 
of business. 

The handwriting is on the wall, boys. 
. You better stop acting so obstinate and 
get on the band wagon of public favor. 
If you're in doubt read and see what 
John Public wants. And if you don’t 
want to give him what he wants, of 
course, that’s your business. But be- 
tween you, me and the w.-k. lamp-post, 
that wouldn't be your business i long. 


Apropos of this, I was glad to learn 
that Hans Klein, manager of Rockaway 
Playland outdoor pool, Rockaway, L. I., 
is not only permitting trunk bathing 
but is encouraging it. Hans is a former 
coach of a big swim club in Vienna and 
he certainly knows his swimming. Speak- 
ing as a swimmer, he says: “There is 
only one way for a man to get the most 
enjoyment out of swimming and that is 
to swim with the least amount of clothes 
as possible. It’s most healthful. Be- 
sides, the men wear less than trunks 
abroad and I see no reason why any pool 
men should make such a fuss about it.” 
Park Central indoor pool, right off the 
Great White Way, in New York City, and 
Prospect Pool, Bronx, New York, are two 
other Gotham tanks which allow shirt- 
less swimming this summer. Business at 
both these natatoriums is running a lit- 
tle ahead of last year, while some of the 
other tanks report a loss. all of which 
may be a sign of the times. 


George W. Scheiderman. general man- 
ager of Castle Hill Bathing Park, East 
Bronx, New York, reports a 6,000 mem- 
bership so far for the current outdoor

season. He and his entire staff are to 
be congratulated for the fine work done 
at that aquatic spot, and it’s no wonder 
that so many New Yorkers have decided 
to make it their summer stamping 
grounds. Two mammoth pools comprise 
the park, which also features 35 hand- 
ball courts; three four-wall courts; four 
playground baseball fields; four basket- 
ball courts; six shuffleboards; eighteen 
wall tennis courts; punching bag sec- 
tion; horseshoe pitching areas; and, of 
course, a dancing and dining pavilion, 
not to mention the considerable picnic 
and parking space all around. In 
shorter sentences, Castle Hill Park has 
about everything a modern swim em- 
porium should offer. Single bathrooms 
are renting for $25; with two in a room, 
#40 and a sawbuck for each extra per- 
son. Week day tariff is 75 cents per 
person; a buck on Saturdays and a buck 
and a half on Sundays and holidays.

He offers his patrons more 
than the next fellow and attributes his 
big early business to that policy. And 
I, for one, agree with him.

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Prospects for the Pools 


By DON ARTHUR MAUST 


EING in the swimming business for 

some time now, I believe that I 

have acquired the proper angle as 
to what the pool owner wants to know 
about his investment. So in giving you 
the views of several swimming pool 
proprietors in this article I have en- 
deavored to keep the practical point in 
mind. 


I interviewed the various men during 
past season, talking to them while their 
businesses were operating so as to get 
the actual facts of just what was going 
on in the various sections of the coun- 
try. I always interview during the 
Season. Not before! Had I conferred 
with these men, say at the opening of 
their annual business, I should no 
doubt have obtained an artificial picture 
of what they expected to accomplish. 
Men always build upon optimism in 
entering a new season or venture; more 
so, it seems, than on common sense! 

* a 


Certainly shave will be money made 
in swimming this year! Our last year's 
records prove this, but more work must 


be done. Swimming is no longer a 
luxury legacy, but a cold business 
enterprise. 


Here is what several pool owners told 
me that proves the bathing industry 
hasn't run dry: 


Silver Lake, Pa. 


“How much, please?” 

“Twenty-five cents.” 

“What! Why I just came from a 
$35,000 modern swimming pool and 
they only charge 20 cents.” 

“I’m sorry, but our price is still a 
quarter.” 

“All right, all right! But how do you 
get away with it?’ 

“We don’t get away with it. We just 
charge that much. You see, the people 
like to swim here. And then we have 
always charged that much.” 

“But don’t customers kick like me?” 

“Yes, a few. And then they pay like 
you. People aren't really particular 
about a 5 or 10-cent reduction in ad- 
mission prices when they are in the 
mood for a swim. In fact, very few ever 
give the price consideration. Then 
again, if they do insist that the price is 
too high—why we feel that our patron- 
age is better without that particular 
customer. Because we found that a 
customer who is looking for the cheap- 
est amusement isn’t always particular 
as to just who his beach companions 
may be. We think of that even if the 
customers don’t. They probably don’t 
give it a conscious thought. 

“We've fizured out that a reduction in 
price would be a detriment to our bust!- 
ness and would mean a loss to us and 
our trade as well. We've considered the 
future . . and when we did that last 
year we felt that a few cents in admis- 
sion reduction absolutely wouldn't be 
justified. Say, for instance, that we cut 
our admission price in half. That would 
mean that we would have to do twice 
the volume of business to get the same 
gross as our present admission scale 
brings us. With an analysis of our ter- 
ritory; we knew this would not be 
workably possible . . . and if we could 
double our number of customers the 
people would not be of the class that 
would come up to our high standard or 
patronage. True, we would have in- 
creased our sales to twice the former 
number, but our cash registers, which 
are after all the very heart of any busi- 
ness, would not have shown additional 
receipts and, besides, we would acquire 
@ parasitical growth that would sap 
what good business we have, and be- 
fore very long. That’s known as spotty 
reputation. In other words, we would 
have become commonplace because of 
our price reduction. That’s why many 
of the exclusive spots are on the rocks 
“of the depression today. . . . They tried 
to cut expenses in the wrong places. 
hoping to retain their old volume of 
patronage. Of course, we felt the de- 
cline in business like the others. That 
was only natural. But we didn’t be- 
come panicky like the others who 
jumped at price reduction. Instead we 
tore down our old structure of manage- 
ment and rebuilt it. Today we have a 
new, sturdy framework . . . not so un-

wieldy and much more efficient with 
service as the keynote. 


“Several seasons back, when customers 
actually beat at our ticket booths for 
admission, our squad was listless, illy 
managed, insolent and indifferent, but 
we had the only fresh-water lake-pool 
in the section and the business was 
bound to come. . . it did. But things 
have changed since then .. . and like 
our guards having many times grabbed 
the careless bathers when they were 
going under, literally speaking, for the 
third time, a new management recovered 
our perishing patronage. We reorgan- 
ized from the bottom . . . and what a 
difference! Today every man on the 
beach squad is up on his toes. He takes 
pride in his position—thank goodness, 
we don’t have to see to that. 


“On the days that are not extremely 
busy the attendants try to serve the 
customers in any reasonable manner. If 
it’s swimming instructions an attendant 
is ready to explain and help. You 
see, all our attendants are registered and 
capable life guards. We make sure of 
this before the season gets under way. 
If the customer wishes to eat a lunch 
or a full-course dinner on the lawn— 
well, we run our beach in conjunction 
with a summer resort and the attendant 
sees that everything is taken care of. 
The customer has nothing more to do 
than give his order. If the patron 
wants to go for a boat ride but doesn’t 
know how to row, an attendant gladly 
fills the place and at no extra charge. 
So you see our business recovery is well 
on the upgrade—because we're finding 
the symptoms of our relapse in our- 
selves and not in our customers!” 


Pelton, O. 


“There is a rumor that in spite of the 
poor seasonal weather you are doing a 
better business than last year. Is this 
the case?” 


“Yes, tho we have to work harder to 
do it.” 

“Well, just how do you do it?” 

“You mean right now? Well, I’ll tell 
you. I believe it is because we haven’t 
shown the white feather.” 

“Not thru all this decline of busi- 
ness?”’ 

“I should say not. We've actually 
made a step up, at least in our business 


front. We've made things appear more 
prosperous, and the surprising part to 
us was that it didn’t take much money. 
We've painted and freshened up every- 
thing that the customer sees. We make 
cur attendants look their best at all 
times—clean and attractive suits, no 
unshaven faces. You'd be surprised just 
how much more efficient a clean squad 
of guards appears than a slovenly out- 
fit. They don’t have any more duties 
than formerly, but their cleanliness 
makes them look like they are giving 
more. The whole system clean and new 
creates confidence; people iike it. Even 
pecple who have never been at our pool 
remark on our up-to-date organization 
and plant. Our records show a notice- 
able gain in receipts. Too many of the 
Pool owners have become panicky. 
They're afraid to risk any more money 
in their own business for fear that it 
will never come back. When an owner 
gets like this his reactions travel to his 
public, and they get the idea that his 
place is om the wane and his trade be- 
gins to go elsewhere. What’s more, he 
hasn't anything to create favorable im- 
pression with in case he does get new 
business. He wants to get the money 
first from his customers before he will 
make his pool comfortable for them 
. . he drives his trade away . . 
they come to us. We have a prosperous- 
looking business, he has a larger in- 
vestment, cur trade grows. You can 
always find a way to get what trade 
there is unless you have the idea that 
the business ought to come to you. 
Then you've lost your reasoning. You 
expect too much. Water sports today 
are no longer a pension. They're a 
business, competitive but still remuner- 


ative.”

“What's happened here? ‘You used to 
have twice as many attendants and 
employees?” 

“Say! We've had a common-sense de- 
pression ever since we opened this pool 
and it took a financial depression to 
open our eyes to our first handicap.” 

“Just what do you mean by that?” 

“Well, we threw overhead out the 
window this season. We had been 
carrying a lot of excess baggage in our 
organization. We cut our personnel in

New Society Takes Over Ground 
For Aud and Amusement Center 


Old site at the Point in East Liberty planned to be the 
scene of fairs and conventions—City Council lays down 
terms for 50-year rights on the property 

& 


PITTSBURGH, June 23.—Lease of the old Exposition Society grounds at the Point 
in East Liberty to the new Greater Pittsburgh Exposition Society has been granted by 


City Council. 


Lease ordinance grants the society 50-year rights on the property. 


The building of a huge new auditorium and amusement center will get under way 
in the near future. The entire project, according to the lease, must be erected by 
October 1, 1935. The society agrees to advance to the city, upon acquiring the prop- 
erty, $200,000 for a new building to house the municipal garage now in the old 


exposition building. 


Annual rental is fixed at 3 per cent 
of gross receipts from operation of the 
projected auditorium, estimated to cost 
$6,000,000. This rental must not be less 
than $22,500 in any one year. Whenever 
the 3 per cent figure exceeds #22,500 the 
society is privileged to deduct the excess 
from the rental until it has refunded to 
itself the $200,000 advance. 


The new amusement center, including 
an auditorium with seating capacity of 
14,000, is expected to place Pittsburgh in 
the running for national party conven- 
tions and other huge affairs. The project 
was designed by architects who display 
a wharf extending into the Allegheny 
River to provide a large bathing beach. 


Officials of the Exposition Society have 
been. trying to get a lease permit from 
City Council since last September. Presi- 
dent John L. Porter and Secretary T. J 
Fitzpatrick are hopeful the planned cen- 
ter will attract expositions, fairs and 
other events. 

The last exposition held at the Point 
Was in 1916. Before the project gets 
under way it is expected that regular 
major ground tenants will be able to 
proceed this year uninterrupted. Among 
them are Ringling Bros.-Barnum & 
Bailey Circus, due in July, and Hagcen- 
beck-Wallace Circus, scheduled for a two- 
day stay in August.

TOPEKA, June 23 —Since the 1933 Kan- 
sas Free Fair here 12 new stone structures 
have been erected, new roads have deen 
built and all loadir.g docks moved over 
80 that wide highways now radiate from 
center of the grounds All buildings have 
been re-roofed and painted and the har- 
monious appearance is quite noticeable. 

Maurice W. Jencks, manager-secretary, 
has wrought a new appearance in the in- 
stitution. A tremendous amount of 
landscaping has been done and thou- 
sands of shrubs and trees have been 
planted. Around the track at 30-foot in- 
tervals Chinese elms have been started 
toward maturity. 


Kansas Free Fair, first institution of its 
kind in the United States, enters a new 
era in its history and the exposition for 
1934, according to the beard of managers, 
will be by far the greatest in the 53 years 
of its history.

The fair will be 
the earliest in Michigan, being scheduled 
for July 3 and 4. It claims the most 
active 4-H Club interest in the country 
and also the largest premiums for this 
division of any county or district fair. 
It will be absolutely without a midway 
for the first time. Showfolk are ex- 
pected to watch progress of Cass City Fair 
with unusual interest.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 23.—Total 
premiums of $58,937, including prize 
Offers for dairy and beef cattle, draft 
horses and sheep, coupled with attractive 
judging programs and classifications, will 
mark the eighteenth annual Eastern 
States Exposition, September 16 to 22. 

Standards of former years have been 
maintained and, altho cash awards will 
prove attractive to breeders, results 
of judging ring competition and plac- 
ings by recognized experts will be the 
magnet to attract the leading live-stock 
herds of the country. 

Cash prizes of $1,680 are offered for 
each of the four dairy cattle breeds, 
while 810 has been allotted for Devons 
end ¢2,600 for milking Shorthorns. 
Aberdeen Angus exhibitors will compete 
for $2,000, and $2,180 has been offered 
for Herefords. Additional cash offerings 
include $185 for beef steer groups; $500 
for boys’ and girls’ baby steers; $2,256 
for beys’ and girls’ dairy club calves.

BIRMINGHAM, June 23.—Big crews 
are at work on Alabama State Pair 
grounds following a survey by the board 
of directors in which it was decided to 
put all buildings, entrance, grand stand 
and fences in first-class condition and to 
landscape the tract. 


General program is said to involve ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars and to 
insure the 130-acre plant of being one 
of the finest in the States. Grand stand 
is of steel and concrete. 108 by 432 feet, 
with seating capacity of 10,000. 

General admission to fair, September 
24-29, will be 25 cents for adults and 10 
cents for children, with free admission to 
all children on opening day. In past 
years when the fair operated admission 
was 50 and 25 cents. 

“From my observation at this early 
date, prospects for the fair are exception- 
ally bright, declared General Manager P. 
T. Strieder, who has been “loaned” by 
Plorida Fair, Tampa, of which he also is 
general manager. “There is a noticeable 
interest among merchants in the revival 
of the fair and, unsolicited, quite a few 
manufacturers and merchants have made 
reservations for commercial space. 

“The carnival contract has been 
awarded to the Royal American Shows, 
fireworks to Thearle-Duffield, grand-stand 
program to Barnes-Carruthers, auto races 
to J. Alex Sloan and other entertainment 
features are pending. I have established 
permanent office headquarters on the 
grounds and my family is also com- 
fortably located on the grounds.” 


Break in Drought Boosts 
Outlook 100” Near Minot 


CINCINNATI, June 23.—“The drought 
streak has been broken here,” writes H. 
L. Finke, manager of the Northwest Fair, 
Minot, N. D., to The Billboard. 

“We have had some of the finest rains 
in this part of the State that we could 
wish for. It is hard to say just how much 
damage has been done to the wheat crop 
thru grasshoppers, wind and drought, but 
I am predicting that the change for the 
better will be almost unbelievable. 

“There is plenty of moisture now for 
feed and for forage crops which will en- 
able farmers to retain their live stock. 
No doubt some of the culls will be 
shipped out, which will be a good thing, 
but with continued moisture and plenty 
of time for forage crops still to be grown, 
the outlook here is 100 per cent better.

GRAND FORKS, June 23.—North Da- 
kota State Fair for Grand Forks will 
open tomorrow as the first of the sum- 
mer series of fairs in this State. An ad- 
vance ticket sale was conducted with 
excellent results and admissions have 
been scld in every town in this section. 
Dan F. McGowan, manager, said indica- 
tions point to largest attendance in sev- 
eral years. 


In spite of drought, grasshoppers and 
other agricultural hazards, the manage- 
ment booked as attractive a program of 
entertainment features and offered as 
large premiums as ever. Opening after- 
noon program is for “thrill day,” in- 
cluding motorcycle races, auto polo and 
other features. Every night in front of 
the grand stand The Passing Parade of 
1934 is to share interest with such acts 
as Mack Brothers and Bobby, Libonati 
Trio and the ciown cop, Billy Lorette. 

For five days beginning on Monday, 
afternoon grand-stand attraction will be 
Greer’s Western Rodeo. Auto races are 
set for Saturday afternoon. United Shows 
of America have the midway and Max 
Goodman furnishes the games. 


The free gate has been abandoned this 
year. All children under 12 are admit- 
ted free. Adults are charged 25 cents, 
day or night. A car is being offered as 
an attendance prize, while a feature is a 
popularity contest in which a Grand 
Forks girl, an out-of-town North Dakota 
girl and a Minnesota girl will win free 
trips to A Century of Progress exposi- 
tion. 


Fourth Free Gate Goes on 
In Wadena; Has Been Help 


WADENA, Minn., June 23.—Wadena 
County Fair will have a free gate this 
season for the fourth year, Secretary 
Whitney Murray saying that the no-fee 
policy has resulted in greater attendance, 
that people are better satisfied and 
financial success has been satisfactory.

Trotters ==: 


——— =

The past week brought the second big 
moment of the trotting-horse season, 
opening of the Grand Circuit mile-track 
campaign, which got under way the past 
Saturday over the historic North Randall 
oval, Cleveland, when a 13-day program 
sent the mile-track clans away for an- 
other season, which does not come to a 
close until the annual windup in Lex- 
ington, Ky., first week in October. 


Not in several years has the outlook 
on the premier circuit looked as prom- 
ising. It has been a long time since 
North Randall had as many horses 
stabled as will be seen there, for every 
stable at the 320-acre plant is filled and 
mornings between the hours of 6 and 
10 one can see nearly 500 horses on the 
track. 


A good beginning is big part of the 
show and when that meeting ends on 
July 7 Randall should have experienced 
the finest meeting staged there in some 
six years. Cleveland at. one time was 
the spot in Grand Circuit ranks. But 
some six or seven years back it began to 
slide, and it slipped fast, until three or 
four years ago the outlook there was far 
from promising. Today it is of an en- 
tirely different color, one that gives 
promise of turning into a brilliant hue. 


Goshen To Have Cream 


Toledo follows Cleveland with six 
nights of racing, July 9-14, after which 
the big-time stables ship to Toronto, 
Can. This marks the third time in the 
last 15 or more years that the Grand 
has operated in Canada, and the out- 
look there is also promising, for Secre- 
tary Marvin Smith has a fine program 
to present to Canadian followers. Then 
comes the big two weeks’ meeting at 
Rockingham Park, Salem, N. H., when 
over $100,000 in stakes and purses will 
be hung up for the horsemen. This 
should be the oustanding trotting-horse 
meeting of 1934; if it misses being that 
we will be sadly disappointed. 


Goshen, N. Y., then drops into line 
with its annual meeting, which now is 
of national importance and attracts 
more attention than any other trotting 
meeting of the day. It is at Goshen that 
the coveted $40,000 Hambletonian Stake 
will be raced. Twenty-three of the 
cream of the 3-year-old trotters still re- 
main eligible to it, and right now opin- 
ion is pretty evenly divided between 
Muscletone, 2:0334; Lord Jim, 2:05%%; 
Bertha C. Hanover, 2:04; Princess Peg, 
3, 2:05 (who was not raced last year, 
but who right now has many sup- 
porters); Reynolda, 2:044%,, and Mame 
McElwyn, 2:08. 


Big Upset at Flint 


This group will provide a splendid 
contest, as great as those that have gone 
before in all probability, for no matter 
what the advance favorites have done, 
Hambletonian Day always serves up 
something in the unexpected to thrill 
and entertain the multitude that an- 
nually assembles. Last year 30,000 
jammed the little Goshen village, which 
only numbers some 3,000 souls. 


From Goshen the lineup is to Syra- 
cuse, Indianapolis, Chicago, Flint and 
then for the big windup at Lexington. 

The first big upset of the new season 
was that at the opening of the new 
Flint, Mich., racing plant, Rosemoor 
Park, Davison, and came when Lee 
Storm, 2:02%, star of the McKay Broth- 
ers’ stable, Milwaukee, handed defeat to 
His Majesty, 3, 2:00%, in a three-quar- 
ter-mile dash. It marked the first time 
in three seasons of racing and the only 
time that the 4-year-old black colt has 
ever been beaten over a half-mile track, 
so, naturally, was a big surprise. But 
defeats must be expected, as they are 
always bound to come.

Racing in Offing 


Hankinson plans event for 
Langhorne on August 4 if 
AAA sanction is given

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—While mem.- 
bers of his organization are at work on 
approaching auto racing programs in 
Flemington, N. J.; Altamont, N. Y., and 
York, Pa., Ralph A. Hankinson is in Phila- 
delphia studying possibilities of a 250. 
mile road race at his Langhorne Speed- 
way near this city. 


Encouraged by interest of many auto 
dealers in the East, Mr. Hankinson be- 
lieves an event of this kind would draw 
record throngs to the 87-acre speed plant. 
He has written to the AAA contest board 
in Washington to learn whether sanction 
for the proposed race will be granted for 
August 4, selected tentatively. 


By removing several lengths of fence 
on the back stretch of the mile oval and 
bringing the road race course into the 
infield with a variety of sharp hairpin 
turns, the distance for one lap would be 
increased to one and a half to two miles. 


Only strictly stock model machines 
would be eligible, according to plans he 
outlined to AAA officials. Professional, 
licensed AAA drivers of the caliber of 
“Wild Bill” Cummings, Lou Moore, Deacon 
Litz, Fred Frame, Al Gordon, Billy Winn, 
Bob Sall, Johnny Hannon and others 
entered in the June 9 Langhorne races 
would be the only pilots permitted to 
take part. 


Following racing programs in Fleming- 
ton on June 24 and in Altamont and 
York on July 4, Hankinson Speedways 
will turn its attention to the road race 
promotion. 


Enthusiasm Is Fairs’ Best 
Bet, Says Laurence Boston 


BOSTON, June 23. — In his current 
Fairs Letter Laurence B. Boston, director 
of the division of reclamation, soil survey 
and fairs, Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture, writes that enthusiasm is an 
important factor in the success of fairs. 
Some of his choice lines follow: 


“We are as a whole less worried and 
perplexed and more optimistic and hope- 
ful. This state of mind is bound to 
react in our daily lives, our viewpoint on 
life. our relations to our fellow men and 
incidentally our zeal as fair officials to 
put on a bigger and better and more in- 
spirational fair than we did last year. 
This enthusiasm and renewed vigor ex- 
pressed by us will be carried to our 
clients and the result will be a swelling 
of the gate admissions. Enthusiasm is 
contagious. You can't build up a fair 
association without enthusiasm. 

“You can’t inspire others to get people 
to exhibit or crowds to visit the fair 
without enthusiasm. Enthusiasm must 
permeate the officers of a fair association. 
There is no place for an agricuJtural fair 
insour commonwealth where the officers 
themselves are pessimistic or fearful or 
doubtful of success. Such a fair cannot 
succeed. We must believe in our associa- 
tion if it is to endure, As a member or 
an officer or a patron, you will be en- 
riched by whichever methed or whatever 
effort you exert to make your fair bigger, 
better and more helpful to yourself, your 
community and the commonwealth.”

unit shows. The fever culminating in 
the rapid formation of circuits had not 
yet attacked the nation. Those were 
the days when Wagner routed wne- 
nighters thru the States in typical wild- 
catting fashion. He's 54 now, so you can 
imagine what a mere stripling he was to 
be engaged in such ambitious endeavors. 

I think no one will question the fact 
that he originated the vaude-film show 
and threw in illustrated songs to boot. 
It happened in Keyport, N. J., and I 
don’t have to tell you how much vaude- 
film has progressed since then. Wildcat- 
ting for years, tho a bit irregularly, due 
to the invasion by more organized enter- 
prises with millions behind them, Wagner 
tried performing himself, just as a lark, 
“to get some change to buy things for 
the kids at Xmastime.” He formed the 
team of Wagner and Lewis. The “Lewis” 
was Vergie Lewis, his first wife. It was 
a singing and talking turn and William 
Gibney was his associate. Back in that 
era Fox Circuit gave the team most of 
its work. Wagner had not forgotten the 
unit attractions. however. You may have 
heard of some of the people who worked 
for him—John L. Sullivan, James J. 
Corbett, Florence Burns, Nan Patterson— 
need I mention more. John L. and Gen- 
tleman Jim could have taken the current 
crop of heavyweights in the same ring 
and sent them into oblivion. Florence 
Burns was acquitted of the murder of 
Walter Brooks. Nan Patterson was one 
of the most celebrated women of her day. 

Some of you will semember his black- 
face act with Sam Shaw, his blackfacery 
with Jack English. You may not recall 
that he sold songbooks before the show. 
That was 28 years ago. 

Let’s bring. the scene to Coney Island. 
Fifteen years ago he launched the Steeple 
Circus Side Show on the Bowery in part- 
nership with his brothers, Hymie and 
Harry. After two years in that location 
he transferred himself and his Wagnerian 
Wonders to the present site at Surf ave- 
nue and West 12th street and has been 
there ever since. Newman, his friend and 
collesgue for a quarter of a century, is a 
lovable gentleman of the old school who 
at one time was the king of Coney’s 
restaurateurs. The fact is that his first 
restaurant occupied the spot where World 
Circus now stands. Newman’s success 
runs parallel with that of Wagner. Quiet. 
modest, generous and popular, Newman 
hasn’t an enemy in the business or out 
of it. In a world that is full of jealousy 
and animosity, that’s quite an achieve- 
ment. 

During his 15 years as side showman in 
Coney Island, Wagner has had the cream 
of humen curiosities, news sensations and 
other talent under his wing. For instance, 
Myrtle Corbin, four-legged woman; Jean 
Libera, double-bodied man; Lionette.

PADDLE WHEELS DEFENDED 


Leading Newspaper Editorially 
Ridicules Local City Officials 


Interference with Grand Rapids Mardi Gras raises a 
storm of protest—5.186 people sign petition for recall 
of Mavor Timmers for his stand 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., June 23.——A great newspaper, The Grand Rapids Herald, 


has championed the cause of a decently conducted carnival. 


Altho the Greater 


Division Avenue Mardi Gras here June 13-17 was a success from a publicity and 
attendance standpoint, the celebration went $2,000 in the red because the city of 
Grand Rapids would not permit operation of paddle wheels or other game conces- 
sions, Charles W. Kalder, chairman, said. An effort was made to combat the un- 
sympathetic attitude of the city commission by obtaining a court injunction 


restraining city interference, but the in- 
junction was modified to such an extent 
that it was practically useless. Rides 
were well patronized, however. Peti- 
tions were signed by 5,186 persons 
the last night to recall Mayor W. A. 
Timmers for his stand on concessions. 


The original injunction was obtained 
on petition of the Greater Division Ave- 
nue Civic Club and the Grand Rapids 
Council of the American Legion against 
the city of Grand Rapids, William Tim- 
mers as mavor and C. Sophus Johnson 
as city manager and ex-officio director of 
public safety. It enjoined them from 
“stopping, interfering with, molesting, 
hindering, debarring, delaying or embar- 
rassing the operation or conduct” of the 
Mardi Gras celebration “or any of its 
concessions, booths, shows, rides. enter- 
tainments or other features now being 
conducted by these plaintiffs or their 
agents, servants or licensees.” 

In summing up the situation The 
Grand Rapids Herald, June 15, printed 
the following editorial: 


“More 9 o’Clock Stuff 


“Once more Grand Rapids proves her- 
self a 9 o’clock town. This newspaper al- 
ways has and always will stand for com- 
mon decency and reasonable enforce- 
ment of the law. If somebody were to 
rent a store in Grand Rapids and start 
a paddle wheel business for profit, we 
would be one of the first to object. But 
when, in a carnival affair such as South 
Division avenue merchants are staging, 
the desire is to celebrate and to have a 
geod time, to attract as Many persons 
down to that section of the city as pos- 
sible, to give them entertainment to 
cause them to remain, a restriction is

Upper Darby Has 


New Carnival Law 


UPPER DARBY, Pa., June 23.—-Carni- 
vals that are to be held in Upper Darby 
in the future will be subject to rigid 
police supervision, according to the 
stipulations set forth in an ordinance 
adopted by the township commissioners 
at their regular monthly meeting. 


The new law provides that the board 


“will also control the permit rights for 


circus, wrestling and boxing privileges. 
Passage of the ordinance is expected to 
obviate the constant wrangling that has 
resulted in Upper Darby every time an 
application is made for the holding of a 
carnival or the staging of boxing bouts. 


Its adoption was unanimous and was 
agreed upon by the commissioners in 
order to avoid any recurrences of the 
Max Gruberg case, in which charges and 
countercharges of bribery and graft were 
hurled both in and out of court. 


The carnival ordinance provides that 
the board can prohibit any carnival, 
boxing or wrestling show or circus with- 
out giving any reasons for its actions. 


There is also a provision that the per- 
mit fee can be fixed by the board in a 
sum sufficient to pay for the necessary 
police protection and traffic regulation. 

Operating a carnival without ob- 
taining a permit is made punishable 
by a fine of not less than $50 or more 
than $300. 

The commissioners decided, however, 
that no fee would be attached to any 
permit granted for the holding of any 
such affairs operated “solely for charity.”

A chorus of 1,000 sang our 
troupers’ anthem, Whoa, Red. Hand 
shaking everywhere. 

Lem Trucklow. our general agent, felt 
so voung again he dyed his gray beard 
and had a permanent wave put in it. 
No room worries. All homes open. Not 
on the line. Just move in. City Hall 
built to represent a big top. All white 
marble. It’s an 80-foot round top with 
three 40s. 

Clock on the tower looks like a big six 
with dice instead of numbers on the 
dial. And a loud-speaker to announce

In glancing thru copies of The Bill-

True, we all have had more than our 
share of losses during the depression, 
but I believe that many shows hastened 
their “blowoff” by ridiculous business 
methods and not using the opportunities 
at hand. 


When a well-known 20-car outfit 
plays a bloomer and moves to the other 
side of a city for the second week’s en- 
gagement it certainly strikes me as odd 
to have a “stick” rebill the town. How- 
ever, I may be wrong, as this stick billed 
a city of 125,000 population in two 
hours. I know of another case where a 
g. a. wanted to get back to the lot to 
flash his store and hired a 10-year-old 
kid to put up the tack cards. After ar- 
riving the outfit did big business, as the 
kid had tacked most of the cards up- 
side down. At least the show could say 
that it had revolutionary billing ideas. 
The same organiaztion once booked a

spot that had not been played in 30 
years. After arriving I wondered why 
anyone, medicine shows included, had 
ever played it. This same general agent 
booked a spot that did not even boast 
of a restaurant. Imagine a good-sized 
outfit set up in a town with a popula- 
tion of about 75 people. As I recall the 
show letter for that week mentioned 
that business was off due to extremely 
hot weather. However, the best or worst 
one was the g. a. (the outfit was only 
out four weeks) who was pitching 
novelties on the side. 


We all read about various shows not 
getting a break as they missed the pay 
day. Weli, whyinell didn’t somebody 
find out first just when the pay day 
was? I believe the heads of a show 
carefully study the conditions in each 
locality. The booking of Fourth of July 
spots has always been a mystery to me. 
Last season I booked with one of the 
larger shows to play the Fourth at a 
park. Arriving I found that the edge

the hour. All houses “uilt out of brick, 
but equipped with guy ropes. Citizens 
get a kick out of guying out even if it 
does no good. No ice cream in the city. 
Frozen custard exclusively. Confection- 
eries sell cotton candy, candy apples, 
taffy, caramel corn and peanuts. Restau- 
rants feature hot dog, hamburger, coffee 
and doughnuts. The city boasts of the 
fact it has no jails but two asylums. 

Everyone owns a dog, pony or a mon- 
key. Hotels not afraid of their towels. 
Nobody heeled. Rooms built like state- 
rooms. Stores equipped with straight 
wheels. Pick out what you want and 
lay a dime on a number. The diners on 
the streets called privilege cars. 

Show opened on a Monday to the larg- 
est crowd in its history, but didn’t gross 
one cent. All we got was, “Do you recog- 
nize, with it, for it and stand for a 
shill?” Lot, shows and rides packed. 
Tuesday morning City Mayor Lam called 
a mass meeting and told all citizens to 
spend their money. If you haven't any 
you can draw on the city treasury. If 
the show doesn’t do good here they'll 
call our town a blank. From then on 
show mopped biggest week’s gross on the 
season. So impressed were the bosses 
they promised to send the mayor a box 
of oranges when the show hits Florida.

of a public dump was the park. Of 
course it was a bloomer, but at the 
amusement park on the other side of 
the city, with lots of near-by vacant 
fields, everybody did a big business all 
day and evening. Just another case of 
an outfit in new territory and without 
publicity trying to buck a live park. 

Outfits which are still lucky enough 
to possess a pull-up team or two usually 
pass up a real bet during the week. 
With plenty of idle wagons on the lot 
and most likely a calliope on the front 
of the shows it shouldn’t be hard to 
“scroll up” a certain wagon and use it 
for street bally. With the absence of 
circus parades, a rumbling horse-drawn 
‘calliope does attract attention and cre- 
ates interest in the caravan. Truck- 
mounted public-address systems are 
not any novelty when every local bakery, 
theater, etc., also uses one. 

Another thing that strikes me strange 
is the fact-‘that most carnivals ignore 
newspaper advertising and if they dco 
use space they seldom carry cuts or 
mats. A dinky advertisement set up in 
Gothic or Cheltenham can’t begin to 
attract as does one showing 4 midway or 
a clown’s head. Public interest could 
certainly be whetted if some “circus 
style” readers were printed in the locals. 
It surely is as interesting to watch car- 
nival wagons come off a string of flats 
as it is circus wagons. A reader on 
where the cars would be spotted, the 
clever methods and ease with which the 
huge rides are erected, etc., should ap- 
peal to a great number of people. 

Another gag that costs but little is let- 
tering “Teaser” phrases on the sides of 
the wagons about the various rides and 
shows. This gets the public talking as 
the wagons trek to the lot. 

The 10-cent gate charge should in 
many cases be improved. It is hardly 
right to charge 10 cents to walk around 
the midway when the coupon is not 
good for a ride and no free acts are pre- 
sented. I’ve seen dates when more peo- 
ple were outside the gate than were on 
the midway. Possibly a bally stand at 
the gate with a few flashy ballys from 
the girl, minstrel, Ten-in-One might get 
some of these “shy” crowds, and even 
tho the troupes would attract interest 
walking thru the midway, the respective 
show managers or owners would howl 
to say the least. 

Another thing that carnivals believe 
in is in keeping the restroom custom 
which the strolling montebanks of 1800 
used. How many people would pat- 
ronize a theater if they were sans rest- 


Tooms and the customers were obliged 
to sneak out side exits and up alleys? 
Then when returning to have some ig- 
norant attache yell, “Get the hell out of 
there.” Th2 absence of clean restrooms 
with a few conveniences keep away hun- 
dreds of the better class of people. One 
or two vending machines for the con- 
venience of women should help defray 
at least part of the expense. 

A lady attendant in charge of the 
kiddie rides could build up business as 
they know how to handle the small chil- 
dren. With all respect to the loyal ride 
boys, a greasy clutch man is hardly the 
one to place kids on the various rides, 
and the mother after viewing her child’s 
soiled dress or suit vows that never again 
= her kids ride on any dirty carnival 

des. 

Once I noticed a pit show that didn’t 
seem to be getting a break. For ola 
times’ sake one of the staff jumped on 
the bally and started grinding. In just 
a few minutes the top was packed. I've 
often thought that a good front man 
making a couple of ballys on all the 
lesser shows could do a lot toward mov- 
ing a show. On most any outfit some- 
one could be-spared to do this extra 
work. 

Did you ever notice how contests keep 
@ medicine show going? How a $1 pearl 
necklace or blanket will keep the crowds 
coming and interested for a week? Why 
can’t a caravan run nightly contests 
along these lines? 

Paint is another item that some show 
managers do not believe in using. Of 
course in these times paint is quite an 
item, but if only one wagon a week were 
painted the outfit would create a better 
impression. A show owner once told me 
that he did not paint up that spring as 
he wanted to wait until he happened to 
be playing near Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir- 
cus so he could find out what brand 
they used!

placed upon paddle wheels, all we can 
say is that we are and deserve to be only

ts. 


“The folks who are going down to South 
Division Avenue these evenings are go- 
ing for the fun to be had. They expect 
to spend their money. That’s the pur- 
pose of the whole thing. They are not 
particular whether they waste a few 
nickels on a paddle wheel which doesn’t 
win the candy. They have had the fun 
of playing and that’s what they go there 
for. The paddle wheels are not a com- 
mercial enterprise. They are not to be 
there permanently. It was 9 o'clock stuff 
when they were ordered to discontinue. 

“If the officials of Grand Rapids are 
really anxious to make a display of vir- 
tue, they can very easily find something 
of greater seriousness than these few 
paddle wheels at a four-day carnival and 
can win the applause rather than the 
condemnation of the people of the city. 
If Grand Rapids is going to persist in 
turning out the lights and folding up 
the sidewalks at sundown each night, we 
should install a night watchman with a 
lantern to walk about and yell the hours 
with the old ‘All’s well’ and make the 
scene complete.”

The Massachusetts mayor was quoted 
in the daily press as saying that there 
is no public demand for a circus in his 
town, at the same time arguing that a 
circus hurts “our theaters.” hat in- 
consistency! If there is no demand for 
a circus I can’t see how in the world a 
show of that kind could hurt “our thea- 
ters." His Honor has only to look to 
the business done by Downie Bros.’ Cir- 
cus (the same show that was turned 
down this year) last summer, when there 
Was a turnaway at both the matinee 
and evening performances, to REALLY 
know if the public of his town wants a 
circus. So much for Mr. Mayor of the 
Massachusetts Pittsfield. 


Now !et’s see how the mayor of the 
Illinois Pittsfield, Herbert H Vertrees, 
feels toward circuses. In a letter to 
me under date of June 18, after giving 
praise to Jack Oliver and the Greenland 
Shows and the Famous Dixie Combined, 
he said: “Our community now wishes to 
arrange for a large circus to come here.

Lively session of manufacturers votes change without 
opposition—Jones and Huber praised for three previ- 
ous shows—steps to organize trade divisions taken 


e 
CHICAGO, June 23.—That the annual coin machine conventior and exposition 
would be planned and controlled by the National Association of Com-Operated 
Machine Manufacturers was the verdict of a cailed meeting of representatives of 


manufacturing firms here June 19. 


The meeting was declared to be widely rep- 


resentative of manufacturing interests and discussion on the question of passing 
the control of the annual show from the Ccin Machine Manufacturers’ Association 
to the NACOMM inspired lively discussion. In former years the annual convention 


had been managed by the national op- 
erators’ assoviation, but due to division 
in the operators’ ranks the Coin Machine 
Manufacturers’ Association was incor- 
porated in 1931 specifically for the pur- 
pose of managing an annual exposition. 
For three successive years the CMMA 
has managed the annual coin machine 
exposition in Chicago, and each year the 
displays and attendance surpassed pre- 
vious years. A record of continuous im- 
provement had won wide recognition for 
Lee S. Jones and Joe Huber who, as offi- 
cials of the CMMA, has been intrusted 
with the active management of the ex- 
position. Jones and Huber were present 
at the meeting and spoke briefly in the 
discussion of the proposed transfer of 
the show management. They were highly 
commended for their successful record in 
putting over three successive conventions, 


Discussion on the proposed change 
brought out the idea that advocates of 
the transfer stated there was a feeling 
that the NACOMM, representing the 
manufacturers’ code and code authority, 
should have full control of the manufac- 
turers’ annual convention also. Scme 
felt that the convention had been con- 
trolled too much by a few men in recent 
years, while others stated that the in- 
come, if any, from the expositions would 
help the treasury of the NACOMM. No 
oppositfon to the change developed at 
the mecting, and interest centered in 
who would be charged with the actual 
management of the expositions. 


Dave Gottlieb moved for the transfer 
and included in his motion that Joe 
Huber be appointed to manage the ex- 
positions. Considerable discussion led to 
the passing of the motion and the ap- 
pointing of a committee for the pur- 
pose of running the convention. O. D. 
Jennings, chairman, wanted to delay in 
appointing the committee and a show of 
strength between the “small” and “big” 
manufacturers came into play. Small 
manufacturers wanted the committee ap- 
pointed at once and a motion to repeal 
the previous order was made. Three 
manufacturers voted with Mills and Jen- 
nings and the motion was lost. There- 
upon the chairman appointed the com- 
mittee out of deference to the smaller 
firms, consisting of W. E. Bolin, North- 
western Corporation; D. W. Donahue, 
Mills Novelty Company: C. R. Kirk, Ex- 
hibit Supply Company; N. Marshall See- 
burg, J. P. Seeburg Corporation, and W. A. 
Tratsch, A. B. T. Manufacturing Com- 
pany. These men constitute the advisory 
committee on the management of the an- 
nual show. 

Othe: important ousiness included the 
appointment of temporary chairmen for 
the divisions of the coin machine trade. 
as represented within the membership of 
the NACOMM. The divisions decided 
upon, with the chairman for each group, 
were the Merchandise and Service ma- 
chine division, W. E. Bolen, chr.; Auto- 
matic vending machine division (reel 
venders), D. W. Donohue, chr; Digger ma- 
chine division, C. R. Kirk, chr; Musical 
instruments division, N. Marshall See- 
burg, chr: Amusement Table division, 
Walter Tratsch, chr. It was suggested

The Operator’s Friend 


(Reprinted from The Piliboard dated April 28) 


The importance of the operator in the coim-machine business 


is proved by the fact that so many people profess to be his 
friend. 


But it will pay the operator to always be a little wary of 
those who are forward in their professions of friendship. People 
who profess friendship often have some motive in view; they 
usually want something and do not always prove to be such true 
friends when a real test comes. ) 


The operator has his place in the industry and he also has 
his problems. He is out to make a living and must watch his 
corners; he will have to do most of his fighting for himself no 
matter how many people profess to be his friend. 


Some time ago I suggested that every operator who wanted 
a real friend should find some manufacturer or some distributor 
or jobber that proved to him to be reliable and do business with 
that manufacturer or jobber. Under present circumstances, 
such a rule still seems to be good. 


There are reliable manufacturers and there are reliable dis- 
tributors and jobbers in the trade. Each operator can find firms 
to his own liking and maintain friendly business relations with 
them. In the business worid the operator will find that his 
truest friends are those with whom he has friendly business re- 
lations. Reliability is the key word by which the operator will 
want to judge his friends. 


Nobody is going to put himself out to help the operator, 
no matter how much he may profess to be his friend. Oper- 
ators will find it best to ignore professions and follow business 
principles. There are plenty of manufacturers and jobbers 
who understand the operator’s problems and who will help to 
solve them because it is good business to help the operator. 


These matters are not based on sentiment, nor loud pro- 
fessions of being “the operator’s friend,” but are based on the 
well-known reasons for doing business. The operator will get 
along much better when he quits paying attention to the agita- 
tion of his “friends” and unites with his fellow operators to help 
stabilize the business. 


If the operators of the country want to be recognized as 
business men they must rise to the present situation and con- 
duct their affairs according to business principles. In all the 
experience of the trade, no operator has ever found a better 
friend than some manufacturer or jobber whom he can depend 
upon for reliability. That 1s bringing friendship down to a 
matter of business and it works for the operator as well as it 
does in other lines of business. 


If there are no manufacturers or jobbers in the business 
that are perfectly reliable, then the operator should try to find 
the ones that come the nearest to being reliable and do business 
with them. The operator can advise with these firms, criticize 
them, tell them what he thinks, etc., and when it comes to a real 
test the operator will find his best friends to be the reliable 
manufacturers and jobbers with whom he does business. With 
them it is a business matter.

AUSTIN, Tex., June 23.—The Stephens 
F. Austin Hotel was the scene of the 
recent Texas Coin Machine Operators’ 
meeting June 10. H. I. Drollinger, presi- 
dent, called the meeting to order. Sec- 
retary John Backman was absent, so 
W. B. Denson, of Cameron, acted as 
temporary secretary. -Plans for com- 
pleting the organization by adopting a 
constitution and by-laws was the sub- 
ject of discussion for the meeting, but 
the question of taxation kept bobbing 
up during the session. 

Polk Shelton, attorney for the asso- 
ciation, was one of the principal speak- 
ers. He pointed out that even tho the 
high court in Texas did declare the 
present tax on machines unconstitu- 
tional, and he believed it would, that 
would not end the matter. “Next Janu- 
ary the Legislature meets again and if 
the courts do not uphold this law an- 
other bill will be passed. It seems use- 
less for coin-machine men to keep on 
wasting money and time fighting laws 
after they are passed. “Some kind of a 
tax law pleasing both to the State and 
the operators must be agreed upon and 
then put into effect,” Shelton declared. 

He also advised that the association 
complete its organization and then set 
to work for a tax law that would make 
operating “safe and pleasant in Texas.” 
Other speakers were Aaron Smith, Ft. 
Worth; Earl Reynolds, Dallas; W. B. 
Denson, Cameron, and H. W. Daily, 
Houston. Following the session an en- 
joyable “dutch” lunch was served on the 
hotel roof, all members and visitors 
being guests of Harry Drollinger. A call 
meeting is expected the latter part of 
June or first week in July to consider 
and approve the constitution.

ordinance which will give the setup 
wanted by Detroit operators,” Lemke 
said. “Its provisions are that any per- 
son owning or operating machines must 
Pay $25 annual license for the first 25 
machines or less and $1 for each addi- 
tional machine. No machine shall be 
licensed until it shall have been ap- 
proved by a three-man board of review, 
composed of a representative of the 
police department, a manufacturer and 
the presiding judge of the Circuit Court. 

“Licenses will be transferable from one 
machine to another, but not from one 
person to another. Anyone securing a 
license must be a resident of Michigan 


for six months. The applicant must’ 


give an affidavit of number and types 
of machines, etc., he operates. Each 
machine must have a conspicuous sign, 
with letter one-fourth inch tall, ‘Chil- 
dren under 16 years of age prohibited 
by city ordinance from playing this ma- 
chine unless accompanied by parent or 
guardian.’ Merchants will be held 
hable for permitting violation of this 
provision and for permitting gambling. 
The name and address of the licensee 
shall be fixed to every machine. 

“Not more than 150 machines may be 
licensed by any one person or cor- 
poration.” 

The limitation on number of ma- 
chines, such as the provision that not 
more than 150 machines may be li- 
censed by any one operator, is causing 
most discussion as the license issue con- 
tinues.

which was severed prior to January l, 
1929, when he became governor of New 
York State. 


Consolidated Automatic Merchandising 
Company, known among Wall street stock 
speculators as “Camco,” recently filed a 
petition in the United States District 
Court asking for an extension of time in 
which to effect reorganizations or compo- 
sitions under the terms of the act, which 
was signed a week ago by President Roose- 
velt. 


Under the terms of the amended bank- 
ruptcy act corporations may reorganize 
without eliminating stockholders’ inter- 
ests, provided they obtain the consent of 
two-thirds of their creditors. Scores of 
corporations all over the country have 
rushed to take advantage of the compara- 
tively liberal terms of the new act since 
it became law a week ago. 


“Camco,” like many other companies, 
apparently was waiting for the amend- 
ment to become law prior to going into 
the bankruptcy courts. A net loss of 
$756,000 for 1933 brought the company’s 
total balance sheet deficit to $7,034,000 
at the close of last year. In the process 
of reorganization this deficit may prove 
to be much larger, because the company’s 
book assets include nearly a million and 
a hair dollars of “intangible assets” and 
“weighing and vending machines” are 
carried at $2,835,000. 


Operations have resulted in losses in 
each of the last five years. In fact, the 
company has never shown a profit since 
it was organized in May, 1928. 

“Camco” was typical of the stock pro- 
motions which in 1928 and early 1929 were 
catching public fancy. It was organized 
as a consolidation of three companies 
operating nickel-in-the slot vending ma- 
chines. Stock was offered to the public 
and listed on the Chicago Stock Exchange 
and the New York curb. 


As was customary in “new era” 
financing of this type, extravagant 
promuses concerning future profits were 
made and much sales literature was dis- 
tributed seeking to convince prospective 
stock purchasers that the age of the auto- 
matic vending machine was just around 
the corner. 


In this literature sponsors of the stock 
estimated that earnings within five years 
would be $18,719.3C3 annually, cr $8.78 
per common share. Large advertisements 
were published prominently displaying 
the names of “Camco” directors, including 
F, J. Lisman, prominent New York finan- 
cier and head of F. J. Lisman & Company; 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who was then vice- 
president and director of the Fidelity and 
Deposit Company of Maryland; Robert P. 
Sniffen, former director of Sears, Roebuck 
& Company; Albert C. Allen, vice-presi- 
dent of United Cigar Stores Company of 
America: Robert E. Allen, vice-president 
of the Central Union Trust Company of 
New York: Saunders Norvell, president of 
Remington Arms Company, and other 
prominent Eastern financiers. 

A page financial advertisement in The 
Wall Street Journal contained such sales 
talk es the following: 

“The machines not only make change 
and deliver merchandise, but also say 
‘Thank you’—together with manufac- 
turer’s slogan—while delivering the goods. 
Arthur Brisbane described the machine 
as ‘an almost human automaton.’ An 
Associated Press dispatch stated that ‘The 
machine does everything but slap the 
customer on the back and ask him how 
his family is.’”

“Kill the Sales Tax” should be the 
slogan of all operators of merchandise 
machines if they expect to remain in 
business. Cities in the following States 
are now fighting sales tax: Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, New York, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Massachusetts, Mlinois, 
Iowa, etc., and it has been proved that 
when one State or city starts this pro- 
gram of taxation it is quickly taken up 
by other States and cities like a snow- 
ball rolling down hill; it gathers and 
gets larger and larger until nothing can 
stop it. The situation in Detroit in 
March was very serious and all venders 
were in danger of being put “out.” 
According to Albert A. Wineman, it was 
an imposition upon a tax already added 
by the federal government. 


Albany, N. Y., in March faced one of 
the strongest fights on record against 
sales tax. The proposed 2 per cent tax 
would be added to the price of each 
purchase. When the tax amounted to 
less than 1 per cent fractional tokens 
would be used and sales for less than 
5 cents would be exempt. The foregoing 
is an example of what is gcing on in 
many States. 


The legitimate operators of merchan- 
dise machines have been subjected to 
more confiscation, taxation and unfair 
trade practices than any other industry 
in these United States. In fact, we will 
soon be facing a crisis unless we get to- 
gether quickly, standing back to back, 
with “one for all and ail for one.” Re- 
tail stores are able to pass the tax on, 
but the vending machine operators can- 
not do so on account of the fixed prices, 
as all coin devices are made for even 
units of 1, 5, 10 and 25 cents. 

Now the question arises—how can it 
be fought best and most effectively? 
We say organization is the only way be- 
cause only by united efforts in city, 
State or federal governments can we 
hope to accomplish effective and lasting 
results against the inroads of this 
vicious legislation. 

What are we to do and how? Get in 
touch with your assemblyman, district 
leader, State senator and congressman 
and do not let up until you feel assured 
of some action to “Kill the Sales Tax.” 
It’s your bread and butter, your life, 
your family and your future that are 
injured because of the constant drain 
that will eventually bleed you white. 


Ad-Lee Goes to Game Ops 
With New Merchandiser 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Urging amuse- 
ment machine operators to consider the 
profits in merchandising machines, Ad- 
Lee Company is pushing its Foursome 
vending machine at the present time, 
“Unlike the placing of amusement games 
and novelty machines that last for a 
time,” say the makers, “up-to-date mer- 
chandising venders create that year in and 
year out income that the logical level- 
headed business man is seeking. No legal 
barriers to buck, no novelty to die out, 
but something that the public wants 
daily is offered thru these busy little 
devices.” 

The Foursome is a penny vender with 
four compartments offering a selection of 
four varieties of nuts, confections, etc., 
in one machine. Has good visibility to 
make the sales appeal and is compact for 
the amount of merchandise offered. Coin 
mechanism has been developed for this 
machine and is easily adjustable to vend 
the quantity desired of each particular 
product. Jerry Wertheimer, sales man- 
ager, is elated about the prospects for the 
machine. 

The Ad-Lee firm, having 40 years to its 
credit in the coin machine and novelty 
field, has also developed a small type dig- 
ger machine called the X-Cavator which 
will be announced to the trade soon. 


F. J. Lisman & Company, the stock sales- 
men were instructed as follows: 
“Securities of the Consolidated Autc- 
matic Merchandising Company should be 
classified under what is generally called 


‘good-will investments. While examin-

The line has been designed for the mod- 
ern beer tavern trade. 


Beer Helps Cig Venders 


NEW YORK, June 23.—R. Z. Greene, 
Rowe Manufacturing Company, Inc., re- 
ports that the opening of beer gardens 
and taverns has brought about a gen- 
eral demand for cigaret merchandisers, 
the firm being steadily at work deliver- 
ing its new Aristocrat cigaret machines. 
He says that ops are increasing their 
routes right along and that new men 
are coming into the business.

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Friendly Test Verdict

RICHMOND, Va., June 23.—A friendly 
action arranged to test the legality of 
certain machines ended in a ruling by 
the Hustings Court that an element of 
chance enters into the operation of any 
machine which returns a varying num- 
ber of tokens on different plays. Notice 
was given that such machines must be 
removed from Richmond by June 20. It 
is expected that the State Supreme 
Court will be asked to make a final de- 
a which will apply to the entire 


The attorney-general has not yet an- 
nounced a decision on the machines and 
the Hustings Court reversed its decision 
made in 1929 in rendering the recent 
decision. The city receives a consider- 
able revenue from licensing the ma- 
chines, and under a new ordinance to 
become effective July 1 the revenue will 
be increased. 

Harry K. Moseley was the principal 
defendant in the recent test case. Argu- 
ments consumed an entire day and 
able legal counsel represented both sides 
of the question. 


Two Chutes To Provide 
Player Appeal Feature 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Two coin chutes 
are used on the new Champion, auto- 
matic payout pin game being introduced 
by Bally Manufacturing Company, to 
give the player full advantage of using 
any balls that may have accumulated in 
the “out hole” during his game. The 
new idea is said by the makers to be a 
conclusion gained from their experience 
in building the Rocket machine. By the 
arrangement cf two chutes the new 
game is said to often take in 10 to 25 
cents per game. 

The new development has the regular 
nickel chute for playing the game, while 
a second chute controls the “out hole” 
pocket. After playing 10 balls, if a play- 
er finds that he has a good score and 
also one or more balls in the “out hole,” 
he may hold his score and recover balls, 
one ball at a time, in the “out hole” by 
depositing a nickel in the auxiliary 
chute. Because of the possibilities in 
this feature actual tests have shown 
that the average player will keep on 


depositing nickels to recover his “out 
hole” balls until all are used up. 

The makers explain that “out hole” 
balls can be replayed only once, as the 
first coin deposited in the special chute 
closes up the “out hole” so that none 
of the recovered balls can again enter 
the “out” pocket. It is claimed also 
that this arrangement encourages play- 
ers to make use of the preceding player’s 
score and game who did not use up his 
“out” balls by depositing another coin. 
A new player finas the game all “set” 
for him to capitalize on the previous 
player’s game, so he deposits a nickel in 
the special chute. 

Champion gets its name from the 
playing board layout to indicate various 
sports, such as boxing, football, baseball, 
etc. Players shoot to win championship 
in different sports. If a player succeeds 
in lining up five major sports a reward 
of two coins is automatically released. 
Other rewards, from 2 to 30 coins, are 
automatically released upon proper 
scores. The machine is furnished either 
in battery or plug-in types, also 5-cent, 
payout or check-separator model.

Many years ago Justice Brandeis, of 
the United States Supreme Court, said: 
“I am quite aware that I am paying 
more for a Knox hat, but the feeling 
that I am wearing a Knox hat is worth 
the difference.” 

I am sure operators today have learned 
that the price they pay for a pin game 
of quality is not important. Wise 
operators know that manufacturers can- 
not produce good quality games and sell 
them at low prices. They had experi- 
ence with the $10 and $15 games and 
learned to their sorrow that such games 
usually were the most expensive in the 
long run. 

We have been able to pile up remark- 
able sales records, not because of price, 


but because our games were of quality . 


construction and made 
operators. 

Cheap things are made for people who 
cannot pay more; for people who must 
get along the best they can with some- 
thing almost as good. Such products 
are built down to a price rather than up 
to a standard. Lacking quality, sooner 
or later they cause dissatisfaction. The 
buyer forgets that when he made his 
purchase he compromised with some- 
thing cheap. 

The man who buys a quality product 
soon forgets the price paid and remem- 
bers only the satisfaction and becomes @ 
lifelong booster. 

The price of a Steinway piano is its 
badge of quality. Even tho there may 
be other pianos “just as good,” the man 
who buys a Steinway gets its extra cost 
back every time he looks at it in his 
drawing room. 

Quality means repeat orders. We have 
never become 2 party to any price-cut- 
ting contest because we know that the 
operator’s success is only certain in 
quality games. If a game is good there 
is no need for price concessions. If the 
game isn’t good then it is a most expen- 
sive thing for an operator to purchase. 

We are convinced that price is the 
poorest argument that can be used in 
selling, because an article sold at a price 
usually has no other argument in its 
favor. Whereas a quality article has 
everything in its favor, including the 
price asked for it. I like to remember 
the following: 

When a person buys a cheap article he 
feels good when he pays for it and dis- 
gusted every time he uses it. When he 
buys a good article he feels better every 
time he uses it, for the recollection of 
quality remains long after the price is 
forgotten.

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Know Your Locations 


By A: L: REISZ 


Y EXPERIENCE in the operation of 

amusement devices may be of in- 

terest to those men who, like 
myself, are in the business as a means 
of livelihood and confine themselves to 
their business and their family. I have 
one helper, which is necessary to always 
be able to answer emergency calls from 
locations promptly. I have as many 
machines as I can take care of and 
keep busy, and beyond that have no 
ambitions for branching out to employ 
other men or otherwise build up a big 
business. 


The chief reason that I can give for 
entering the operating business is that 
it had a personal appeal for me. After 
several years in the retail shoe business, 
and working inside all the time, I was 
anxious to get outside again and spent 
some time looking about for an occupa- 
tion that would not confine me to the 
inside of store walls. The increased 
importance of the amusement machine 
business a few years ago attracted my 
attention, I’m sure, as !t did thousands 
of other men. The table games were 
attractive, promising, and suggested a 
legitimate and independent business. 

Before entering the shoe business I 
had been in the contracting field and 
probably acquired my love for being 
outside and moving about from that 
trade. Anyway my attention centered 
on amusement machines and I decided 
to take up that business. It has been 
fully satisfactory to me in every way 
and has provided those things a man 
most desires from his work. Whether 
I could point out any one thing that 
clinched my decision is hard to say; I 
was looking for something to get me out 
of the stores and I became an operator 
of coin devices as a result. The things 
that appeal to men in the operating 
field are well known and perhaps need 
not be mentioned. An operator can 
have his own independent business and 
if he has no ambitions to branch out 
and grow into an operating company, or 
into the jobbing field, he can establish 
& route and confine himself to his own 
particular field or territory.

An operator who tries can build up 
@ route large enough to keep him busy 
and also make a decent living. If he 
bas pride in ownership, that can be 
sati-fied in the fact that he owns ma- 
chines and has business arrangements 
with his locations, who are also business 
men. If he likes to do things, a good 
route will keep him active every day. 
Repair work on machines, the transfer 
and handling of machines and other 
duties supply plenty of activity. There 
is plenty of work in the operating 
business. 

That previous business experience may 
be quite helpful in establishing an 
operating business goes without saying. 
But I would not say that a man should 
have had any particular kind of experi- 
ence in order to succeed as an operator. 
I would not suggest to manufacturers 
and jobbers any special field where they 
should look for the best type of pros- 
pective operator. Any man who has had 
a trade or business should have learned 
things that he can use in the operating 
business. Ideas and experiences gained 
in one line of business can in many 
cases be used in the operating field. 
My experience in the contracting busi- 
ness has certainly been of benefit in 
handling machines and repairs, for 
there is a mechanical side to the 
operating business. It is based upon 
machines and a liking or bent for 
mechanisms is an advantage. Experi- 
ence in the shoe business gave me the 
merchant’s viewpoint, which has been 
very helpful in dealing with locations. 
Practically all of my locations are in 
independent retail stores and to under- 
stand the merchant or storekeeper’s 
viewpoint is valuable. I had my own 
shoe business and know how the inde- 
pendent merchant feels.

It would seem to me, however, that 
any person with ordinary intelligence 
could succeed in the operating business 
if he applied himseif. How to get 
sterted is another question that depends 
on so many local and personal matters 
that every operator’s experience would 
probably be different and of little help 
to the other fellow. It is a business of 
buying, placing and servicing machines, 
and individual judgment must be used

from the beginning to the end of the 
business. I had some plans and every 
other operator had plans and ideas of 
his own as he started into the field. 
One gains experience as he works and 
expands to that point where he has all 
that he can properly take care of. 


My working plan consists mainly in 
@ mental grouping of my routes into 
“first-line, second-line and third-line”’ 
locations. Perhaps this arrangement is 
a hangover of my acquaintance with 
strategy in the United States Navy. The 
plan has worked out very satisfactorily 
for me, but, understand, it is all a 
mental plan and not something drawn 
up on paper or written out so that 
specific rules could be given to another 
operator. If asked as to how or why I 
classify a location as a “first-line” spot, 
I would have to say frankly that I 
could not give any rules to help an- 
other operator group his locations in 
the same way. 


The grouping is made and kept up 
simply from my personal knowledge of 
‘each location which I cover, and the 
basis of this grouping is the earning 
power of the spots as I know them. I 
keep careful records, but at the heart of 
my operating system (if I have any) is 
the basic idea expressed in the heading 
of this article that the operator must 
know his locations. I know my loca- 
tions and out of that knowledge of each 
location I conduct my business from 
day to day, make whatever plans are 
made and take care of all the details 
that come and go in the work of the 
operator. 

Perhaps it would be all right to draw 
up plans, even have a map of one’s ter- 
ritory. with rules and everything to 
make the idea concrete and businesslike. 
But I wanted a personal, independent 
business, and my idea of such a business 
is that the man must have most of his 
plans and experience in his head. That 
limits an operator’s expansion to just 
enough locations to keep him busy every 
day. If an operator expanded his busi- 
ness to include a thousand or more loca- 
tions he could not give them all his 
personal attention and certainly could 
not have a mental picture of these loca- 
tions always ready to guide in the 
conduct of his business. 
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My “first-line” locations are the most 
important, of course, and their im- 
portance may be indicated by the fact 
that all machines in these preferred 
spots have nickel coin chutes, unless 
wherever profitable I may also place a 
small counter machine in the same lo- 
cation to cover the spot completely. No 
penny table games are placed in these 
locations, altho I admit that in many 
cases a penny game would certainly get 
a larger volume of play and would pos- 
sibly exceed the nickel machine in 
earnings over a given period. 

My idea for the “first-line” locations 
is that the machines used must all be 
auality products- the newest and best 
that the industry affords at the present 
time. Penny play is simply not in 
keeping with this type of machine, even 
tho the volume of play and even the 
gross earnings might be greater with 
the penny chute. The best locations 
are entitled to the best equipment 
made, and the prestige of the location 
and the play must be maintained with 
good machines. 

The question naturally arises as to 
how or when I put a location in the 
“first-line” group. The classification 
does not depend upon the grade or type 
of the store or location. Just because 
I have a high-grade drug store as a 


location is no sign that I consider it 
a “first-line” location. Here, as in all 
my work, I fall back upon my mental 
picture of all my locations and the busi- 
ness in general and also my records. It 
should be emphasized that I keep a 
careful record of all machines and earn- 
ings, which is a necessary and written 
aid to my personal acquaintance with 
all locations. 
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The “third-line” spots are next in 
importance in my mental picture and 
not the “second-line” spots. I have 
little to say about the “second-line” lo- 
cations except that every operator who 
knows his locations personally will 
have a number that are not so good as 
his best spots. They might be called 
his medium earners. It is very easy for 
any operator who takes care of his route 
personally to go over all his locations 
and group them mentally into three 
different classes according to earning 
possibilities. My “third-line”’ locations 
are important because they eventually 
take up all my machines removed from 
the other two groups, and while the 
gross may be small comparatively, still 
the percentage of profit is high because 
the machines have already paid for 
themselves on the higher locations. 
When a machine is moved from the 
“first-line” to the “third-line” the 
nickel chute is replaced with a penny 
chute. All machines on the “third-line” 
are penny play, but the volume of play 
is usually large and the percentage of 
profit on machines that have already 
paid for themselves is substantial. 


When a machine on the “third-line” 
has ceased to get the proper play or is 
too old for repairs it is then discarded 
completely. This is my contribution to 
sclving the used machine problem. I 
never trade in a machine unless it is 
a@ rare exception, such as a used machine 
I might buy from an operator or loca- 
tion. When a machine is taken off my 
“third-line” it is taken in, the glass, 
hardware and usable stuff removed, and 
then it is made into kindling wood. 
In that way I have a definite plan for 
getting full value out of my machines 
and then disposing of them. The group- 
ing of locations into three classes works 
out well in this idea of getting full 
value from good machines. 
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The daily routine is something that 
goes into detail. I operate on the theory 
that the most important work is to 
Know your locations. I have enough 
machines on location to keep me busy 
all day, with the necessity of answering 
emergency calls in the evening also. 
Since it is so important to answer any 
call from a location very promptly, I 
keep one helper. Even tho it is a per- 
sonal business with me, it would not 
be possible to maintain prompt service 
without some help. While I am out 
maintaining personal contacts with lo- 
cations, my helper is on the job to 
answer calls from locations. The 
promptness in answering calis from lo- 
cations is so important a factor in this 
business that I consider it one of the 
chief ways by which to meet and win 
over competition. 

Personal acquaintance with each lo- 
cation is my ace card in operating and 
I would not know how to draw up a 
program or tell an. operator how to do 
it. I study the location owner and thru 
my general experience have learned how 
to analyze the average merchant. He 
fills a big place in my mental picture 
of every location, for there are many 
spots that have everything favorable for 
a good location with the exception that 
the location owner does not fit into the 
picture. Altho a location looks ever so 
favorable and the location owner is 
definitely unfavorable or out of sym- 
pathy with machines, I usually pass 
that location up. With the favorable 
lIccation owner personal contact based 
on business principles is the important 
thing in successful operating. Close 
co-operation with the location owner is 
the ideal plan and any operator who 
studies his locations thoroly will also 
know how to work with the owner in a 
favorable way. It would be impossible 
to teil an operator how to do it. I 
study every phase of the location, in- 


cluding the personality of the merchant, 
his clientele, the layout of the store 
and everything. If am operator really 
pretends to know his locations there is 
nothing that can be passed up. The 
object of personal contact with the 
location owner is to keep his interest 
in the machines increasing all the time. 
This can be done and it is the best way 
to get the highest possible earnings fsom 
machines, in my opinion. It is im- 
portant to be strictly on the level with 
location owners and to give them the 
benefit of the doubt when questions 
arise. 
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Manufacturers are providing high- 
grade machines and new ones all the 
time and I let that be my guide in 
buying machines. I try to keep ahead 
of the location always and have some- 
thing new before the location asks for 
it. I have no set rule for changing 
machines except that I try to know the 
location and the owner well enough to 
be just one jump ahead of him before 
he asks for a new machine. I have no 
set rule as to types of machines except 
that I buy only the best that the 
market affords. High-grade machines 
and a reputation for service is the win- 
ning combination as I see it. In man- 
aging a machine business it is im- 
portant that the operator have some 
idea of his costs and when machines 
pay for themselves. A machine should 
not only pay for itself, but should also 
make a profit. I try to keep machines 
on the “first-line” till they have paid 
for themselves and also earn a profit. 
While table amusement games are the 
bulk of my business, I also use counter 
devices when there is a place for them 
in a location. 

In_ selecting amusement machines 
t must be modern, high-grade prod- 
ucts, and I want to see them before I 
buy. This means that the display room 
of the distributor and jobber is im- 
portant if the operator is not close to 
the manufacturers. 
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The ethics and experience of the 
cperating business are important and I 
abide by these rules. I co-operate in 
every practical way and support the 
organization work among operators. It 
is my purpose to have my business re- 
flect credit on the profession. Con- 
petition with other operators does not 
worry me because I refuse to bother 
about it. My mind is occupied with 
knowing my locations and there is no 
room to be thinking about competition. 
Competition exists, but the best way to 
meet it is to attend to business and 
forget competition. For the last six 
months I have obtained all my new 
locations thru the recommendation of 
present location owners. One merchant 
has a relative or an acquaintance in 
business, knows my service and recom- 
mends me to his relative or friend. So 
I don’t go out hunting for locations any 
more, as I get all I can attend to thru 
recommendations of friends. An opera- 
tor has to get established, of course, to 
build his reputation among locations. 

I have ceased to worry also about lo- 
cations buying their machines. To me 
this trouble is stressed and agitated too 
much. I used to find a few locations 
with their own machines, but I usually 
bought the machines in a short time 
and placed new ones. Today most loca- 
tion owners are acquainted with the 
amusement machine business and the 
good locations do not buy machines. If 
the location owners are not acquainted 
with the various angles of amusement 
machines, then operators have failed to 
get personally acquainted with the 
locations. 

I might add that the average pin 
game, built into a high-grade cabinet, is 
the mainstay of the amusement machine 
business. There are novelty machinés 
and the operator must supply them to 
many locations, but the standard play- 
ing field without too many gadgets is 
the foundation for a permanent busi- 
ness. Playing interest varies, novelty 
appeal has its place, and the operator 
from his own personal knowledge of his 
locations must be the judge. There is 
nothing that will take the place of 
direct, personal knowledge of locations 
in the operating business. For the in- 
dividual operator this knowledge of 
locations is kept as a mental picture in 
his head and also in his record book of 
earnings. 
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New Jersey Coinmen Attest Efforts

NEWARK, N. J., June 23.—The city li- 
cense ordinance passed by the board of 
commissioners of the city of Newark on 
June 6 is published for the examination 
and study of the trade.

THE ORDINANCE 
AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING AUTOMATIC 

AMUSEMENT GAMES OF THE TYPE 

COMMONLY KNOWN AND DESIGNATED 

AS BAGATELLE, BASEBALL OR PIN 

AMUSEMENT GAMES, AND PROVIDING 

FOR THE LICENSING AND REGULATION 

OF SUCH MACHINES MAINTAINED, OP- 

ERATED OR USED WTHIN THE CITY OF 

NEWARK, AND PROVIDING METHODS OF 

REGULATION THEREOP, AND PRESCRIB- 

ING PENALTIES FOR ANY VIOLATION 

HEREOF. 

THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK DO ORDAIN: 

1. On and after the effective date of this 
ordinance all automatic amusement games of 
the type commonly known and designated as 
bagatelle, baseball, or pin amusement games, 
or similar machines or devices, operated, 
maintained or used in any public or quasi- 
public place, or in any building, store or 
other place where the’ public is invited, or 
wherein the public may enter, and particu- 
larly, but not by way of limitation, all coin- 
operated automatic amusement devices, of the 
type commonly known as bagatelle games, 
baseball games, or pin amusement games, or 
similar machines or devices, operated, main- 
tained or used as aforesaid, shall be licensed 
by the Director of Public Safety of the Cit 
ot Newark before the same shall be place 
operated, maintained or used within the 
municipal limits of the said City of Newark. 

2. The incenses for the placing, operation, 
maintenance or use of such amusement de- 
vices or machines mentioned aforesaid shall 
be issued for the calendar year, commencing 
January ist and expiring December 31st at 
midnight, and the fee for the issuance of a 
license shall be four dollars ($4.00) for the 
said calendar year, or any part thereof. 

3. Before any device or machine mentioned 
aforesaid shall be placed, operated, main- 
tained or used in any place prescribed by 
this ordinance, there shall be affixed thereto 
in a conspicuous place so that the same shall 
be easily and gaetiy identified, the license 
issued by the Director of Public Safety of the 
City of Newark for the operation thereof, and 
no machine shall be — operated, main- 
tained or used after the effective date of this 
ordinance until this be done. 

4. The license issued pursuant to this ordi- 
nance shall, on its face, disclose its serial 
number, the name and post office address of 
the licensee, and shall disclose the cost or 
charge made for the use of said machine, and 
shall briefly state that the machine to which 
the same is affixed is licensed for operation 
by the City of Newark. 

5. Nothing contained within this ordinance 
shall prohibit the holder of this license from 
using the same within the calendar year for 
which it is issued upon additional machines, 
provided the cost or charge for the operation 
of said machines be the same, and provided 
further that if the said license is removed 
from any machine taken out of use and 
placed upon another machine put in use, the 
machine from which it is taken shall not be 
gain used until and unless a license be af- 
fixed thereto as required by this ordinance. 

6. No more than fifty (59) such licenses 
shall be issued to any person, firm or cor- 

ration operating machines coming within 
the purview of this ordinance for any one 
calendar year. 

7. No more than fifteen hundred (1,500) 
lMeenses for machines or devices within the 
urview of this ordinance shall be issued by 

e Director of Public Safety within any one 
calencar year, and of this total no more than 
three hundred (300) licenses shall be issued 
for said machines or devices in which the 
charge for use or operation is less than five 
cents.

8. The Director of Public Safety is hereby 
authorized to delegate any and all powers 
and duties conferred upon him by this ordi- 
narce to any of his subordinates as he may 
deem necessary or proper, and the Director 
of Public Safety may, in his discretion, re- 
quire periodical reports from the licensees to 
whom licenses are issued, but not oftener 
than once in every month, requiring them to 
disclose the type machine to which the li- 
cense is affixed, the manufacturer’s serial 
number of said machine, the location or loca- 
tions of said machine during the period cov- 
ered by the report, and the name and address 
of the owner or possessor of the location, 
whose permission the licensee obtained for 
locating the machine on such premises or 
any such place, and the Director of Public 
Safety may requize that this report be 
rendered to him under oath. 

9. No license shall be issued under this 
ordinance to any person who has been con- 
victed of a crime, and, further, no license 
shall be issued to any person who has been 
convicted of any offense against either the 
Crimes Act of the State of New Jersey, the 
Disorderly Persors Act, or against any City 
Ordinance, if the said offense for which the 
applicant was convicted was one of gambling, 
and, in the event that any licensee shall be 
convicted of any crime or shall be convicted 
of the offense of gambling contrary to the 
Crimes Act, the Disorderly Persons Act, or 
any Municipal Ordinance, then the license of 
such person shall be forthwith canceled and 
revert to the City of Newark, and all ma- 
chines to which the said license may be 
affixed, or upon which it may appear, shall 
be deemed to be operated in violation of this 
ordinance. 

10. Every applicant for a license shall fill 
out a form of application disclosing his name, 
post office address, whether or not he has 
been convicted of any crime or offense within 
the purview of this ordinance, the number of 
machines he desires to operate and such 
other information as the Director of Public 
Safety of the City of Newark shall deem 
either necessary or proper, and the fee for 
the issuance of the license shall be payable 
immediately upon the issuance thereod, 

11. Any operator of any device or machine 
within the purview of this ordinance, and 
this shall include any person, firm, partner- 
ship, association, corporation, trustee or re- 
ceiver, who shall knowingly and wilfully per- 
mit, use or permit to be used any of the 
machines licensed hereunder for purposes of 
gambling, shall be deemed to be guilty of 
@ violation of this ordinance and punishable 
therefor as hereinafter provided. 

12. No machine coming within the purview 
of this ordinance shall be lice used, 
placed, maintained or operated in any loca- 
— an two hundred (200) yards of any 
school. 

13. The word “person” or the word “opera- 
tor’’ as used in this ordinance shall mean any 
—— firm, partnership, corporation, trust, 
rustee or receiver. 

14. — person violating any provision of 
this ordinance shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250) to be assessed and recovered in any 
police court of the City of Newark, or in the 
case of a corporation or association, to be 
recovered in an action of debt in any court 
of competent Py or shall be sen- 
tenced to the Essex County Jail for a period 
not exceeding thirty (30) days, or both, and 
in addition thereto the Director of Public 
Safety may, in his discretion, revoke the per- 
mit or permits of any person so convicted if 
he is the holder of the same. 

15. If any section, clause or provision of 
this ordinance shall be adjudged invalid, such 
adjudication shall apply only to that section, 
clause or | eye so adjudged and the re- 
mainder of the ordinance shall continue valid 
and effective. 

16. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with or conflicting with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed, and this or- 
dinance shall take effect immediately upon 
final passage and publication according to

that the regular 802 delegates were ca- 
pable of representing the chapter. 

Friday night the executive board de- 
cided to the effect that it had originally 
been intended to modify the form of 
government applying to the local, and 
that various changes hag been made oc- 
casionally since the local was first char- 
tered. It was given as the opinion of 
the board that autonomy be granted to 
an extent, this coming after New York 
conditions had been explained by the 
regular New York delegates. 

Two conditions imposed before the lo- 
cal can elect all its own officers other 
than the chairman, who is to be ap- 
pointed for two years by the national 
body, are: First, a meeting calling for a 
referendum vote expressing the opinion 
of the members whether or not they are 
in favor of communistic activities in the 
local and retaining communists as mem- 
bers; and, second, a repudiation of the 
15 New York men who went to Washing- 
ton, before a Senate hearing, and im- 
pugned both AFM and 802 officials as al- 
leged racketeers and grafters. It was al- 
so provided that all allegations claiming 
that the present form of government of 
802 was forced upon the members when 
the local was formed, insetad of being 
voluntarily adopted by the original 1,800 
members, be withdrawn. 

If these conditions are carried out, all 
local officers save the chairman will be 
elected at the fall meeting of the local 
by the members. At the end of two years, 
it was provided by the executive board, 
the chairman may be elected by the lo-

Inasmuch as you call this issue of The 
Billboard the Summer Special, it leads 
me to compare the present-day pin table 
output with that of last summer at the 
same time. It certainly is a satisfaction 
to me. and f hope to every operator and 
distributor as well, to realize the differ- 
ence in quality between the games of 
this summer and of last. It is evident 
vhat manufacturers at present building 
games have passed thru the flurry period 
and are now seeking quality and per- 
formance in their games, rather than 
quantity output. 

Of course it is inevitable, in a con- 
dition as new as the game business, that 
at the outset there would be a pressing 
demand for quantity at low prices and 


’ then later. when the public showed dis- 


position to want to play games, there 
would, thru the operator, be a demand 
upon manufacturers to build better 
products. At the same time, the manu- 
facturer must get mcre money for such 
product because he has to spend more 
time in development, and quality in any 
article must have a price. 


No operator who wishes to really make. 


a life wrk of this business need worry 
because games today are 50 per cent 
higner than they were last summer. If 
he would reason, he would quickly see 
that such is all the better for him. Fewer 
operators mean better operators. Better 
games mean mere returns and a better 
satisfied public.
